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INTRODUCTION 


As the President’s chief message-crafting body, the Presidential Communications Development 
and Strategic Planning Office (PCDSPO), is mandated to provide strategic communication leadership 
and support to the Executive Branch, its composite agencies, and instrumentalities of government. 

The PCDSPO is also mandated to act as custodian of the institutional memory of the Office of 
the President. One of our projects is the continuation of the series of books called the Messages of the 
President, started in 1936 by Jorge B. Vargas, Executive Secretary to President Manuel L. Quezon. 
The series was a wide collection of executive issuances, speeches, messages, and other official papers 
of the President. The volumes were intended to serve as the definitive compilation of presidential 
documents. The series was continued until the Quirino administration, although the series for the 
Presidential administrations of Presidents Quezon, Roxas, and Quirino were never completed. 

In 2010, President Benigno S. Aquino III ordered the revival of the series and the constitution of a 
complete set, covering all 15 presidential administrations. With pride, we continue what Vargas began.

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PREFACE 


On July 30, 2010, President Benigno S. Aquino III issued Executive Order No. 4, which effectively 
renamed what was previously called the Malacanang Museum into the Presidential Museum and 
Library (PML) and placed it under the supervision and control of the Presidential Communications 
Development and Strategic Planning Office (PCDSPO). The PML is responsible for preserving, 
managing, and promoting the history and heritage of the Philippine presidency. It is the principal 
historical and artistic repository in support of the institution of the presidency, for the benefit of 
the Republic and the Lilipino people. In partnership with the PCDSPO, which has pioneered the 
publication of the Official Gazette of the Republic of the Philippines as a web archive and information 
website, the PML has taken this mandate and placed it on the cutting edge of the information age. 

Much has been done over the past years, under the administration of President Aquino III, to 
digitize executive issuances, speeches, letters, and other presidential papers; and publish them online. 
The project is not limited to a single administration, nor does it discriminate. This collection, published 
as databases, as well as print and e-publications, includes documents from the presidency of Emilio 
Aguinaldo to the current Aquino administration. This represents the government’s allegiance to 
transparency, continuity, and the fostering of an informed citizenry, as well as an effort, in earnest, to 
preserve the institutional memory of the Presidency. All this was done not just for the posterity, but for 
the current generation and the ongoing task of nation building. 

The PML are proud partners of the Official Gazette and PCDSPO team, to whom we made the 
collections available. We sincerely hope that this series will serve as a vital reference to educators, 
students, journalists, lawyers, historians, and the public at large. 
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FOREWORD 


This is the fourth volume of President Ferdinand E. Marcos’ official papers, which constitutes 
the 10th book of the Messages of the President series. The series was started in 1936 by Executive 
Secretary Jorge B. Vargas, during the first year in office of Manuel L. Quezon, the first President of the 
Commonwealth of the Philippines. This volume collects President Marcos’ Executive Orders, which 
provide for rules of a general or permanent character in implementation or execution of constitutional 
or statutory powers. 
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BOOK 10 

PRESIDENT FERDINAND E. MARCOS 


President Ferdinand E. Marcos was the tenth President of the Philippines and was the sixth and 
the last President of the Third Republic of the Philippines. He assumed office on December 30, 1965. 
He was re-elected in 1969 becoming the first President to serve a second term. President Marcos was 
barred from running for a third term as president in 1973 so on September 23, 1972, by virtue of a 
presidential Proclamation No. 1081 which was signed on September 21, 1972, he declared Martial 
Law citing the threats of the Communists and Muslim insurgencies as justification which had come 
into force and would extend his rule beyond the constitutional two-term limit. After the lifting 
of Martial Law, on June 16, 1981, the First Presidential Elections of the Fourth Republic was held. 
President Marcos ran and won over the other candidates. On November 3, 1985, he announced 
that a presidential snap election would take place the following year due to escalating discontent 
from the public and pressure from foreign allies. The snap election was legalized with the passage of 
Batas Pambansa Big. 883. The election was held on February 7, 1986. The Commission on Election 
(COMELEC) declared President Marcos as the winner, on the other hand, the National Movement 
for Free Elections (NAMFREL) declared Corazon C. Aquino. The failed election process resulted to 
the People Power Movement. President Marcos was President until February 25, 1986, Corazon C. 
Aquino was inaugurated as the President of the Philippines at Club Filipino, and afterwards, President 
Marcos held his inauguration at the Malacanan Palace. After the inauguration, the Marcos Family 
hurriedly fled the palace. 

The Executive Issuances of President Marcos began with Administrative Order No. 1, signed on 
December 30, 1965 and ended with Executive Order No. 1093 that was signed on February 22, 1986. 

President Marcos’ documents were gathered from its official sources such as the Official Gazette 
of the Philippines; Malacanang Records Office’s Book of Executive Issuances; Presidential Speeches 
Volume Nos. 1 to 10; Encounter with Destiny; and the Dictatorship and Revolution: Roots of People’s 
Power. 

The American Psychological Association (APA) style was used for the citation. The titles that have 
been provided by the researchers are enclosed in square brackets, considering that the exact wordings 
and its order were not verbatim from the document being described. Book titles are italicized while 
the speech titles are not. If in any case that the book title is the same as the title of the speech, it is 
transcribed in italics because it is the book title.

CREATING THE NATIONAL COUNCIL FOR SMALL AND MEDIUM INDUSTRIES. 


WHEREAS, small and medium industries play a vital role in economic development; 

WHEREAS, it is the policy of the Government to assist and protect the interest of small and 
medium industries, to encourage and develop their actual and potential capacities, to safeguard their 
stable growth and to secure their development; 

WHEREAS, the creation of a viable small and medium industries sector which can operate 
efficiently and compete effectively in domestic and foreign markets requires an ad interim agency 
to exclusively attend to, advise and assist in the various problem areas faced by small and medium 
enterpreneurs until such time that a permanent body is created for this purpose; 

WHEREAS, the findings of the U. R Institute for Small-Scale Industries positively indicate that 
small and medium industries are beset with serious financial difficulties and other problems such as 
technological know-how, general management and manpower development; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby create a National Council for Small and Medium Industries 
which shall be composed of the following: 


The Chairman of the National Economic Council Chairman 

Director, U.P. Institute for Small Scale and Medium Industries Action Officer 

The Secretary of Commerce and Industry Member 

Chairman, Board of Governors, Development Bank of the Philippines — Member 

President, Philippine National Bank Member 

General Manager, Government Service Insurance System Member 

Administrator, Social Security System Member 

Representative, Filipino Chamber of Small Industries Member 

Representative, Philippine Chamber of Industries Member 


SEC. 1 . Functions and Duties . - The Council shall have the following functions and duties: 

a) To make studies on and integrate all proposed measures relative to the 
promotion and development of small and medium industries; 

b) To propose and adopt policies, objectives and priorities affecting small and 
medium industries; 

c) To formulate a credit program for small and medium industries for 
government financial institutions and follow up its implementation by said institutions; 

d) To coordinate and integrate the activities of all government agencies relative 
to small and medium industries to the end that all efforts may be effectively channeled 
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to the objective of attaining the promotion and development of small and medium 
industries; and 

e) To undertake such other measures as may be necessary to the attainment of 
the objectives herein established. 

Sec. 2. Council Secretariat . - The U. P. Institute for Small-Scale Industries shall be the Secretariat 
of the Council. The Chairman of the Council may request the detail of such additional personnel from 
other government agencies as may be required. 

Sec. 3. Meetings and Reports . - The Council shall meet at such times as may be determined by the 
Chairman and shall render to the President of the Philippines period and annual reports of its activities. 

Sec. 4. Funding . - Operating expenses of the Council shall be chargeable against the annual 
appropriation for the U. P. Institute for Small-Scale Industries. Additional expenses as may be necessary 
shall be chargeable against other available funds of the government. 

Sec. 5. All Departments, bureaus, offices, agencies and instrumentalities of the government, 
including government-owned or controlled corporations, and local governments shall extend assistance 
to the Council whenever the Council shall need and request such assistance. 

Sec. 6. Effectivity of the Order . - This Executive Order shall take effect immediately.

CREATING A COMMITTEE TO STUDY, EVOLVE, AND RECOMMEND POLICIES RELATIVE 
TO THE SETTLEMENT OF LAND DISPUTES AND PRIORITIES IN THE GRANTING OF 

TITLES OVER PUBLIC LANDS. 


WHEREAS, the pressure of population, the decreasing areas of disposable public land, the 
demand of industries for development and the ever-increasing and socially urgent clamor of small 
settlers, peasants and farmers for a piece of land, have given rise to many land disputes all over the 
country and a deluge of applications for issuance of land titles; 

WHEREAS, in many instances land disputes occur because the settler-farmers who have settled 
and cultivated the land are dispossessed, or threatened to be dispossessed, of the same due to the 
intricacies of land policies, legal requirements and complex administrative procedure which they are 
unaware of or do not properly understand, and the machinations of unscrupulous speculators; 

WHEREAS, in the interest of the stability of, and the promotion and maintenance of peace and 
order in society, it is imperative that the settler-farmers be protected and maintained, and efforts should 
be exerted to reorient the existing policies, laws and administrative regulations towards that end; 

WHEREAS, it is ideal that all land disputes should be resolved and the titles issued in a manner 
that would be compatible with the country’s objectives for economic development and social justice; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, hereby create a Committee to study and review present policies as 
embodied in land laws and administrative rules and regulations, in relation to the needs of the agro- 
industrial sector and the small settlers, peasants and farmers for land, with the end in view of evolving 
and recommending new laws and policies and establishing priorities for the settlement of land disputes 
and the issuance of land titles in order to relieve the “small man” from the complexities of existing 
laws, rules and regulations relative to land disputes and award of land titles. 

The Committee shall be composed of the following:

President, Federation of Cattle Raisers Association of the Philippines - - Member 

President, Federation of Free Farmers Member 

President, Philippine Chamber of Wood Industries Member 
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The Committee may call for assistance upon any Department, bureau, office, agency or 
instrumentality of the national government including government-owned or controlled corporations 
and local government instrumentalities, in connection with the performance of its functions, and such 
assistance shall be extended whenever the same is sought by the Committee or any of its members. 

The Committee shall finish and submit its study within a period of ninety (90) days from the 
issuance of this Order.

WHEREAS, the cooperative movement plays an important role in the stabilization of prices of 
public commodities; and 

WHEREAS, there is need for the different sectors thereof to cooperate with and assist each 
other, coordinate their activities and establish direct business relationships among themselves so that 
the movement may most effectively serve producers not only in helping solve the nation’s economic 
problems but also those of consumers; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby create a Cooperatives Coordinating Committee composed of 
the following:

The Committee shall elect from among themselves a Chairman, a Vice-Chairman and such other 
officers as may be deemed proper and necessary, as well as create sub-committees. 

The Committee shall have the following functions: 

1. Determine the prime commodity requirements of the different cooperatives and their 
members, so that necessary measures may be taken to fill up these requirements, to the end that prices 
of these prime commodities will not unreasonably rise beyond the reach of the consuming members of 
cooperatives. 

2. Determine the essential producers’ items that the different cooperatives and their members 
require so that measures for their procurement at reasonable cost may be recommended to the 
President. 

3. Devise a system of business relationships between the agricultural and the non-agricultural 
cooperative sectors; the former supplying the agricultural produce requirements of the latter which 
shall supply the prime consumers’ items needed by the former, thereby eliminating unnecessary 
middlemen in the process. 

4. Coordinate the implementation of the measures devised to affect the foregoing objectives. 

The Rice and Corn Production Coordinating Council (National Food and Agriculture Council) 
shall provide the Secretariat, to be headed by the Action Officer, to backstaff the Committee. 

The Committee shall periodically submit its findings and recommendations to the President of the 
Philippines and shall appraise the Price Control Council of the same. 

The Committee shall meet regularly once a month at the call of the chairman for the purpose of 
discharging its functions. 

The Committee is hereby authorized to call upon any department, bureau, office, agency or 
instrumentality of the government, including government-owned or controlled corporations, for 
technical assistance, facilities and equipment as it may need in discharging its duties.

CREATING A NATIONAL COMMITTEE FOR MINERAL EXPLORATIONS 
AND SURVEY OPERATIONS 


WHEREAS, the continuing search for hydrocarbons and solid minerals in the land and offshore 
areas of the Philippines requires the concerned effort of both public and private organizations; 

WHEREAS, the resources of public and private organizations can be pooled together to conduct 
a systematic compilation of geologic data for coordinated exploration and exploitation of mineral 
resources of the country; 

WHEREAS, the proliferation of mining and oil concessions necessitates efficient use of public 
funds and venture capital for exploration and exploitation of mineral resources; 

WHEREAS, the resolution of legal, financial, technical, and operational problems relative to 
the exploration and exploitation of minerals in the land and offshore areas of the country needs a 
comprehensive study in depth; 

WHEREAS, the creation of a task force composed of representatives from the public and private 
sectors to formulate ways and means to carry out exploration and survey operations can contribute 
much to the development of mineral resources; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law do hereby create the National Committee for Mineral Explorations 
and Survey Operations under the Office of the President composed of the following officials or their 
authorized representatives who shall attend the meetings and deliberations of the said body:

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The Committee shall have the following general functions: 

1. Undertake comprehensive studies of the legal, financial, technical, scientific and operational 
aspects of mineral exploration and exploitation of the land and offshore areas of the Philippines. 

2. Coordinate all public and private programs and activities for mineral exploration and 
exploitation. 

3. Oversee the organization of local agencies, public or private, for exploration and survey work 
in coordination with appropriate agencies concerned. 

4. Assist all agencies concerned with scientific research dealing with exploration, evaluation and 
exploitation of mineral resources. 

The Committee is hereby authorized to call upon all government departments, bureaus, offices or 
agencies for such assistance as it may deem necessary in discharging its functions. 

The financial requirement for the operations of the Committee shall be provided first by the 
above-mentioned agencies and second, by other entities if the former cannot raise the necessary funds. 

The facilities of the above-named agencies shall be made available to the Committee in performing 
its functions as well as in undertaking actual exploration and survey operations.

“CREATING A SMALL FARMERS COMMISSION”. 


The membership of the Commission created under Executive Order No. 168 dated February 5, 
1969, is hereby amended to read as follows:

PRESCRIBING THE PROCEDURE FOR MINERAL PROSPECTING AND EXPLOITATION IN 
GOVERNMENT RESERVATIONS OTHER THAN MINERAL RESERVATIONS 


WHEREAS, our economic development programs require the progressive and orderly 
exploitation of our mineral resources wherever they may be found; 

WHEREAS, surveys conducted by the Bureau of Mines and other government and private entities 
have revealed the existence of promising mineral deposits in various forest, military and national park 
reservations; 

WHEREAS, it may be possible to exploit such mineral wealth in these reservations 
without detriment to the purpose for which said reservations were originally created; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law do hereby prescribe the following procedure for prospecting and exploiting 
of minerals found in Government reservations other than mineral reservations: 

(1) Whenever and wherever practicable, the prospecting and exploration of mineral areas 
in reservations should be undertaken by government agencies such as the Bureau of Mines. Upon 
delineation of a commercially exploitable orebody, the area required for mining may be proclaimed 
a mineral reservation with the concurrence of Congress. Said reservation shall be opened to mining 
through competitive bidding under specified terms and conditions; 

(2) In the event that Government agencies cannot undertake the prospecting and exploration 
of mineral areas in reservations, qualified persons or corporations may be permitted to undertake 
prospecting, exploration and exploitation under the following procedures: 

(a) Before entering any reservation, a private prospector should obtain a written 
permit from the Government Agency supervising the reservation under terms and 
conditions which the agency may deem proper to impose upon the prospector in 
order to protect the reservation; 

(b) Upon the determination of the feasibility of exploiting the mineral deposits and 
delineating the area required for mining operations, the prospector may request 
the exclusion of said area from the reservation. The Agency concerned should 
refer such request to the Director of Mines for his investigation and appropriate 
recommendation; 

(c) The application together with the report and recommendations of the Director 
of Mines may then be forwarded to the agency Head concerned with his own 
comments and recommendations to the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural 
Resources for consideration and favorable recommendation, if warranted, to the 
President of the Philippines; 
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(d) The President, if he finds the exclusion meritorious, will promulgate the necessary 
proclamation excluding the area and imposing thereon whatever terms and 
conditions he may deem proper and in the public interest and submit the same to 
Congress for concurrence. 

This Order shall take effect immediately.

AMENDING EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 286, SERIES OF 1949, BY REORGANIZING THE FAIR 
TRADE BOARD AND VESTING IT WITH MORE POWERS AND AUTHORITY. 


WHEREAS, the cases of imitation, alteration and substitution of lawful trademarks and trade 
names, misbranding, mislabeling, fraudulent designation of origin, false description, adulteration, 
fraudulent refilling of empty containers and other methods of unfair competition and unethical trade 
practices, as well as violations of the laws against monopolies and combinations in restraint of trade 
such as collusion in price fixing, entering into any contract or conspiracy to prevent by artificial means 
free competition in the market or by making such transactions prejudicial to lawful commerce, are 
increasing in great proportions in the domestic trade of the country; 

WHEREAS, these unfair methods of competition and unethical trade practices, as well as 
violations of the laws against monopolies and combinations in restraint of trade, constitute a menace 
to the economy of the country as they undermine legitimate business, impair the public revenue and 
prejudice the buying public; and 

WHEREAS, in the interest of legitimate business and the public in general it is necessary 
to coordinate the efforts of various agencies of the Government and to prosecute violators of laws 
on unfair competition, unethical and unfair trade practices and the law against monopolies and 
combinations so that the evils of these nefarious practices may be eradicated and suppressed; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, and upon the recommendation of the Secretary of Commerce and 
Industry, do hereby reorganize the FAIR TRADE BOARD and vest it with more powers and authority 
in consonance with the demands of the times. 

1 . The New Board shall be composed of the following: 


Secretary of Commerce and Industry Chairman 

Undersecretary of Justice Vice-Chairman 

Chairman of the Price Control Council Member 

Commissioner of Customs Member 

Commissioner of Internal Revenue Member 

Food and Drug Administrator Member 

Chief of the Philippine Constabulary Member 

President, Chamber of Commerce of the Philippines Member 

President, Consumers Union of the Philippines Member 

President, Chamber of Filipino Retailers Member 


The Director of Commerce shall be the Secretary and Executive Officer. 
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2. The Board shall have the following powers, duties and functions: 

(a) To promulgate the necessary rules and regulations, consistent with law, for the conduct of all 
its business. Such rules and regulations shall take effect fifteen days after their publication once a week 
for two consecutive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation. 

(b) To synchronize, coordinate and make more effective the activities of the various government 
agencies relating to the administration and enforcement of the laws and regulations governing 
unlawful importation and/or exportation, unfair competition, unfair trade practices or deceptive acts 
or practices in commerce and industry and laws against monopolies and combinations in restraint of 
trade, such as collusion in price fixing, entering into any contract or conspiracy to prevent by artificial 
means free competition in the market or by making other transactions prejudicial to lawful commerce; 

(c) To take steps to prevent and suppress monopolies, price-fixing agreements, boycotts, 
combinations in restraint of trade, interlocking directorates and offices, fraudulent advertising, 
hoarding, misbranding, mislabeling, unfair methods of competition and all forms of unfair and 
deceptive acts or practices in commerce and industry prohibited by existing laws; 

(d) To conduct, through its duly authorized agents and representatives, investigations, inspections 
and verifications of commercial and industrial establishments whenever necessary. In this connection, 
the Board shall exercise all the investigative powers of the different member-agencies, as well as the 
powers of an investigating committee under Section 71 and 580 of the Revised Administrative Code; 

(e) After the termination of any investigation, to order any person, firm, association, partnership 
or corporation to cease and desist from practising or using an unfair trade method, combinations in 
restraint of trade, price-fixing agreements, boycotts, or deceptive acts or practices in commerce and 
industry, and to refer the matter to the proper courts upon failure of such person, firm, association, 
partnership or corporation to comply with such order or orders; 

(f) To deputize, detail or call upon any official, agent employee, agency or instrumentality of the 
Government, whenever it is necessary, to carry out effectively the purposes of this Order; and 

(g) To perform such acts allowable under existing laws as may be necessary in the effective 
implementation of this Order. 

3. The Board shall render an annual report of its activities through its Chairman to the President 
of the Philippines, together with such recommendations as it may deem necessary in the furtherance of 
the purposes of this Order. 

4. The Board shall meet at least once a month and may hold such special meetings as may be 
called by the Chairman. 

5. All departments, bureaus, offices, agencies and instrumentalities of the National Government, 
including government-owned or controlled corporations, provincial, city and municipal governments, 
may be called upon to cooperate with and assist the Fair Trade Board in effecting prompt and 
successful accomplishment of its assigned duties. 

6. In addition to the funds already appropriated for the Board under the General Appropriations 
Act, the Board may utilize, in accordance with existing laws, rules and regulations, such funds 
available from the amount appropriated for the Department of Commerce and Industry or from such 
other funds as the President of the Philippines may assign or allot to it for the proper and effective 
implementation of this Order. 

Executive Order No. 218 dated October 18, 1949, and all other orders, memoranda or circulars 
or parts thereof inconsistent herewith are hereby revoked or amended accordingly.

CREATING THE DEVELOPMENT MANAGEMENT STAFF WITHIN THE 
OFFICE OF THE PRESIDENT 


WHEREAS, it is the primary responsibility of the President to effect the development of the 
country and secure to its people and their posterity social and economic benefits under a stable and 
secure political system; 

WHEREAS, as the executive and administrative head of the vast government machinery, it 
should therefore be the President’s concern to see to it that the management and administration of 
the bureaucracy in going after long-range aims and the conduct of its day-to-day activities should be 
geared toward development; 

WHEREAS, there is need for a body equipped with necessary expertise that can readily provide 
for the President and his top-level advisory councils the necessary staff studies and recommendations as 
a basis for decision-making and policy formulation vis-a-vis the pursuance of national developmental 
objectives as well as coping with sudden crisis-situations; and 

WHEREAS, such a body should have a broad overview of national problems, goals and their 
solutions unhampered by the bias and prejudices of the regular departments, bureaus, agencies and 
other instrumentalities of the government, which were created for particular and limited purpose or 
purposes; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by the Constitution and the law, do hereby establish and create the Development 
Management Staff (DMS) within the Office of the President. 

The DMS shall have the mission of serving as the principal and central resource base for the 
President and other top-level Presidential advisory councils or bodies in the decision-making and 
policy-formulating process especially as these functions are connected to national development and 
meeting crisis situations. 

In making staff studies and recommendations, the DMS shall give special emphasis to the 
coordination and control of the various project content of the national development program. In this 
context, the DMS shall study and recommend how resources can be husbanded and balanced, how 
different projects and activities are scheduled as to reinforce one another and how diverse efforts and 
activities can be effectively unified or harmonized in the realization of the development objective. 

The DMS shall keep itself informed of the progress of development projects and the conduct of 
all activities connected to their implementation and shall make continuous evaluation, give critiques 
and analyses of results and recommend corrective action in relation thereto. 

The DMS shall also assist and give staff support in the meeting and solution of crisis-situations, 
and shall find ways and means of heading off crisis-situations by making a continuous analysis and 
evaluation of national trends leading to crisis development. 

It shall also be the responsibility of the DMS to study and recommend methods of expediting 
projects that encounter operational problems during implementation. 
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In view of the nature of its staff functions, the organization of the DMS shall be made highly 
flexible. The organization, however, shall revolve around a permanent group composed of members 
trained and/or oriented in different academic disciplines. To give the DMS the needed insight and 
appreciation of operation problems at the execution level, the permanent group shall be supplemented 
by an inter-agency group to be composed of detailed personnel from the various departments and 
agencies of government, whose stint or service with the DMS shall be terminated at designated intervals 
when they shall be replaced by another inter-agency group. 

The DMS shall be headed by the Executive Secretary and shall be placed under his immediate 
and direct supervision and control. The Executive Secretary shall organize the DMS along the concept 
outlined in the next preceding paragraph and shall provide secretariat services therefor. 

Operational expenses of the DMS, including salaries and allowances, shall be funded from the 
various lump sum appropriation for the Office of the President. 

The number of positions to compose the permanent or continuing staff of the DMS shall not 
be fixed but the number of staff personnel shall be added to or reduced as the need therefor arises. 
In consideration of the basic postulate for the creation of the DMS that its function shall be policy- 
determination, technical and highly confidential, and the need for flexibility, positions of staff personnel 
therein shall not be proposed for classification or itemization under the Appropriation Act. In the 
event, however, that the positions in the DMS are converted into classified or itemized positions by act 
of Congress, all such positions shall be, as they are hereby, declared to be primarily technical or highly 
confidential in nature. 

All departments, bureaus, offices, agencies and instrumentalities of the government, including 
government-owned or controlled corporations, as well as local government instrumentalities, shall give 
assistance to the DMS whenever such assistance is requested.

(PACLAP) to expedite and coordinate the investigation and resolution of land disputes, streamline and 
shorten administrative procedures, adopt bold and decisive measures to solve land problems, and/or 
recommend other solutions.

b. No slaughter permit shall be issued without a certificate by the Provincial or City 
Veterinarian concerned, or their authorized representatives, to the effect that the 
animal to be slaughtered is of the required age and is free from any disease. 

Copies of certificates of ownership of animals slaughtered in accordance with this Order shall be 
forwarded to the Director of Animal Industry for statistical purposes. 

All Executive Orders or regulations inconsistent herewith are hereby revoked.

WHEREAS, the problem of smuggling is not the sole concern and responsibility of a single 
government agency; 

WHEREAS, the existence of gaps and inadequacies in the current anti-smuggling effort of the 
government, particularly on matters relating to intelligence, operation or apprehension, prosecution 
and disposition of smuggling cases, has served to hamper the effectiveness of the drive; and 

WHEREAS, to wage a more dynamic and vigorous campaign against smuggling, it is necessary 
that there be a concerted and well-coordinated action among the different agencies of the government 
engaged in anti-smuggling activities; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby create a National Action Committee on Anti-Smuggling Affairs 
composed of the following: 

Commissioner of Customs 
Chairman, Anti-Smuggling Action Center 
Representative of the Secretary of Justice 
Representative of the Commissioner, BIR 
Representative of the Chief of Staff, AFP 
Commandant, Philippine Coast Guard 

Representative of such other government entities that the Committee may call on 
on-the-need basis. 

The Committee shall elect from among its members its Chairman on a quarterly basis. 

The Committee shall be charged with the planning, programming, implementation, direction 
and supervision of combined anti-smuggling operations of government agencies concerned with anti- 
smuggling activities. It shall also conduct joint investigation and prosecution of all cases involving 
violations of existing laws, rules and regulations on smuggling throughout the country. 

The Committee shall have a Permanent Secretariat at the Office of the Anti-Smuggling Action 
Center (ASAC) to be composed of one (1) Secretary and two (2) assistants to be provided by ASAC. 
The Secretariat shall have the following functions: 

1 . To maintain liaison among the members of the Committee; 

2. To issue appropriate memoranda or directives to agencies concerned to implement and follow 
up the decisions of the Committee; 

3. To maintain the records and files of the Committee; and 

4. To prepare and submit such reports as the Action Committee may direct. 
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Each member of the Committee shall designate a person to contact at the member’s office who 
shall be considered a member of the Secretariat but not necessarily holding office therein. 

The Committee is hereby authorized to create sub-committees and composite teams from 
various government agencies upon approval of the respective department or agency heads concerned, 
and promulgate such rules and regulations as may be necessary to implement the powers and 
authority granted to it. It is further authorized to call upon any department, bureau, office, agency or 
instrumentality of the government for assistance in the performance of its functions. 

Funds necessary to implement this Executive Order, particularly transportation expenses and per 
diems that may be incurred by the Committee or any of its authorized teams created in connection 
with the performance of mission pertinent to the powers and duties granted to it shall be chargeable 
against the funds of the respective offices of the members represented therein as determined by the 
Committee. 

The Committee shall coordinate its functions and investigations with any government agency to 
avoid overlapping or duplication of functions.

OUTLINING THE PROCEDURE BY WHICH COMPLAINANTS CHARGING GOVERNMENT 
OFFICIALS AND EMPLOYEES WITH COMMISSION OF IRREGULARITIES 

SHOULD BE GUIDED. 


WHEREAS, it is necessary that the general public be duly informed or reminded of the procedure 
provided by law and regulations by which complaints against public officials and employees should be 
presented and prosecuted; 

WHEREAS, actions on complaints are at times delayed because of the failure to observe the 
formal requisites therefor, to indicate with sufficient clearness and particularity the charges or offenses 
being aired or denounced, and to file the complaint with the proper office or authority; 

WHEREAS, without in any way curtailing the constitutional guarantee of freedom of expression, 
the Administration believes that many complaints or grievances could be resolved at the lower levels of 
government if only the provisions of law and regulations on the matter are duly observed by the parties 
concerned; and 

WHEREAS, while all sorts of official misconduct should be eliminated and punished, it is 
equally compelling that public officials and employees be given the opportunity afforded them by the 
constitution and law to defend themselves in accordance with the procedure prescribed by law and 
regulations; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby order: 

1 . Complaints against public officials and employees shall be in writing, subscribed and sworn to 
by the complainants, describing in sufficient detail and particularity the acts or conduct complained of, 
instead of generalizations. 

2. Complaints against presidential appointees shall be filed with the Office of the President or the 
Department Head having direct supervision or control over the official involved. 

3. Those against subordinate officials and employees shall be lodged with the proper department 
or agency head. 

4. Those against elective local officials shall be filed with the Office of the President in case 
of provincial and city officials, with the provincial governor or board secretary in case of municipal 
officials, and with the municipal or city mayor or secretary in case of barrio officials. 

5. Those against members of police forces shall be filed with the corresponding local board of 
investigators headed by the city or municipal treasurer, except in the case of those appointed by the 
President which should be filed with the Office of the President. 

6. Complaints against public officials and employees shall be promptly acted upon and disposed 
of by the officials or authorities concerned in accordance with pertinent laws and regulations so that 
the erring officials or employees can be soonest removed or otherwise disciplined and the innocent, 
exonerated or vindicated in like manner, and to the end also that other remedies, including court 
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action, may be pursued forthwith by the interested parties after administrative remedies shall have 
been exhausted.

A Committee on the Presidential Award in Education is hereby created to plan and implement a 
system of giving the awards, including selection procedures, funding and other details, composed of the 
following: 

The incumbent Secretary of Education, as Chairman, and a former secretary of Education and an 
outstanding citizen, to be designated by the President as members. 

This order shall take effect immediately.

REQUIRING THE SUBMISSION OF AN ANNUAL PROGRAM OF PROCUREMENT BY THE 
DEPARTMENTS, BUREAUS, OFFICES AND AGENCIES OF THE NATIONAL GOVERNMENT. 

WHEREAS, the government spends a tremendous amount of money annually for the purchase of 
supplies, materials and equipment to meet all government needs; 

WHEREAS, emergency purchases and piecemeal requisitions are found to be wasteful and 
extravagant and therefore must be done sparingly; 

WHEREAS, it is imperative that procurement of supplies, materials and equipment be handled 
systematically and judiciously in order to obtain the most advantageous terms from the suppliers; and 

WHEREAS, to achieve an economical, efficient and effective procurement system, the using 
agencies and the Bureau of Supply Coordination must devise a system of projecting and planning their 
supply needs to be used as a basis for a workable procurement program; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E.MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby order: 

Heads of departments, bureaus, offices and agencies of the National Government shall submit an 
Annual Procurement Program showing a projection of their procurement needs for a period of one (1) 
year starting July 1 and ending June 30 of every fiscal year. This Annual Procurement Program shall 
include, among other things, a complete description or specification of the items arranged according to 
commodity groupings, the quantity of each kind distributed by quarter and the estimated cost. 

Supplementary Procurement Programs may be submitted in case of increase in supply 
requirements to be funded out of additional funds allocated. An Amendatory Procurement 
Program may also be submitted if there are changes affecting the Annual Procurement Program and/or 
the Supplementary Procurement Program. 

All Procurement Programs shall be approved by the department head concerned. 

The Annual Procurement Program shall be filed with the Bureau of Supply Coordination not later 
than April 1 immediately preceding the ensuing fiscal year covered by the Program. 

The Amendatory or Supplementary Procurement Programs shall be prepared and submitted any 
time during the fiscal year as the need arises. 

The Bureau of Supply Coordination, upon receipt of these plans, shall draw up its own program 
of procurement. It shall consolidate and categorize the items to find out the overall needs of the 
Government and determine the system of procurement that will be most effective, economical and 
expeditious. It may group these items into the following: 

(1) those that will be placed under the Direct Order and Payment System; 

(2) those that may be procured through the normal bidding procedure by the Bureau of Supply 
Coordination upon submission of the proper requisition; 
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(3) those whose procurement may be recommended for delegation to, or requested directly by, 
the agencies concerned if it is found out that it will be more advantageous for the agencies to 
procure; 

(4) those that may be recommended for procurement by negotiation under existing regulations 
including those obtainable from government agencies and foreign governments; 

(5) those that may be carried in the stores of the Bureau of Supply Coordination; and 

(6) those that may be filled from surplus or excess items. 

The Bureau of Supply Coordination’s Consolidated Program of Procurement shall be forwarded 
to the Secretary of General Services for approval. After its approval, the Secretary of General Services 
shall issue the necessary implementing instructions. The Bureau of Supply Coordination shall advise 
the departments, bureaus, offices and agencies concerned of the action taken on their plans for their 
information and guidance. 

The Secretary of General Services shall issue the necessary supplementary rules and regulations to 
implement the Order.

Committee on the Copper Industry which shall be composed of the following members: 

From the Government: 

1. Chairman, Board of Investments 

2. Secretary of Finance or his representative 

3. Director, Bureau of Mines 

From the Private Sector: 

The chief executives of the copper producing companies, or their 
authorized representatives 

It shall be the primary duty and responsibility of the Committee to plan for an orderly 
development of the copper industry, specifically the relationship between the expansion of mining and 
the further processing of ores into blister and refined copper products. It shall also assess the future 
trade possibilities considering world production and consumption of copper products. In addition, the 
Committee shall also look into the effects of by-products especially the production of fertilizer. 

The Committee is hereby empowered to create a steering committee to assist it in the performance 
of its functions. 

All heads of departments, bureaus, agencies and instrumentalities of the government are hereby 
directed to extend full cooperation to the Committee. The Chairman of the Committee may, when 
the need arises, ask for the detail and temporary assignment of personnel and equipment from other 
offices, 

The Board of Investments shall act as the Secretariat of the Committee.

WHEREAS, such desired segregation could not be effected in our national penal institutions due 
to their highly congested condition; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by Section 1722 of the Revised Administrative Code, hereby authorize the 
Secretary of Justice to transfer as many national prisoners sentenced to a maximum term of not more 
than three years as may be accommodated by the local jails of their home provinces or cities. The 
expenses of such transfers and the subsistence of such national prisoners while confined in the local 
jails shall be borne by the Bureau of Prisons. Escort service for the transfers shall be rendered by the 
Philippine Constabulary. 

The Secretary of Justice is hereby also authorized to promulgate the necessary rules and 
regulations to carry out this order.

WHEREAS, Commonwealth Act No. 591 authorizes the Bureau of the Census and Statistics 
“to prepare for and undertake all censuses of population, agriculture, industry and commerce,” and 
to conduct, for statistical purposes, investigations and studies of social and economic problems and 
conditions in the country; and Republic Act No. 6130 sets aside an appropriation for the taking of the 
1971 Censuses of Agriculture and Fisheries; 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the provisions of the above-mentioned Acts, the Bureau of the Census 
and Statistics will undertake the 1971 Censuses of Agriculture and Fisheries; and 

WHEREAS, to insure the success of this nationwide undertaking, it is deemed necessary to enlist 
the cooperation and assistance of the various agencies of the national government as well as the local 
governments; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby create a Presidential Census Coordinating Board, which shall be 
responsible for the systematic coordination of government agencies and instrumentalities involved in 
the conduct of the 1971 Censuses of Agriculture and Fisheries, to be composed of the following:

The Board is hereby authorized to issue such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry 
out the objectives of this Order. 

As counterpart of the Presidential Census Coordinating Board, at the local government level, 
there shall be established Provincial, City, Municipal/Municipal District and Barrio Census Board in 
each province, city, municipality/municipal district and barrio to act as a consultative body and to 
provide such facilities and assistance as shall be required by the Bureau of the Census and Statistics 
in the conduct of the 1971 Censuses of Agriculture and Fisheries within their respective jurisdictions 
without extra compensation. 

The Provincial Census Boards shall be composed of the Provincial Governors as chairmen, 
and the highest ranking provincial officials of the Philippine Fisheries Commission, the Bureau of 
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the Agricultural Economics, and the Agricultural Productivity Commission or, in their absence, the 
officials acting in their stead, Division Superintendents of Schools, Provincial PACD Officers, Philippine 
Constabulary Commanders and Provincial/District Engineers, as members. 

The City Census Boards shall be composed of the City Mayors as chairmen, and the highest 
ranking city officials of the Philippine Fisheries Commission, the Bureau of the Agricultural Economics, 
and the Agricultural Productivity Commission or, in their absence, the officials acting in their stead, 
City Superintendents of Schools, City PACD Officers and City Engineers, as members. 

The Municipal/Municipal District Census Boards shall be composed of the Municipal/Municipal 
District Mayors as chairmen, and the highest ranking municipal/municipal district officials of the 
Philippine Fisheries Commission, the Bureau of Agricultural Economics, and Agricultural Productivity 
Commission or, in their absence, the officials acting in their stead, municipal PACD Officers, Public 
School Supervisors or Principal Teachers, as members. 

Each Provincial, City, and Municipal/Municipal District Census Board shall have a Secretariat 
to be headed by an Executive Officer, which shall be composed of personnel from the different 
bureaus and agencies represented in the Presidential Census Coordinating Board as well as from 
local governments. The Executive Officer of the Presidential Census Coordinating Board shall be the 
Director of the Bureau of the Census and Statistics. 

The Barrio Census Boards shall be composed of the Barrio Captains as chairmen, and the Barrio 
Councils and Public School Plead Teachers in the barrios, as members. 

The supervisors, enumerators and other subordinate personnel for the census work shall be 
appointed by the Director of the Census and Statistics and/or may be drafted from personnel of the 
Government, including provincial, city and municipal officials and employees, school teachers, field 
forces of the different bureaus and offices of the national government, city and municipal police forces, 
members of the Armed Forces of the Philippines, and barrio captains. 

All heads of departments, bureaus, offices and agencies of the government, including provincial, 
city and municipal officials, and Philippine Constabulary Provincial Commanders, are hereby enjoined 
to make available for purposes of census taking their facilities as well as the services of such personnel 
as may be requested or requisitioned by the Bureau of the Census and Statistics. 

April 1, 1971, is hereby designated as Census Day for Agriculture and Fisheries on which date 
collection of all pertinent data shall commence and shall proceed on consecutive days from daylight to 
darkness including Saturdays, Sundays and holidays until finally completed.

WHEREAS, the President is required under Section 4 of Republic Act 5435 to submit an 
integrated reorganization plan to Congress within 40 days after the opening of the regular session in 
1971; 

WHEREAS, the President is authorized to review and make modifications as necessary in the 
integrated reorganization plan submitted to him by the Commission on Reorganization; 

WHEREAS, it is desirable to maintain the direct participation and involvement of the members of 
the Commission on Reorganization in the review and revision of the integrated reorganization plan; and 

WHEREAS, it is necessary to provide adequate staff and technical support in the preparation of 
the revised reorganization plan; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby create a Presidential Commission to Review the Integrated 
Reorganization Plan submitted by the Commission on Reorganization, to be composed of the 
following:

The Commission shall have the following functions: 

1. Make changes and refinements in the reorganization plan as may be found necessary after 
consultations with and subsequent approval of the President. 

2. Prepare the final draft of the revised integrated reorganization plan for submission to Congress 
after approval by the President, including documentation and other materials in support thereof; 

3. Provide the Congressional members of the Commission on Reorganization with such 
assistance as may be necessary in the presentation of the reorganization plan for consideration by 
Congress. 

4. Undertake informational activities to ensure wider understanding and support of the 
reorganizational proposals. 
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The Commission shall have a Technical Staff to be headed by an Executive Director. He shall 
direct the administrative functions of the Commission and exercise overall supervision over the 
personnel of the Technical Staff. 

The Chairman shall act for the Commission in all administrative matters, including the 
designation/appointment of the Executive Director and other personnel of the Technical Staff. 

The Commission is authorized to secure the services of personnel from other government agencies. 
The Executive Secretary shall issue the necessary directives to effect the detail of such personnel to the 
Commission. 

The Commission is authorized to disburse and defray all expenses for its operations and avail 
of funds that shall be provided for it under a special budget in the Office of the President, including 
compensation of all the regular personnel. The Commission is also authorized to grant to the personnel 
of the Technical Staff who are on detail from other government offices as well as those who may be on 
consultancy basis from the private sector, including the members of the Commission honorarium and / 
or allowances in such reasonable amounts as it may determine. 

The Commission shall operate for the period January 1 to March 31, 1971. 

All property, equipment and balances of supplies and materials of the Commission on 
Reorganization are transferred without cost to the Office of the President and made available to the 
Commission herein created for its use.

WHEREAS, there is a growing need to determine, in the most definitive and authoritative way, 
the true economic prices of gasoline, lubricants, and other products in the petroleum range, as well as 
the profits of the several oil companies operating in the Philippines. 

WHEREAS, the Congress of the Philippines, which has seen fit to discuss, in recent sessions, 
various means of regulating the oil industry, has yet to be convened in regular session; and 

WHEREAS, recent events have impressed upon both the public and the government the urgency 
of establishing an agency to review these matters, pending the passage of corresponding legislation; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby create the Presidential Oil Commission to be composed of the 
following: 


The Secretary of Finance, or his representative Chairman 

The Secretary of Commerce and Industry, or his representative Member 

The Auditor General, or his representative Member 

The Chairman of the Board of Investments, or his representative Member 

A representative of Consumers Member 


The Commission shall study the economic prices of gasoline, lubricants, and other petroleum 
products, the profits of the oil companies operating in the country, and complementarily, the income of 
bus, jeepney and other public transport operators and drivers, as well as retail and wholesale dealers 
involved with the oil industry, and shall recommend appropriate measures thereupon, to the end that 
protection shall be provided both the consumers of petroleum products and the oil industry. 

The Commission is hereby empowered to call on any department, bureau, office and other 
instrumentality of the government for such assistance as it may need in the discharge of its functions. 

The Commission shall submit its report within sixty days from the date hereof.

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Department Secretaries and other officials required to delegate authority under this Executive 
Order are directed to promulgate such guides and standards as may be necessary to carry out the 
delegations and to prevent abuses in discharging delegated functions. The delegatee and the delegator 
shall both be accountable for the proper performance of the delegated functions. 

To enable regional directors to discharge functions delegated to them, they shall prepare and 
submit regional budget estimates for inclusion in the agency budget, exercise authority on matters 
relating to budget execution, particularly on disbursement of funds, exercise budgetary control over 
authorized appropriations for the region, and control and direct program implementation in the 
regional area in accordance with approved operating budgets. 

Each department head is hereby directed to establish a committee to be composed, among others, 
of representatives from bureau directors and chiefs of regional offices, to determine what action on 
substantive matters shall be delegated to the undersecretary, chiefs of bureaus, and heads of regional 
offices, and other key officials. For this purpose, substantive matters refer to operating activities directly 
related to the attainment of the objectives of the agency. The technical staff of the Commission on 
Reorganization may be consulted for assistance. 

Upon determination of the actions to be delegated each department head shall issue the 
appropriate directives on the delegated authority. Copies of the directives issued on delegation of 
authority should be furnished the Office of the President not later than February 28, 1971. 

For purposes of this Executive Order, agencies under the Office of the President are deemed to be 
bureaus except those the heads of which have been conferred the rank of Department Secretary. 

The provisions of Executive Order No. 70, dated May 28, 1967 as amended by Executive Order 
No. 218, dated March 21, 1970, and all other orders and rules and regulations in conflict herewith are 
hereby modified or repealed accordingly.

WHEREAS, it is greatly felt that national concern should not only be in production of food but 
also in its nutritive utilization so that the traditional deficiencies in the average diet of our people may 
be remedied; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby authorize the National Food and Agriculture Council to 
include, in addition to its present functions, coordination of national nutrition programs. The National 
Coordinating Council on Food and Nutrition represented by the Research Director of the Food and 
Nutrition Research Center, is designated as member of the National Food and Agriculture Council 
(NFAC). The Budget Commission and all other agencies involved in said programs are hereby directed 
to cooperate with the Council in the effective planning and implementation of such programs. 

The National Food and Agriculture Council shall submit to the President regularly a summary of 
the programs, activities and accomplishments relative to this new program.

and other government regulatory agencies involved in exports to fully implement the attached Rules 
and Regulations (Annex “A”) governing the simplified procedure for exports which is to be used 
exclusively by BOI-registered export producers, registered service exporters, and registered export 
traders under Republic Act No. 6135. The Central Bank is hereby directed to issue the corresponding 
memoranda regarding the implementation by the commercial banks of the simplified export 
procedure. The National Export Coordinating Center is likewise hereby directed to coordinate the full 
implementation of the said Rules and Regulations.

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby create the Presidential Committee to Review the Operations of 
Public Utility Companies composed of the following officials: 


The Secretary of Justice Chairman 

The Chairman, Board of Investments Member 

The Administrator, Office of Economic Coordination Member 

The Solicitor General Member 


The Committee shall undertake a general review of the operations of all public utility 
companies, both private and government-owned or controlled, including power, communications and 
transportation firms, for the purpose of ascertaining if a modification of present rates is warranted by 
the circumstances. 

The Committee is hereby authorized to call upon all government departments, bureaus, offices 
and agencies for such assistance as it may deem necessary in discharging its functions, particularly the 
following: 

a) Public Service Commission, for rules and regulations for granting certificates of public 
conveyances, rate-making policies, latest documents on PSC hearings and latest approved PSC 
rates on power, communications, and transportation; 

b) Securities and Exchange Commission, for financial statements, past and current, of power, 
communications and transportations firms; 

c) Civil Aeronautics Board, for the same data as paragraph (b) above; and 

d) All other related, agencies for data evaluation, review work and comparative analysis of the 
position of consumers and public utility operators, and price policy determination. 

The Committee shall be provided assistance by a Technical Staff, to be composed of three groups 
with the following functions:

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Economic and Financial Group - to establish the general and analytical framework, guidelines 
and criteria in the context of broad developmental and social objectives.

The Order may be awarded posthumously to any person entitled thereto, in which case it shall be 
received by his legal heirs; if there be no legal heir, by his nearest of kin; if there be no heir or nearest of 
kin, by any person designated by the President of the Philippines, or the Secretary of Justice, acting by 
authority of the President, to receive the award on behalf of the deceased. 

The form, make and design of the decoration shall be prescribed in such rules and regulations 
as may be proposed by the Philippines Heraldry Committee and approved by the President of the 
Philippines.

WHEREAS, for a more effective supervision and control of the customs service and port 
administration, it is desirable and advisable that the premises adjoining the piers and wharves at the 
North Harbor, Manila, be placed under the jurisdiction of the Bureau of Customs; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law and Section 606 of Republic Act No. 1937, as amended, do hereby declare 
the area described hereunder as Customs Zone under the administration, supervision, control and use 
of the Bureau of Customs, subject to private rights, if any there be, and to future survey, to wit: 

All public lands lying west of or on the seaward side of five (5) defined lines traversing the Tondo 
Foreshore land in a general south to north direction, parallel to the existing slipline of the Manila 
North Harbor and the North Harbor Service Road and more particularly described as follows: 

1. A line parallel to end at a distance of fifteen (15) meters from the east bulkhead of 
Slip “0” and extending from point one (1) at the intersection of the prolongation 
of the south bulkhead line of Slip “0” and the prolongation of the west boundary of 
the existing Kagitingan Street to point two (2) at the south boundary of R. Almario 
Elementary School Compound, as indicated in the attached plan, the distance from 
point one (1) to point two (2) being 371 meters, more or less; 

2. A line coinciding and co-equal with the west boundary line of the R. Almario 
Elementary School Compound extending from point three (3) to point four (4) as 
indicated in the attached plan, the distance from point three (3) to point four (4) 
being 82 meters, more or less; 

3. A line parallel to and at a distance of one hundred and forty (140) meters from the 
North Harbor Slipline and extending from point five (5) at the mouth boundary at 
the present Zaragosa Street to point six (6) at the mouth boundary of the Tondo 
Youth Foundation Reservation as indicated in the attached plan, the distance from 
point five (5) to point six (6) being 1,347 meters, more or less; 

4. A line coinciding and co-equal with the west boundary line of the Tondo Youth 
Foundation Reservation extending from point seven (7) to point eight (8) as 
indicated in the attached plan, the distance from point seven (7) to point eight (8) 
being 318 meters, more or less; 

5. A line collinear to the east boundary of the existing North Harbor Service Road, 
as defined by an existing curb and extending from point eight (8) at the northwest 
corner of the Tondo Youth Foundation Reservation to point nine (9) at the south 
boundary of the Manila Slaughterhouse Compound which is forty (40) meters away 
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from the existing rock bulkhead line, as indicated in the attached plan, the distance 
from point eight (8) to point nine (9) being 994 meters, more or less. 

All existing and proposed piers, wharves and berthing spaces in the Manila North Harbor, 
including the Marine Slipway, the Vitas Fish Port, and the new International Wharf, with their back up 
areas already reclaimed and to be reclaimed, and the whole waterfront of the Manila North Harbor 
and the new International Wharf, as well as the waterfront of the proposed Vitas Fish Port, Manila 
North Harbor, are also included in the Customs Zone. 

All land areas including lands under water, and all buildings owned by the government and 
government-owned corporations within the Customs Zone are hereby transferred to and placed under 
the administration, control, and use of the Bureau of Customs. 

The Commissioner of Customs, with the concurrence of the Director of Public Works and the 
approval of the Secretary of Finance, I hereby authorize to lease to private parties or government 
agencies and/or government-owned or controlled corporations, appropriate areas within the port 
zone, with a view of promoting utilization of the port zone to enhance port oriented commerce and 
industry; provided, that such lease shall not violate any approved development plan existing at the 
time such lease is entered into. The rental rates, terms and conditions of the contract of lease, and 
disposition of the income therefrom, shall be in accordance with the provisions of Sections 37 and 
64(a) of Commonwealth Act No. 141, as amended by Republic Act No. 2694. 

All previous Proclamations and/or Executive Orders which are inconsistent herewith are hereby 
revoked or modified accordingly.

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby amend Executive Order No. 115 dated 26 January 1968 
creating the National Export Coordinating Center by transferring that agency from the Office of 
the President to the Department of Commerce and Industry, and designating the Undersecretary 
of Industry as the Export Coordinator ex officio . 

In addition, the NECC is directed to reduce further the procedural steps involved in export 
licensing and documentation; to provide the required guidelines and standards for the shipment of 
samples of Philippine products for the export market; and to provide standards, in cooperation with 
the Bureau of Customs to limit the discretion of examiners in appraising materials imported into the 
country as samples.

RECONSTITUTING THE INSTITUTE OF NATIONAL LANGUAGE 
AND DEFINING ITS POWERS AND DUTIES. 


WHEREAS, Commonwealth Act No. 184, as amended by Commonwealth Act No. 333, 
establishes an Institute of National Language charged with the paramount duty of studying the major 
native languages and selecting thereby the basis of the national language; 

WHEREAS, the National Language as conceived the fundamental law has been declared one 
of the official languages of the Philippines effective July 4, 1946, pursuant to Commonwealth Act 
No. 570; 

WHEREAS, to facilitate and enhance the effective propagation and development of the national 
language and to actively involve all linguistic groups in this nationalistic endeavor, it has become 
necessary that the Institute of National Language be reconstituted; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, and upon the recommendation of the Director of the Institute of 
National Language, do hereby reconstitute the Institute of National Language (INL), whose members 
shall represent the following major linguistic groups: Bicol, Cebuano, Cultural minority languages, 
Hiligaynon, Ilocano, Pampango, Pangasinan, Samar-Leyte and Tagalog, composed of the following:

The INL shall have the following powers, duties and functions: 

1. Promulgate the necessary rules and regulations, consistent with existing standards, 
as well as with the latest trends in linguistic science, for the expansion and amplification of the 
national language; 

2. Update the grammar of the national language; 

3. Design a dictionary, thesaurus, encyclopedia or any similar linguistic tool with the latest 
trends in lexicography, philology, and encyclopedia-making; 
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4. Design and promulgate such language policies as are relevant to progressive educational, 
cultural, social and economic development of the nation; 

5. Study and decide on major issues affecting national language; 

6. Design policies aimed at the massive production of books, pamphlets and similar reading 
materials in the national language in the form of translations and/or original works; and 

7. Perform related functions. 

The INL shall render a semi-annual report of its activities to the President of the Philippines, 
together with the recommendations and/or suggestions that are deemed necessary for the 
implementation of this Order. 

The INL shall meet at least once a month or as often as necessary and may hold such special 
meetings as may be called by the Chairman or upon representation of at least five members. 

The INL is hereby empowered to call upon any department, bureau, office or agency of the 
government, including government-owned and/or controlled corporations for such assistance as may 
be necessary for the successful prosecution of its duties and responsibilities. 

This Order shall take effect immediately.

RECONSTITUTING THE PRESIDENTIAL ACTION COMMITTEE ON LAND PROBLEMS 

WHEREAS, among the most serious problems that confront the country today are disputes over 
land between small settlers and big landowners and between Christians and cultural minorities; 

WHEREAS, it is a basic policy of the government to promote social justice by providing 
protection and assistance to small settlers, small landholders, and members of the cultural minorities; 
and 

WHEREAS, there is an urgent need to coordinate the activities of many different agencies and 
committees involved in the administration of land and forestry laws, as well as agencies, committees 
or bodies attending to the needs of small farmers and the cultural minorities, in order to protect their 
rights and assure speedy justice in their land conflicts and problems; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby reconstitute the Presidential Action Committee on Land 
Problems (PACLAP), as follows: 


Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources Chairman 

Small Farmers Commission Chairman Action Officer 

Deputy Governor, Land Authority Member 

Undersecretary of Justice Member 

Undersecretary of National Defense Member 

PANAMIN Chairman Member 

Chief of Constabulary Member 

Commissioner on National Integration Member 

Director of Lands Member 

Director of Forestry Member 

Agrarian Counsel Member 

Land Registration Commissioner Member 


The Undersecretary for Agriculture shall chair the Committee when the Secretary of Agriculture 
and Natural Resources is absent or unable to attend to the Committee’s meetings. 

The Committee shall have exclusive jurisdiction over all cases involving public lands and other 
lands of the public domain. It shall perform the following functions: 

1. To investigate, coordinate, and resolve expeditiously land disputes, streamline administrative 
procedures, and in general, to adopt bold and decisive measures to solve problems involving public 
lands and lands of the public domain; 

2. To coordinate and integrate the activities of all government agencies having to do with 
public lands or lands of the public domain; 
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3. To study and review present policies as embodied in land laws and administrative rules and 
regulations, in relation to the needs for land of the agro-industrial sector and small farmers, with the 
end in view to evolving and recommending new laws and policies and establishing priorities in the 
grant of public land, and the simplification of processing of land applications in order to relieve 
the small man from the complexities of existing laws, rules and regulations; 

4. To evolve and implement a system for the speedy investigation and resolution of land 
disputes; 

5. To receive all complaints of settlers land small farmers, involving public lands or other lands 
of the public domain; 

6. To look into the conflicts between Christians and non-Christians, between corporations and 
small settlers and farmers; cause the speedy settlement of such conflicts in accordance with priorities 
or policies established by the Committee; and 

7. To perform such other functions as may be assigned to it by the President. 

The Chairman of the Committee shall have the power and authority to appoint or designate its 
officers and staff members and to prescribe their rates of emoluments and/or allowances, and to create 
such positions and subcommittees as may be necessary to accomplish the objectives of the Committee. 

The Committee is also hereby authorized to subpoena witnesses; produce records and other 
documents thru subpoena duces tecum ; and to call for assistance or the detail of necessary personnel 
from any Department, Office, Agency or instrumentality of the National Government, including 
government owned or controlled corporations and local government instrumentalities, in connection 
with the performance of its functions and such assistance and/or detail of personnel shall forthwith be 
extended whenever the same is sought by the Committee. 

Special releases of funds in connection with the Committee’s functions which cannot be funded 
regular appropriations is hereby authorized. 

Executive Order No. 238 dated June 18, 1970, as amended by Executive Order No. 246 dated 
July 16, 1970; and Memorandum Circular No. 352, dated May 15, 1970 are hereby revoked. 

Any executive order, administrative order, memorandum circular or other orders and circulars 
or portions thereof, inconsistent herewith are hereby modified to conform to the provisions of this 
Executive Order.

CONSTITUTING THE “FUND FOR ASSISTANCE TO STUDENTS” AS AN IRREVOCABLE 
TRUST FUND, CREATING A “STUDENTS ASSISTANCE COMMITTEE” AS TRUSTEE, 
AND PROVIDING FOR THE MANAGEMENT THEREOF 


WHEREAS, pursuant to a “Project Agreement” entered into on between the 

Government of the Republic of the Philippines and the Government of the United States of America 
executed in accordance with the “Exchange of Notes” between said Governments, the sum of Six 
Hundred Five Thousand Dollars ($605,000.00), U.S. Currency, from the Special Fund for Education 
authorized by United States Public Law 88-94, will be made available as a “Fund for Assistance to 
Students” for the purpose of providing a permanent trust fund, earnings from which shall be used for 
educational purposes and activities of benefit to Philippine students; and 

WHEREAS, for the purpose aforesaid, it is required that the Fund be constituted as an irrevocable 
trust fund to be managed and administered by a permanent “Student Assistance Committee”; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law and in pursuance of the “Project Agreement,” and “Exchange of Notes,” do 
hereby constitute the “Fund for Assistance to Students” (hereinafter called the “Fund) as an irrevocable 
trust fund under and subject to the terms hereinafter specified. 

SECTION I. Fund for Assistance to Students . The aforesaid sum of Six Hundred Five Thousand 
Dollars ($605,000.00), U.S. Currency, or its Philippine peso equivalent as provided in Section 6(a), 
shall be made available for this Project. 

The Philippine Government may use up to Thirty Thousand Dollars ($30,000.00) to defray initial 
Project operating costs and the remaining funds, but not less than Five Hundred seventy-Five Thousand 
Dollars ($575,000.00) shall be used to establish a permanent trust fund, earnings from which shall be 
used for educational programs and activities of benefit to Philippine students. In order to insure the 
enduring character of the Fund, the remaining funds shall be maintained in trust with only the earnings 
therefrom being utilized to finance programs of assistance to students, but excluding any support of 
religious worship or instruction, and its principal may be augmented by future grants, donations, and 
transfers by the Philippine Government or any other public or private entity. 

The Fund shall be managed so as to maximize its earnings, but also in a prudent manner 
consistent with its character as a perpetual trust. 

SECTION 2. Purpose of the Fund . The Fund shall be established to assist educational 
programs and activities of benefit to Philippine students, especially those conducted through student 
organizations. Among such programs are those which: 

a. Foster intellectual activity and the inter-change of ideas and experiences by such means as 
funding meetings and conferences, book exchange centers, and publications. 

b. Support development of student organization and activity, particularly in provincial areas, 
by assisting regional student organizations throughout the Philippines. 
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c. Assist students participating in educational enrichment activities that expand their knowledge 
and understanding of national, social, economic, and political developments. Such activities could 
include agricultural extension work, literary classes, and non-partisan efforts to promote popular 
understanding of national and local concerns. 

SECTION 3. Composition of Students Assistance Committee . A Committee which will serve as 
the trustee of the Fund and in this capacity shall administer, manage, and supervise the operations 
of the Fund which shall be known as the “Students Assistance Committee” (hereinafter called the 
“Trustee”), is hereby created and shall be composed of: 

a. The Secretary of Education or his representative, as Chairman; 

b. A representative from the National Economic Council, as Member; and 

c. A representative from the private sector to be designated by the President, as Member. 

SECTION 4. Functions and Responsibilities . The Students Assistance Committee shall have the 
following functions and responsibilities: 

a. Decide on the use of an initial amount up to Thirty Thousand Dollars ($30,000.00) for 
beginning operation and program costs; 

b. Set the investment policy of the Fund; 

c. Provide for the receiving and processing of projects sought to be financed by the Fund; 

d. Make all decisions on the use of the Fund’s income and capital gains, including final action 
on individual applications for grants and/or loans; 

e. Avail of professional counsel and services by retaining an investment and financial manager, 
if desired; 

f. Employ necessary staff personnel and retain advisors and consultants; 

g. Formulate and adopt an assistance program based on the guidelines; 

h. Ensure that materials descriptive of the origin of the Fund for Assistance to Students, projects 
undertaken through grants from the Fund, and buildings financed in whole or in part through grants 
from the Fund shall appropriately identify the contribution of the Special Fund for Education made 
available by the people of the United States of America in recognition of the common efforts of the 
Philippines and the United States during World War D; and 

i. Perform such other acts and things as may be necessary, proper or conducive to the purposes 
and objectives of the Fund and of its programs. 

SECTION 5. Non-impairment of Trust Fund . In order to assure the enduring character of the 
trust fund, the Government of the United States of America and the Government of the Republic of the 
Philippines have mutually agreed that the trust fund specified in Section one hereof shall be operated 
strictly as a capital fund for investment and re-investment, and that the same shall be maintained intact, 
with only the net earnings of the Fund as hereinafter defined being authorized for financing programs 
of assistance to students, but excluding any support of religious worship or instruction. 

SECTION 6. Rules for Determining Impairment or Non -impairment of Trust Fund. For the 
purpose of establishing whether or not the trust fund herein constituted is being maintained intact and 
unimpaired, a determination must be made on April 30, August 31, and December 31 of each year 
(hereinafter called the determination date(s) in accordance with the following rules: 
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a. If as at a determination date, the total of the cash on hand and in bank, the market value of 
the investments then held after adjusting for all accrued expenses as at that date, be at least equal to 
the dollar equivalent of the fund as provided in Section one hereof, or as such trust fund may have 
been augmented in accordance with the provisions of Section eight hereof, then in that event the trust 
fund shall be deemed to have been maintained intact and unimpaired: Provided , That if any part, 
or all, of the fund shall be converted into Philippine pesos, or invested in the Philippines in assets 
the value of which is normally denominated in pesos, then the value of the fund which is not to be 
impaired will be determined in pesos for whatever portion of the fund is so converted, said value to be 
calculated by multiplying the actual number of dollars converted times the rate of exchange prevailing 
at the time the conversion or conversions are actually made. 

b. If as at a determination date, the total of the cash on hand and in bank, the market value 
of the investments then held be less than the dollar value or its peso equivalent of the trust fund as 
provided in Section one hereof, or as such trust fund may have been augmented in accordance with 
provisions of Section eight hereof, then in that event the trust fund shall be deemed not have been 
maintained intact and unimpaired. 

c. Should the trust fund be determined not to have been maintained intact and unimpaired as 
at a determination date, then in that event no disbursement for programs or projects of assistance to 
students shall be authorized until after the succeeding determination date at which it shall be shown 
that the impairment of the trust fund has been remedied by the application of stricter control on 
the programming of expenses and other disbursements, or through the appreciation of the value of 
investments held or the receipt of additional cash derived from interests, dividends or other rights on 
investments or from the proceeds of sale of investments whose value has been appreciated. Nothing 
in this paragraph contained shall, however, be construed to prevent the payment by the Trustee of 
reasonable expenses incident to the investment operations of the Fund as distinguished from expenses 
or disbursements for programs of assistance to students. Neither shall the Trustee be deemed to 
have been temporarily disauthorized from paying the compensation of the administrative staff it 
has previously hired and could not lay off in the meantime either on legal grounds or because of the 
serious disruptive effects any such lay off may entail on the operations of the Fund, provided that 
provision in good faith shall be made to remedy this problem. 

SECTION 7. Net Earnings from Investments of the Fund . The Fund shall be deemed to have “net 
earnings” that may be earmarked or disbursed for financing programs of assistance to students if as at 
a determination date the total of the cash on hand and in bank, the market value of the investments 
then held, after adjusting for accrued expenses as of that date, be in excess of the dollar value or its 
peso equivalent of the trust fund provided in Section one hereof, or as such fund may be augmented 
in accordance with the provisions of Section eight hereof. The dollar value or its peso equivalent of 
such excess shall be the maximum level of funds that may be earmarked or disbursed for financing 
programs of assistance to students for the period immediately following a determination date at which 
such net earnings have been established and until the succeeding determination date. In order, however, 
to provide a hedge against the impairment of trust fund, the Trustee, shall, as far as practicable, refrain 
from committing funds for programs of assistance to students in excess of ninety per cent (90%) of 
such net earnings. 

SECTION 8. Additions to Trust Fund . The trust fund herein constituted may be augmented from 
time to time by grants, donations or other lawful transfers by the Government of the Republic of the 
Philippines, or any other public or private entity, the disposition of the principal and/or income of 
which shall likewise be governed by the provisions hereof, or by such special terms and conditions as 
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may be imposed in the particular deed, request or other transfers, and agreed to by the Trustee. Any 
unused earnings may be capitalized to increase the principal of the fund. 

SECTION 9. Guidelines for Trustee Decisions . In arriving at decisions on individual project 
applications for grants, loans or other forms of financing from the Fund, the Trustee shall be guided by 
the following consideration which shall be weighed equally: 

a. The project’s assistance to educational programs and activities of benefit to Philippine 
students; 

b. The significance of the assistance in a specific geographic area or region in the Philippines; 

c. The amount of assistance requested or consistent with Fund assistance to as many educational 
programs and activities as possible; 

d. An assessment of the purposes or objectives of the educational programs and activities. 

SECTION 10. Concurrence of the Chairman . Decisions of the Trustee shall be made with the 
concurrence of the Chairman. The Trustee shall, when necessary, consult with the Philippine Manpower 
Development Council. 

SECTION 11. Cooperation with the Trustee . The Trustee may call upon any department, 
bureau, office, agency, or instrumentality of the Government of the Republic of the Philippines, 
including government-owned or controlled corporations, for such assistance as it may desire and need 
in the pursuit of the purposes or objectives of the trust fund and the discharge of its functions and 
responsibilities. 

SECTION 12. Meeting and Annual Report . The Trustee shall meet at such time as may be 
determined by the Chairman and shall render to the President of the Philippines an annual report of 
its activities. A copy of the annual report shall be furnished the Government of the United States of 
America, as provided in the aforementioned “Project Agreement” and “Exchange of Notes.” 

SECTION 13. Effectivity of the Order . This order shall take effect immediately.

CREATING THE PHILIPPINE AGRICULTURAL TRAINING COUNCIL. 


WHEREAS, the continuous development of agriculture is indispensable to effective economic and 
social development; 

WHEREAS, the development of agriculture should include food production, farm management 
and other agricultural endeavors; 

WHEREAS, Philippine agricultural productivity and efficiency can be further enhanced by 
the introduction or adoption of modern agricultural methods and farming techniques and effective 
manpower training and utilization; 

WHEREAS, such improved methods and techniques may be acquired by the youth thru 
a systematic practical and theoretical training program available under the National 4-H Club 
Foundation of the United States and similar other organizations in other countries; 

WHEREAS, there is need for a central policy coordinating and implementing body to handle the 
program; and 

WHEREAS, the activities and operations of this body shall be distinct and separate from the 
activities and operations of any other existing government agency having similar functions; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby create the Philippine Agricultural Training Council. 

1. The Council shall be composed of the following: 


a. The Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources . . . Chairman 

b. The President, Chamber of Agriculture and 

Natural Resources Vice-Chairman 

c. The Chairman, National Economic Council Member 

d. The Undersecretary of Foreign Affairs Member 

e. The Undersecretary of Labor Member 

f. The Commissioner, Agricultural Productivity 

Commission Member 

g. The Vice President for Agriculture and Forestry, 

University of the Philippines Member 

h. The President, Philippine Rural Reconstruction 

Movement Member 

i. The Executive Director, National Food and 

Agriculture Council Member 

j. The Director General, National Manpower and 

Youth Council Member 

k. The Chairman, National 4-H Club Advisory Council 

of the Philippines Member 
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2. The Chairman, National 4-H Club Advisory Council of the Philippines shall be Action 
Officer of the Council. He shall head the secretariat of the Council. 

3. The Council shall have the following duties and functions: 

a. Administer the program in the Philippines; 

b. Have responsibility for relationships with the National 4-H Club Foundation of the 
U.S. and other similar organizations; 

c. Review and evaluate progress of the training program; 

d. Tap all sources of funds to be used in the operation of the program; 

e. Adopt rules and procedures necessary to carry out the purposes of this Order; and 

f. Submit periodic reports of operations. 

4. The Council may draw from available budgetary appropriation of any department, bureau, 
agency or instrumentality of the Government, and the entity concerned shall make available to the 
Council, such funds and other assistance as the latter may require to carry out the program. Voluntary 
contributions may be used for expenses of program operation. 

5. This Order takes effect immediately.

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby extend the term of the Presidential Commission to Review 
and Revise the Reorganization Plan up to June 30, 1971, with the same members, functions, and 
responsibilities provided under Executive Order No. 281, dated December 29, 1970.

CREATING AN AD HOC COMMITTEE TO CONDUCT A FEASIBILITY 
STUDY OF A SATISFACTORY SYSTEM OF DISPOSING MINE TAILINGS 
FROM THE BAGUIO MINING DISTRICT. 


WHEREAS, in line with the national policy embodied in Republic Act No. 3931 for the 
maintenance of reasonable standards of purity of the waters and air of this country with a view 
towards their maximum utilization for domestic, agricultural, industrial and other legitimate purposes, 
there is an urgent need to seek a satisfactory solution of the problems of pollution and siltation of the 
Agno and Bued River Systems being caused by mine tailings from various mining firms in the Baguio 
Mining District which adversely affect the agricultural activities in several municipalities of Pangasinan 
and La Union; and 

WHEREAS, there is an urgent need of undertaking a thorough and intensive study on the 
advisability of adopting, at least, the pipeline disposal system to determine its conformity with the 
reasonably accepted standards of safety, efficiency, reliability, and economy; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby create an AD HOC Committee consisting of the Director 
of Mines, the Chairman, National Water and Air Pollution Control Commission, and representatives 
of mining operators in the Baguio Mining District, which body shall elect its own officers and have a 
lifetime of not more than one ( 1 ) year from the date of this order. 

The Committee shall meet as often as necessary, but not less than twice a month, to discharge 
the functions and responsibilities herein set forth and at such times and places as may be designated 
by the Chairman, and shall keep a complete record of its meetings which shall be kept and filed by the 
Secretary-Administrative Officer of the Committee. 

The Committee shall: 

1. Conduct a feasibility study of installing a pipeline or common sewer system, among others, 
to dispose of the mine tailings from the mines in the Baguio Mining District into the Lingayen Gulf, 
or in any convenient site, which study shall include the following: 

(a) the technical requirements for such system in accordance with the reasonably accepted 
standards of safety, economy, efficiency and reliability; 

(b) the manner of acquiring the right of way through which the system shall pass; 

(c) the means and alternative ways of financing the construction of the system from the 
Baguio Mining District to the point of disposal; 
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(d) the methods and alternatives of getting within a reasonable period of time a return 

of capital investment in the construction and of establishing and maintaining a Maintenance 

Fund; and 

(e) the possibility of using the mine tailings for reclamation purposes; 

2. Do all things necessary for the conduct of the study including getting the opinion of foreign 
experts, conducting public hearings, and the commissioning of independent studies on specific aspects 
of the problem of disposing mine tailings with the least adverse effects on agriculture, animal and 
marine life. 

3. Submit a complete report to the President of the Philippines, the Senate President, and 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives of the Congress of the Philippines within one month 
after the completion of this study, furnishing a copy to the National Water and Air Pollution 
Control Commission. 

In pursuance of its purpose, the Committee is hereby authorized to solicit, and accept and receive 
sums of money, materials and services in the form of grants-in-aid, subsidies, and contributions given 
by any international, national or other public or private agency. 

All departments, bureaus, offices, agencies, and instrumentalities of the government, including 
government-owned or controlled corporations, as well as local government entities, are hereby 
enjoined to extend assistance to the Committee. 

All executive orders, administrative orders or proclamations contrary to or inconsistent herewith 
are hereby revoked or amended accordingly.

The Chairman and members of the Committee may designate qualified and competent 
representatives to act in their stead. 

The Inter-Departmental Committee shall have the following functions: 

1. To organize and sponsor periodic national conferences to insure that programs for 
the development of children and youth are continuously re-relevant to the times. Each 
conference shall be known as the President’s Conference on Children and Youth; and 

2. To assist national agencies that have programs for children and youth to plan and 
work cooperatively in an integrated manner so as to reinforce each other in meeting the 
responsibility of the government toward the young generation.

CREATING A DEBT CLEARING COMMITTEE TO EFFECT AN INTER-GOVERNMENT 
LIQUIDATION OF DOMESTIC AND FOREIGN DEBTS EITHER THROUGH CASH PAYMENT 
OR THROUGH OFFSETTING OF THE ACCOUNTS SUBSISTING AMONG THE NATIONAL 
GOVERNMENT, ITS AGENCIES AND INSTRUMENTALITIES, INCLUDING GOVERNMENT- 
OWNED OR CONTROLLED CORPORATIONS, AS WELL AS LOCAL GOVERNMENTS. 


WHEREAS, it is necessary to settle promptly indebtedness of the national government; 
government financial institutions; government-owned or controlled corporations, and local 
governments; 

WHEREAS, to insure prompt payment of these indebtedness, it is necessary that coordination 
be maintained at all times among the various debtor-agencies, government financial institutions; 
government-owned or controlled corporations, and local governments on the one hand, and the fiscal 
authorities of the government on the other, in order that adequate measures can be effected to insure 
that the necessary funds are provided for the purpose; 

WHEREAS, to ensure that adequate funds for the timely payment of these indebtedness are 
available it becomes imperative that the receivable and payable accounts subsisting among the national 
government and that of the various government financial institutions, government-owned or controlled 
corporations as well as that of local governments, be properly analyzed for the purpose of offsetting 
such accounts; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby order that the Joint Committee on Financial Management 
Improvement Program composed of the Secretary of Finance, the Auditor General and the 
Commissioner of the Budget, created under Executive Order No. 54, dated December 8, 1966, serve as 
the Debt Clearing Committee in addition to its present functions and responsibilities. 

SECTION 1. Functions and Responsibilities . - The Debt Clearing Committee herein created shall 
exercise the following functions and responsibilities: 

(a) To establish a systematic procedure to be observed by debtor-government corporations 
and other entities or agencies, as well as local governments, to ensure the prompt settlement of 
their obligations; 

(b) To draw up an effective program for the setting-off of receivable and payable accounts 
subsisting between the different bureaus or offices of the National Government; between provincial, 
municipal, city governments and the National Government and government-owned or controlled 
corporations and other government financial institutions in accordance with the provisions of 
R. A. No. 3871 and GAO General Circular No. 91, dated November 11, 1964; 

(c) To determine and provide fund sources for the settlement of the indebtedness of debtor- 
government corporations and other debtor-entities and local governments concerned, on the basis of 
cash flows to be submitted; and

(d) To perform such other functions as may be necessary to attain the purpose of this 
Executive Order. 

SECTION 2. Exercise of Authority . - In order to exercise the authority granted it under this 
Executive Order, the Debt Clearing Committee is hereby authorized to prepare and issue such rules and 
regulations as it considers necessary for the effective discharge of its responsibilities and the exercise of 
its powers. 

SECTION 3. Frequency of meeting . - The Debt Clearing Committee shall convene once every 
month and as frequently as may be necessary to discharge its responsibilities. 

SECTION 4. Creation of a Debt Clearing Unit . - For the technical support of the Committee, the 
Public Debt Management Division of the Department of Finance, in addition to its present functions 
and duties, shall serve as the Debt Clearing Unit for the settlement of all indebtedness contemplated 
to be settled under this Order. It shall be assisted by such personnel that may be detailed from any 
department, bureau, office or agency. 

SECTION 5. Authority to Secure Data . - The Debt Clearing Committee and the Debt Clearing 
Unit are hereby authorized to secure data and information directly from all government offices, 
agencies, corporations and entities and to consult with officials and personnel thereof, on matters 
related to the above functions. 

SECTION 6. Cooperation with Committee . - The Committee may call upon any department, 
bureau, office, agency or any instrumentality of the Government for such assistance as it may need in 
the performance of its functions. 

This Order shall take effect immediately.

CREATING A COTTAGE INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL 
AND A COTTAGE INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENT ENTERPRISE. 


WHEREAS, unemployment and under-employment of workers have been among the main cause 
of poverty, low income and substandard living conditions; 

WHEREAS, cottage industry development is one of the most effective ways for the 
implementation of employment policy by the National Cottage Industries Development Authority and 
the National Manpower and Youth Council which are undertaking the main task of mobilization of 
human resources; 

WHEREAS, there is necessity for the integration and coordination of planning, programming 
and implementation of projects relating to skills training and employment generation through cottage- 
industry entrepreneurship, organization of cottage industry producers’ cooperatives, and like projects 
both by the government and the private sector; and 

WHEREAS, efficient planning, coordination and implementation of such program could best 
be achieved through functional cooperation among various government agencies charged with the 
responsibilities relevant thereto; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby create a Cottage Industry Development Council as central 
planning and coordinating authority, and a Cottage Industry Development Enterprise to implement the 
policies of the Council. 

A. Cottage Industry Development Council (CIDC) . 

1. Composition . The Council shall be imposed of: 


a. The Chairman, National Manpower and Youth Council Chairman 

b. The Administrator, National Cottage Industries 

Development Authority Vice-Chairman 

c. The Secretary of Education Member 

d. The Secretary of Social Welfare Member 

e. The Chairman, Board of Investments Member 

f. The Chairman, National Science Development Board Member 

g. The Secretary of Public Works and Communications Member 

h. The Secretary of Community Development Member 

i. The Director-General, National Manpower and Youth 

Council Member 
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2. Functions of the Council . The Council shall have the following duties and functions: 

a. Formulate and adopt an integrated employment promotion plan and program in cottage 
industry development as component of the overall social and economic development plan; 

b. Correlate the functions of the agencies represented therein to cottage industry development 
with emphasis on generating massive employment opportunities for the unemployed and the 
underemployed; 

c. Determine such functions as will maximize employment and enhance income levels 
among cottage industry workers and producers and recommend a production program oriented 
to both the export and domestic requirements for cottage industry products; 

d. Formulate such policy on cooperatives development as may be found viable and feasible 
within the context of cottage industry development; and 

e. Study and formulate such functions as shall ensure the social and economic objectives of 
the program. 

3. Cottage Industry Development Enterprise (CIDE) . The Enterprise shall serve as implementing 
agency for such plans and projects as may be approved by the Council. The Administrator of the 
National Cottage Industries Development Authority shall serve as concurrent Executive Director 
thereof. The Executive Director shall appoint, designate and assign such personnel and perform such 
functions as may be necessary to carry out specific responsibilities in connection with said projects. 

4. The CIDE, with the approval of the Council, is authorized to draw from available budgetary 
appropriations of any of the agencies therein represented such funds and other assistance as may be 
required to carry out and implement said program; negotiate loans from financing institutions and 
receive such financial and material assistance as may be made available from other public and private 
sources for use by the Enterprise.

Upon recommendation of the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources and pursuant to 
the powers vested in me by law, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, do hereby 
establish the Navotas Fish Landing and Market, hereafter referred to as Market, located at Navotas, 
Rizal, under the administration of the Philippine Fisheries Commission. 

The management and operation of the Market shall be vested in the Navotas Fish Landing 
Authority, hereinafter referred to as Authority, composed of the Commissioner of Fisheries as 
Chairman, and two members appointed by the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources for a 
term of four (4) years. 

The Authority shall have the following powers and functions: 

1. Supervise and manage the operation of the Market; 

2. Implement the policies of and the rules and regulations promulgated by the Secretary of 
Agriculture and Natural Resources for the operation of said Market; 

3. Install, maintain and repair such facilities as may be necessary for the efficient operation of 
the Market; 

4. Lease through public bidding or negotiation any or all of the market facilities under terms 
and conditions approved by the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources; 

5. Conduct studies of efficient and effective fish marketing practices and methods; 

6. Render technical assistance and advisory services to fish wholesalers on proper sales methods; 

7. Acquire, purchase or lease such equipment and facilities as will contribute to efficient 
marketing transactions; and 

8. Perform such other functions as may be deemed necessary in order to carry into effect the 
objectives of this Order. 

The Authority shall be under the control and supervision of the Secretary of Agriculture and 
Natural Resources who shall promulgate rules and regulations for the efficient operation of the market. 

The Market shall be initially funded by savings of the Philippine Fisheries Commission. 

Executive Order No. 198 dated October 27, 1969, and all other orders and proclamations 
inconsistent herewith are hereby revoked or amended accordingly.

WHEREAS, without in any way pre-empting the prerogatives of the Board of National Education 
to examine the validity and merits of the proposals under the report of the Presidential Commission 
to Survey Philippine Education, there is need to create a Task Force that will choose and evaluate 
the specific projects proposed in the said report and prepare therefor the necessary project feasibility 
studies in accordance with the guidelines set forth in the Presidential memorandum to the Secretary of 
Education dated May 1, 1971; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby create an Education Task Force (hereinafter referred to as 
“Task Force”) which shall undertake the foregoing responsibility. 

The objectives of the Education Task Force are: 

1. To formulate a program of action, in consultation with the government agencies 
concerned, particularly the Department of Education, for the purpose of implementing approved 
recommendations of the Presidential Commission; 

2. To undertake feasibility studies in connection with approved project recommendations 
of said Commission; 

3. To pursue in adequate detail some of the areas of concern recommended by the 
Commission for further study; 

4. To specify the details of the development plan for education, subject to the approval of 
authorities concerned. 

To attain the aforementioned objectives, the Task Force shall have authority to undertake 
the following: 

1. To enter into contract with competent parties and to request detail of appropriate 
personnel from other government agencies in the performance of its functions; 

2. To serve as liaison group with representatives of agencies and organizations here and 
abroad in the accomplishment of its functions; and 

3. To prepare necessary documents needed in the implementations of any or all aspects of 
the program of action stipulated to be formulated, such as bills for legislative action, circulars, 
Executive Orders, Resolutions, Memoranda, and similar documents. 

The Education Task Force shall mainly be constituted out of the staff of the survey group of the 
Presidential Commission and the Division of Educational Planning of the Department of Education. 
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The Head of the Task Force is hereby empowered: 

1. To call upon all offices and meet with all persons involved in the work of the Task Force; 

2. To request from the various government departments, bureaus and offices, as well as 
government-owned or controlled corporations, such administrative reports and services as may 
be required by the Task Force; 

3. To tap public funds from existing appropriations, and whenever appropriate from 
private sources, for the purpose of carrying out its objectives; 

4. To negotiate and establish contracts with appropriate persons and organizations in 
connection with provisions of staff personnel, consultants, and resource persons; 

5. To manage all funds in the name of the Education Task Force; and 

6. To perform such other functions as may be necessary and expedient for the completion 
of the work for which the Task Force is created. 

The Head of the Education Task Force shall be appointed by and be responsible to the Secretary 
of Education for the proper functioning of the Task Force. 

The Secretary of Education is hereby authorized to allocate within the available funds of the 
Department of Education such funds as are appropriate and necessary. 

All government offices and instrumentalities thereof are hereby enjoined to extend all support and 
cooperation to the Education Task Force in the performance of its functions. 

The Presidential Commission to Survey Philippine Education created by Executive Order No. 202 
dated December 24, 1969, is hereby abolished. 

This Order shall take effect immediately and shall be in full force until June 30, 1972.

CREATING A NATIONAL FORESTRY EXTENSION ADVISORY BOARD CHARGED WITH 

RESPONSIBILITY OF PLANNING AND COORDINATING THE FOREST EXTENSION 

PROGRAM OF THE NATIONAL GOVERNMENT AND ITS INSTRUMENTALITIES. 

WHEREAS, the College of Forestry, University of the Philippines, has been designated under 
Republic Act No. 3523 as the central coordinating agency to develop and implement the forestry 
extension program in close cooperation with established forestry and information organizations of 
the government; 

WHEREAS, the success of the nationwide forestry extension program envisioned in the said Act 
depends upon the harmonious and coordinated action of all forestry agencies in the government and 
other entities and organizations concerned with the protection and conservation of forest resources 
and wildlife; and 

WHEREAS, to carry out this forestry extension program on a national scale, the organization of 
an advisory body for purposes of coordination is necessary; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law do hereby create a national forestry extension advisory board composed of 
the following:

The Board is empowered to create such subcommittees as maybe necessary and to request the 
heads of private organizations like the Philippine National Union of Forestry Students, Boy Scouts of 
the Philippines, the Girl Scouts of the Philippines, the Rotary and Lions Clubs to attend meetings of the 
Board when, in the opinion of the Chairman, it is proper and necessary. 
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The National Forestry Extension Advisory Board shall advise the Dean, UP College of Forestry, 
on policies, plans, programs, etc., concerning public information and education in forestry, and on 
the manner and extent of cooperation and responsibilities that each respective office and agency 
will give and assume in the promotion or implementation of specific plans and projects concerning 
forest extension. 

The Board shall convene as frequently as necessary to discharge its responsibilities. 

In case a member of the Board is absent, he is empowered to send his representative to act in 
his stead. 

The Board or any subcommittee is hereby authorized to secure data and information directly 
from all government offices, agencies, corporations and entities and from private organizations and to 
consult the respective officials and personnel thereof on matters related to its functions. 

All government offices, agencies and corporations are hereby enjoined to render full support and 
cooperation to the Board in the discharge of its functions. 

All orders, directive, rules and regulations inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed, amended or 
modified accordingly. 

This order shall take effect immediately.

ESTABLISHING THE NATIONAL COMPUTER CENTER 


WHEREAS, there is an urgent need for more rational allocation and faster development of the 
country’s resources to meet the growing demands of the people; calling for more effective and efficient 
approaches, strategies, and measures; with comprehensive and continuing planning that integrates the 
economic, social, and physical aspects of development programs; 

WHEREAS, these require a high degree of coordination, horizontally among planners and 
vertically between planners and implementors, as well as more responsive and viable administrative 
and operational machineries, even as the Government has already moved towards the unification of 
national planning agencies with the end in view of harmonizing development programs; 

WHEREAS, underlying all successful decision-making, planning, budgeting, programming, and 
implementation processes are continuous flows of data and information on requirements, resources, 
and accomplishments, which are collated, processed, analyzed, reviewed, and interpreted for key 
decision-makers so as to better enhance the directions, magnitudes, and priorities embodied in 
development programs; 

WHEREAS, national progress is necessarily anchored on basic, scientific, and engineering research 
and documentation; 

WHEREAS, the most rational employment of computers in the Government would be based on 
cooperative undertaking, time- and cost-sharing, and the eventual setting up of computer installations 
that are program or project-oriented, rather than agency oriented; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law do hereby establish, within the Office of the President, the NATIONAL 
COMPUTER CENTER (NCC), as a joint project of the Presidential Economic Staff (PES), the 
Department of National Defense (DND), and the National Science Development Board (NSDB), with 
functions and responsibilities, organized and staff staffed as follows: 

1. The Center shall have the following functions and responsibilities: 

a. It shall provide the information bases for integrated planning and implementation of 
development programs and operational activities at the national level by developing 
and operating decision-making, policy-formulation and management systems for the 
Office of the President, national planning bodies, and key agencies in the Executive 
Branch of the Government. The total system thus conceived shall include an inquiry 
system for the President and his principal assistants. 

b. It shall provide computer service or support to national agencies performing basic, 
scientific, and engineering research and documentation. 

c. It shall integrate EDP operations in the Government by requiring off-line or on-line tie- 
up of existing EDP installations. 
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d. It shall provide its primary agencies, PES, DND and NSDB, and other government 
agencies, offices, and instrumentalities without EDP facilities with the necessary systems 
development, programming, and other technical expertise, including machine time to 
computerize their operations. PES, DND, NSDB and other agencies having direct capital 
investment in NCC in terms of equipment, physical plant and real estate shall shoulder 
the direct cost of supplies and materials consumed in their own, sponsored or supported 
projects. Other government agencies shall reimburse NCC the cost of supplies and 
materials and such other costs as may be determined by the NCC Directorate. 

e. It shall establish and operate an EDP Educational Center aimed to provide training 
facilities on electronic data processing to government agencies, and bring about 
the development and implementation of an integrated EDP training program in 
the Government. 

f. It shall, in conjunction with government agencies concerned, develop EDP personnel 
qualification standards for all government entities. 

g. It shall act as the primary agency in planning the integrated development of EDP 
capability in the National Government. It shall monitor the operation of existing EDP 
installations and recommend the consolidation or deactivation of installations as the 
situation warrants, to achieve economy and efficiency. In addition, it shall monitor 
requests of agencies for the acquisition (purchase/lease) of computers and other EDP 
equipment, endorsing only those whose job requirements cannot be absorbed by the 
NCC and other existing government EDP installations and which such agencies can 
justify the efficient utilization thereof. 

h. It shall develop and establish a National EDP Coding Standard, in coordination with 
other government agencies. 

2. The policy-making, long-range planning and review functions of the Center shall be vested 
in a Directorate, which shall include a representative each of PES, DND, NSDB and the 
Budget Commission, and three additional members as may be agreed upon by PES, DND 
and NSDB, subject to approval by the Executive Office. 

3. The Center shall be headed by an EDP Director who shall be designated by, and be 
responsible to, the Directorate for the direct administration and operational management 
of NCC. 

4. The Center shall have such regular personnel as may be necessary for the performance of 
its basic functions, and such other personnel as may be assigned or detailed from other 
agencies of the Government; provided that such assigned or detailed personnel, except 
consultants, shall be under the operational control and supervision of the Center. All regular 
positions in the Center are hereby declared highly technical and/or confidential in nature . 

5. The Office of the President shall include and provide from its budgetary appropriations 
the funds necessary for the operation and maintenance of the NCC. To augment these 
funds, the Center may receive such grants or donations in money or whatever form 
and from whatever source which funds shall constitute a special trust fund under its 
administration. Further, the Center is also authorized to receive reimbursement of expenses 
incurred in providing computer services to government agencies. The above funds shall be 
administered, obligated and discharged in accordance with the procedures prescribed in 
the Revised Budget Act, Republic Act No. 922 and other pertinent rules and regulations, 
to carry out the purposes and objectives of the NCC. 
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6. The duly authorized officials of the Center are hereby authorized to secure data and 
information directly from all government agencies and entities, and to consult with the 
officials and personnel thereof on matters related to the functions of the Center. Such 
officials and personnel are hereby enjoined to render full support and cooperation to the 
Center in the discharge of its functions. 

7. The National Computer Center shall be located in Camp General Emilio Aguinaldo, 
Quezon City, in a site to be provided by the Department of National Defense, where it can 
avail itself of the communication facilities of the Armed Forces of the Philippines.

WHEREAS, the United States Naval Base at Sangley Point will be officially turned over to the 
Philippine Government by the first of September this year; 

WHEREAS, a development plan for the eventual use and land allocation of the Sangley Point 
Area has been prepared; 

WHEREAS, other preparatory work and pertinent analytical studies pertaining to the eventual 
transfer of Sangley Point have been conducted and are being performed on a continuing basis; and 

WHEREAS, there is a need to coordinate and centralize all activities relating to Sangley Point 
considering that the official turnover of the area will be effected within three months; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby constitute a Committee composed of the following: 


1. The Director-General 

Presidential Economic Staff or his representative Chairman 

2. The Chairman 

Board of Investment or his representative Member 

3. The Secretary of Public Works & Communications or his 

representative Member 

4. The Economic Coordinator or his representative Member 

5. The Flag Officer-in-Command 

Philippine Navy or his representative Member 

6. The Commanding General 

Philippine Air Force or his representative Member 

7. The Director-General 

National Manpower and Youth Council or his representative Member 


The Governor of Cavite, the Mayor of Cavite City, The Chairman of Cavite Socio-Economic 
Council, and the President of the Filipino Employees Association of U.S. Bases in the Philippines may 
seat as ex-officio members in the Committee on an invitational basis. 

This Committee shall serve as the interim governmental body charged with the following 
functions: 

1. To review and consequently carry out the accepted recommendations of the Technical 
Working Group created by Memorandum Order No. 214, dated 3 February 1971; 

2. To prescribe policies and provide guidelines in the administration and operations of the 
Sangley Point complex; 
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3. To coordinate the activities of all other working groups and participating offices leading to 
the eventual organization and setting up of the body that will permanently manage the operations in 
the Sangley Point area; 

4. To study and recommend basic measures necessary for the effective implementation of 
development plans and programs in Sangley Point; 

5. To promote industrial projects deemed suitable in the area, and provide investors with the 
necessary support and implementing guidelines. 

In order to effectively implement the plans, and promulgate the policy and decisions of this 
Committee, a full-time Administrator shall be appointed and shall serve as the executory arm of 
the Committee. 

During the interim period, the Presidential Economic Staff shall act as the Secretariat of the 
Committee and shall render the necessary staff support and technical assistance. 

In order to facilitate the organization and operations of the Sangley Point area, the necessary 
technical personnel of any agency of the executive branch may be detailed on a full-time or part-time 
basis and shall report directly to the Administrator. 

The Committee and the Secretariat are hereby authorized to secure data and information directly 
from all government offices, agencies, corporations, and entities and to consult with officials and 
personnel thereof, on the matters related to the above functions. 

The officers and personnel of all government offices, agencies, corporations, and entities are 
hereby enjoined to render full support and cooperation to the Committee and the Secretariat in the 
discharge of their functions.

DECLARING THE GREATER MANILA TERMINAL FOOD MARKET, INC. (GMTFM) 
SLAUGHTERHOUSE AND CHICKEN DRESSING PLANT A NATIONAL ABATTOIR AND 
DIRECTING ALL PROVINCIAL GOVERNORS, CITY MAYORS AND MUNICIPAL MAYORS 
TO MINIMIZE UNDUE INCREASES OF, AND THUS STABILIZE PRICES OF LIVESTOCK 
MEAT AND POULTRY PRODUCTS BY FACILITATING THE UNRESTRICTED MARKETING 
THEREOF TO AND FROM THE GREATER MANILA TERMINAL FOOD MARKET TO 
ALL PROVINCES, CITIES AND MUNICIPALITIES. 


WHEREAS, the Greater Manila Terminal Food Market, Inc. (GMTFM) is a corporation fully 
owned and subscribed by the Development Bank of the Philippines, established primarily to stabilize 
the prices of essential food commodities and, at the same time, encourage increased food production 
by developing an integrated-efficient system of produce marketing, to the end that the public shall 
enjoy abundant food commodities at low prices; 

WHEREAS, to meet this public need, the GMTFM and the Bureau of Animal Industry entered 
into and executed a memorandum of agreement to establish a Slaughterhouse and a Chicken Dressing 
Plant to serve the needs of the public at the GMTFM complex in Taguig, Rizal, pursuant to the 
provisions of Commonwealth Act No. 340 and Act No. 3639, duly approved by the Secretary of 
Agriculture and Natural Resources; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, by virtue of the powers vested in me by law, 
and to insure the success of this worthy undertaking, do hereby declare and proclaim the aforesaid 
Slaughterhouse and Chicken Dressing Plant in the GMTFM complex situated at Taguig, Rizal a 
national abattoir; and, further, hereby direct and urge all provincial governors, city mayors, and 
municipal mayors: 

1. To extend their fullest cooperation to facilitate the unrestricted trading in their respective 
jurisdictions of all livestock meat, chicken and poultry products, slaughtered, stored, dressed and 
processed in the GMTFM National Abattoir. 

2. To prevent unnecessary delays and/or harassment in the marketing or deliveries of such 
products originating from and through the GMTFM to all provinces and municipalities.

CREATING THE PHILIPPINE VIRGINIA TOBACCO BOARD 


WHEREAS, the preservation, promotion and enhancement of the Philippine Virginia tobacco 
industry in all its varied aspects and phases, as a declared national policy, require a vigorous, concerted 
and integrated planning and programming and a coordinated implementation of projects on the part 
of government agencies and the private sector that have certain functions and obligations relating to 
the Philippine Virginia tobacco industry; 

WHEREAS, the successful accomplishment of this vital concern urgently requires additional 
funds other than those derived from public revenues for carrying out the purposes herein stated; 

WHEREAS, responsible civic-spirited and patriotic elements of the country have manifested their 
readiness to cooperate in this undertaking and have made financial commitments; and 

WHEREAS, it is imperative that an effective organization be provided to receive and administer 
such donations and contributions and to carry out the purposes herein-stated for the enduring benefit 
of the millions of tobacco farmers; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby create the Philippine Virginia Tobacco Board, hereinafter 
referred to as the “Board”, to be composed of:

A representative elected or designated by the cigarette manufacturers 

who have a contract with the PVTA to operate trading centers .... Member 
A representative of tobacco redriers and exporters who have contracts 

with the PVTA to operate trading centers Member 

An official from the PVTA, to be designated by the Chairman with the 

concurrence of the Board Executive Secretary 

The Corporate Treasurer of the PVTA Ex-officio Treasurer 

of the Board 


The purposes and objectives of the Board are: 

1. To serve as an institutional link between the government and private sectors involved in the 
Philippine Virginia tobacco industry; 
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2. To serve as a planning and programming unit for the development and promotion of 
the Philippine Virginia tobacco industry, particularly in the areas of research, extension work 
and marketing; 

3. To study and recommend systems or standards of classification and grading of flue-cured 
tobacco and proper handling and packaging in order to make the Philippine Virginia tobacco 
acceptable in the domestic and foreign markets; 

4. To formulate and recommend consistent tobacco research policies and comprehensive 
scientific and technological programs for implementation by the government and private sectors in 
regions where its application is feasible or profitable to Virginia tobacco farmers; 

5. To promote coordination and cooperation in tobacco research and extension work in order 
to minimize duplication of efforts; 

6. To encourage and facilitate the active participation of domestic and foreign sectors in 
furnishing financial, technological and other forms of assistance and for the exchange of information 
among local and foreign institutions, researchers and workers; 

7. To review and analyze flue-cured tobacco research projects, schedules of activities, programs 
and project proposals, and to recommend such measures as may be necessary to accomplish the 
objectives and policies involved in these activities; and 

8. To advise the President of the Philippines on Philippine Virginia tobacco matters. 

To carry out the purposes and objectives mentioned hereinabove, the Board shall have the power 
and is authorized: 

1. To accept and receive from public and private sectors specific proposals, scientific and / 
or technological research and development programs or plans and financial, technical and other 
support for the purpose of developing and promoting the Philippine Virginia tobacco industry; 

2. To recommend the award of grants to tobacco researchers and inventors for their 
contributions towards the attainment of maximum efficiency in tobacco production, curing and 
other aspect of research; 

3. To recommend the grant of scholarships in tobacco science and technology to deserving 
government employees or citizens, priority being given to sons and daughters of progressive 
tobacco growers; 

4. To recommend travel grants for scientific and technological purposes; 

5. To recommend the sending of delegates or observers to tobacco science or trade congresses, 
conferences or conventions; 

6. To promote and sponsor scientific and technological conferences and conventions in the 
Philippines on matters dealing with the Philippine Virginia tobacco industry; 

7. To recommend tobacco trade attaches with proper scientific background; 

8. To grant incentive awards to tobacco growers for excellence in the production of quality 
flue-cured tobacco; 

9. To enter, make and execute contracts of any kind as may be necessary or incidental to the 
attainment of its purposes with any person or corporation; 

10. To make rules and regulations, subject to the approval of the President of the Philippines, 
to govern the Board and the disposition and disbursements of its funds; and 

11. To do all such things, transact all such business and perform such functions directly or 
indirectly necessary, incidental or conducive to the attainment of the purposes and objectives of 
the Board. 
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The Board, in the pursuit of its objectives, shall coordinate with government as well as private 
offices and agencies, which are involved one way or another in the Philippine Virginia tobacco industry. 

The books of accounts of the Board shall be subject to audit by the Auditor General or his 
representative in accordance with law. 

The Board may call upon any department, bureau, office, agency or instrumentality of the 
government, including government-owned and controlled corporations, for such assistance as it may 
need in the pursuit of its purposes and objectives. 

The Board shall render annually, or as often as it may deem necessary, to the President of the 
Philippines reports of its activities and recommendations. 

If for any reason the Board is terminated, the funds or any residual assets of the Board remaining 
at the time of such termination shall be reverted to the State for disposition in accordance with law.

CREATING THE PESTICIDES CONTROL AND RESEARCH COMMITTEE 


WHEREAS, in view of increased awareness to environmental contamination of all kinds, 
including pesticides, the government has seen fit to pursue a program to combat pollution in whatever 
form to safeguard public health and safety; 

WHEREAS, it is incumbent on the government to direct its attention towards a more efficient 
and safer formulation and application of pesticides to offset the growing problems of food and 
environmental contamination; 

WHEREAS, the agricultural usage of pesticides is a major factor in the mounting public concern 
regarding environmental contamination and its possible significance to human life, plant life and 
animal life; 

WHEREAS, agricultural pesticides vary widely in the degree of possible hazard to users and 
consumers of treated crops and to farm animals, wild life and to the public; 

WHEREAS, Act No. 3091 enacted in 1923 is the only existing law and merely covers the mis- 
branding and adulteration of insecticides, fungicides and herbicides; 

WHEREAS, no specific government instrumentality is charged with the responsibility of 
monitoring the use of agricultural pesticides commercially manufactured, sold and distributed in 
the country; 

WHEREAS, in the absence of an updated law on pesticides, there is an urgent need to set up 
an administrative machinery that will not only institute measures to improve agricultural production, 
public health and environmental quality through the wise use of pesticides but also provide adequate 
safeguards against its harmful effects on the environment; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, 
by virtue of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby create the Pesticides Control and Research 
Committee under the Office of the President composed of the following: 

1. The Chairman, National Science Development Board 

2. The Undersecretary for Agriculture 

3. The Director, Bureau on Plant Industry 

4. The Director, Bureau of Animal Industry 

5. The Dean, U.P. College of Agriculture 

6. The Administrator, Food and Drug Administration 

The Pesticides Control and Research Committee shall have the following functions and powers: 

a. It shall administer, direct, oversee and regulate the importation, manufacture, sale, distribution 
and use of pesticides.

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b. It shall prescribe rules and regulations or otherwise institute measures regarding the 
importation, manufacture, sale, distribution and use of pesticides to improve agricultural production, 
public health and environmental quality. Any violation of such rules, regulations and lawful orders and 
circulars promulgated by the Committee shall subject the offender not only to proper administrative 
sanctions, if warranted, but also to prosecution and imposition of the penalties prescribed by law. 

c. It shall coordinate its activities with other government agencies also charged with certain 
aspects of regulating and monitoring the entry, use and development of pesticides. 

d. It shall initiate studies toward the more efficient and safer formulation and application of 
pesticides in order to offset the problems of food and environmental contamination. 

e. It shall outline the means by which the use of pesticides may be controlled for the protection 
of the users and consumers of treated food and other commodities. 

The Pesticides Control and Research Committee is hereby authorized to call upon any department, 
bureau, office, agency or instrumentality of the government for such assistance as it may need towards 
fulfilling its responsibilities. It may also organize such technical groups as may be necessary in the 
exercise of its functions or enlist the services of other government officials and employees whenever 
such services are needed by the Committee in the accomplishments of its task. 

The Pesticides Control and Research Committee is hereby empowered to create and organize 
the administrative machinery which will implement its policies and procedures and enforce the rules 
and regulations promulgated by it governing the importation, manufacture, sale, distribution and use 
of pesticides. 

The Pesticides Control and Research Committee shall submit to the President a program of 
activities and periodic progress reports.

WHEREAS, there is a need to constitute a machinery which shall have the power within the 
limits of constitutional law to look into possible excesses that may result in the implementation of the 
aforesaid Proclamation and to which any aggrieved person may look up to for speedy redress; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested upon me by law, do hereby constitute a Presidential Administrative Assistance 
Committee to hear complaints of abuses which may result in the implementation of Proclamation 
No. 889 dated August 21, 1971, suspending the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus composed of 
the following:

I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, pursuant to the powers vested in 
me by law, do hereby create the Coconut Coordinating Council under the Office of the President, 
composed of the following officials or their authorized representatives who shall attend meetings and 
deliberations of the said Council:

The Council shall have the following major functions and powers: 

a) Supervise, coordinate, and evaluate the implementation of the coconut self-sufficiency 
program of the government. 

b) Supervise, coordinate, and integrate all policies and programs of all agencies and 
instrumentalities of the government charged with the prosecution of existing laws, policies, procedures, 
rules and regulations concerning production, stabilization, procurement and distribution, processing 
and marketing of coconut and other by-products. 

c) Formulate the long and short range programs calculated to achieve major self-sufficiency in 
coconut industry. 

d) Coordinate with the PHILCOA in the formulation and implementation of plans and 
programs for the success of the coconut industry. 

e) Coordinate and evaluate the activities and accomplishments of all agencies of the government 
charged with the prosecution of the different aspects of the coconut industry. Accordingly, it shall 
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coordinate the release of public funds in accordance with approved programs and projects in the 
coconut industry; and shall release to the public such information and statistics pertinent to the 
progress and accomplishments of the different aspects of the national program. 

f) Perform other functions as may be necessary to attain the objectives of Republic Act 
No. 6260, and such other duties as the President may direct. 

The Council may call on any department, bureau, office, agency and other instrumentality of the 
government for assistance in the form of personnel, facilities, and other resources in the discharge of its 
functions. 

The Coconut Coordinating Council shall submit to the President periodic progress reports of 
its activities.

WHEREAS, studies conducted by said Board indicates that this project, to be feasible, needs a 
post-operative protection against competing imported items; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, upon the 
recommendation of the Board of Investments, and pursuant to the provisions of Section 8(c) of 
Republic Act No. 5186, otherwise known as the Investment Incentives Act, do hereby certify that the

ESTABLISHMENT OF A MEDICAL ASSISTANCE PROGRAM TASK FORCE 


WHEREAS, there is urgent need to spread the benefits of medical science especially in the remote 
and isolated areas of the country; 

WHEREAS, in the fulfillment of this task, the cooperation and voluntary assistance of private 
medical practitioners and hospitals are extremely necessary; and 

WHEREAS, on their own initiative the Philippine Medical Association and the Department of 
Health through joint efforts have formulated a Medical Assistance Program that would fulfill the needs 
specified above; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby create a Medical Assistance Program Task Force (hereinafter 
referred to as “Task Force”) which shall undertake the foregoing responsibilities. 

The objectives of the Task Force are: 

1 ) Extension of medical care to all residents in an evolutionary way within our economic 
means and capability as a nation; 

2) Providing the people of the country a practical means of helping themselves pay for 
adequate medical care. 

To attain the aforementioned objectives, the Task Force shall have the following functions 
and powers: 

1) To formulate policies, administer and implement the Medical Assistance Program as 
jointly agreed upon by the Philippine Medical Association and Department of Health; 

2) To establish the provincial, city and municipal Medical Assistance Councils; 

3) To provide guidelines for and review implementation and administration of Community 
Health Fund schemes; 

4) To set up the requisites and procedures for the registration of beneficiaries under the 
Medical Assistance Program; 

5) To devise control measures to prevent abuses of the Plan; 

6) To promulgate such supplementary rules and regulations as may be necessary to 
implement the provisions of the Medical Assistance Program; 

7) To enter into contract with competent parties and to request detail of appropriate 
personnel from other government agencies in the performance of its functions; 

8) To serve as liaison group with representatives of agencies and organizations here and 
abroad in the accomplishment of its functions; 
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9) To prepare necessary documents needed in the implementations of any or all aspects of 
the program of action stipulated to be formulated, such as bills for legislative action, circulars, 
executive orders, resolutions, memoranda, and similar documents; 

10) Generally to exercise all powers necessary to attain the purposes and objectives for 
which the Task Force is organized.

the Implementation of the Philippine-Indonesian Agreements on Economic and Technical Cooperation, 
composed of the following:

A Governor of the Board of Investments Vice Chairman 

Director of the Bureau of Forestry Member 

Commissioner of the Fisheries Commission Member 

A representative of the Department of Finance Member 

A representative of the Department of Foreign Affairs Member 

A representative of the Central Bank Member 

A representative of the Department of Agriculture & Natural Resources . . . Member 

A representative of the Bureau of Customs Member 

A representative of the Philippine Coconut Administration Member 

A representative of the Philippine Navy Member 

A representative of the Tariff Commission Member 

A representative of the Presidential Economic Staff Member 

A representative of the National Economic Council Member 


The Committee shall have the following functions: 

(a) To implement the Basic Agreement on Economic and Technical Cooperation between 
the Government of the Republic of the Philippines and the Government of the Republic of 
Indonesia signed on May 30, 1969, as well as the specific agreements and arrangements entered 
into between the two countries on July 29, 1971; 

(b) To formulate specific policies and/or action programs to facilitate and expedite the 
implementation of the Agreements with Indonesia and on all matters affecting Indonesia 
requiring government action as well as to recommend, whenever necessary, on matters requiring 
policy decision by the President or requiring legislative action by Congress; 
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(c) To synchronize, coordinate, and make more effective the exchange of technical 
information, feasibility studies and commercial intelligence needed by both countries on the 
specific subjects treated in the agreements; 

(d) To review the implementation of, and to prepare possible amendments to, the 
aforementioned agreements; 

(e) To discuss and formulate proposals and guidelines for future agreements and joint 
measures to expand trade and promote closer economic cooperation between the Philippines 
and Indonesia; 

(f) To study and explore the feasibility of establishing a free trade area between the 
Philippines and Indonesia in consonance with the Border Trade Agreement of July 29, 1971; and 

(g) To recommend the holding of regular and/or special Joint Commission meetings with 
Indonesia as circumstances warrant. 

In order to carry out its functions, the Committee is hereby granted the authority to constitute 
technical committees whenever it may deem necessary. It is also authorized to call directly upon any 
Department, bureau, or office in the executive branch of the government or upon any government- 
owned or controlled entity or agency for such assistance as the Committee may need and to request 
for, utilize and make use of, the services of their personnel. It may also request the services of members 
of the private sector for advice and consultation.

CREATING THE PRESIDENTIAL INVESTIGATION AND RECOVERY COMMISSION. 

WHEREAS, a certain government agencies are faced with the prospect of having to incur huge 
losses for lack of an efficient mechanism by which to investigate and enforce collection of their 
receivables and recovery of their invested funds and properties; 

WHEREAS, the present state of the government finances is such that it can ill afford to dissipate 
its property and monetary resources, but on the contrary has to avail of every possible means to recoup 
and augment the same; 

WHEREAS, there has been a long-felt need for a government agency charged with the primary 
responsibility of looking after the collectibles and recoverable funds, monies and properties of 
government firms and effecting their collection and recovery; and 

WHEREAS, the magnitude of the job is such that it requires a top-level government body with 
adequate powers and functions to effectively pursue its tasks; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby create a Commission to be known as the Presidential 
Investigation and Recovery Commission under the Office of the President composed of the following: 


The Secretary of Justice Chairman 

The Chairman-General Manager, RCA Vice-Chairman 

The Undersecretary of Industry Member 

A representative of the Auditor General Member 

A representative of the PNB Member 


The Presidential Investigation and Recovery Commission (PIRC) shall have the following powers 
and functions: 

a. Administer, direct, oversee, supervise and take charge of the collection and recovery of all 
government assets, stocks, funds, monies and other real or personal properties; 

b. Execute and enforce the payment of all claims, demands, liabilities and obligations due and 
owing to the Government from any person, corporation, firm or entity; 

c. Investigate, initiate court action, or in any lawful manner proceed against any person, 
corporation or firm for the enforcement of any contract, bond, guarantee, mortgage, pledge or other 
collateral executed in favor of the Government; 

d. Prescribe and issue rules and guidelines to government entities concerned on the preparation 
of contracts, making of investments and undertaking of financial transactions with the end in view of 
facilitating their enforcement, collection and recovery; and 

e. In general, to do and perform such lawful and incidental functions as may be necessary and 
proper to attain its objectives and accomplish its tasks. 
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The Commission is hereby authorized to call on any department, bureau, office, agency or 
instrumentality of the Government for such service, assistance and cooperation as may be necessary 
in fulfilling its functions and responsibilities and to enlist the services of any government official or 
employee in the pursuit of its tasks. 

The Commission shall direct its attention as a priority concern to the investigation, collection and 
recovery of RCA assets, money claims and properties. It is hereby authorized to organize its secretariat. 

The Commission shall render periodic progress reports of its activities to the Executive Secretary.

WHEREAS, conditions governing the donation require that the disposition thereof be in 
accordance with specific objectives and allocations to be embodied in an Exchange of Notes between 
the two Governments, which Notes are hereto appended and made part of this Order; 

WHEREAS, there is need to define the procedure under which the rice donation and the proceeds 
from the sale thereof is to be held in custody, released and disbursed; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby designate the Rice and Corn Administration as the custodian- 
agency for the rice donation, including all proceeds from the sale thereof, and direct that such 
custodianship, releases and disbursements be in accordance with the following:

CREATING THE NATIONAL COMMISSION FOR THE SECOND DEVELOPMENT DECADE. 


By virtue of the powers vested in me by law and in order to bring about a fuller appreciation 
of the efforts made by the Philippines and other developing countries to improve their social and 
economic conditions and to mobilize public opinion in support of the goals and objectives of the 
International Development Strategy for the Second Development Decade of the United Nations, 
I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, do hereby create the “National Commission 
for the Second Development Decade” under the National Economic Council. 

The Commission shall be composed of the following: 

Chairman of the National Economic Council ------ Chairman 

The heads of the Presidential Economic Staff, 

Department of Agriculture and Natural Resources, 

Department of Commerce and Industry and Board 

of Investments, or their representatives - -- -- -- -- Members 

The Commission shall implement in the Philippines the goals and objectives of the United Nations 
International Development Strategy for the Second Development Decade. 

The Commission is authorized to call directly upon any department, bureau, or office in the 
executive branch of the government or upon any government-owned or controlled entity or agency 
for such assistance as the Commission may need, and to requisition for, utilize, and make use of, 
the services of their personnel. 

Done in the City of Manila, this 29th day of October, in the year of Our Lord, nineteen 
hundred and seventy-one.

CONSTITUTING A COORDINATING COMMITTEE FOR THE SYMPOSIUM OF 
SOUTHEAST ASIAN COUNTRIES ON RESEARCH AND MARKETING OF 
ASIAN TROPICAL TIMBER AND TIMBER PRODUCTS. 


WHEREAS, the Seminar on the Promotion of Tropical Timber and Timber Products organized 
by the UNCTAD/GATT International Trade Center and held in Geneva, Switzerland, on 17 May to 
11 June 1971 noted the existence of common problems on forest products research and marketing 
among Southeast Asian nations like the Philippines, Thailand, Indonesia, Malaysia, Singapore, India 
and Burma; 

WHEREAS, the Philippine participants in said seminar proposed that a symposium be held in 
Manila among these Southeast Asian nations to deliberate and chart out a course of action to solve 
these common problems; 

WHEREAS, the Food and Agriculture Organization has been requested to extend the facilities of 
its offices to explore the possibilities of getting cooperation from appropriate regional bodies or entities 
concerning the symposium. Among the subject matters to be taken up are: 

a. Coordination on research programmes on tropical timber. 

b. Standardization and metrification of mechanical forest products. 

c. Identification and analysis of other common problems to research and trade in the region. 

d. Conclusions and recommendations on common course of action; and 

WHEREAS, there is a need to create an agency to coordinate and centralize all activities relating 
to the preparation, organization and proceedings of this proposed symposium as host country; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby constitute a Coordinating Committee composed of 
the following:

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This Committee shall be charged with the following functions: 

1. To advise the Food and Agriculture Organization and other UN agencies concerned that the 
Philippine government is ready to host the proposed symposium in the event that said agency shall be 
able to implement its work plan for the symposium; 

2. To coordinate the activities of all Philippine working groups and participating agencies with 
the participation and organization of the symposium; 

3. To collect, review and submit to the symposium with the assistance of the appropriate 
government agencies the necessary data, statistics and technical paper pertinent to the local problems 
on marketing and research of Philippine lumber and forest products. 

The Committee may create such subcommittees as may be necessary in the performance of its 
functions. For this purpose, the Committee may call upon the Philippine Association for Permanent 
Forests and the Society of Filipino Foresters for the necessary assistance relative to the proposed 
symposium. 

The Committee may request any department, bureau, office, agency and instrumentality of the 
government, including government-owned or controlled corporation, for such assistance as may be 
needed in the performance of its functions.

PROVIDING FOR THE ORGANIZATION OF THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRARIAN REFORM. 


Pursuant to the powers vested in me by Section Fifteen of Republic Act Numbered Six Thousand 
Three Hundred and Eighty-nine, and upon the recommendation of the Special Technical Committee 
created under Special Order Numbered Eleven, Series of Nineteen Hundred and Seventy-one, of the 
Land Reform Project Administration, and the Commission on Reorganization created pursuant to 
Republic Act Numbered Five Thousand Four Hundred and Thirty-five, as amended, the following are 
hereby promulgated to govern the organization and functions of the Department of Agrarian Reform: 

ORGANIZATION OF THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRARIAN REFORM 


Section 1. The organization and functions of the Department of Agrarian Reform hereinafter 
referred to as the “Department,” shall be in accordance with the provisions of Republic Act No. 6389 
and this Executive Order. 

Sec. 2. The organization of the Department graphically depicted in the following organization 
chart, shall consist of the Office of the Secretary (or Department proper) composed of the immediate 
Office of the Secretary, the Planning Service, the Financial and Management Service, the Administrative 
Service and the Agrarian Reform Education Service; the Bureau of Agrarian Legal Assistance; the 
Bureau of Land Acquisition, Distribution and Development; the Bureau of Resettlement; the Bureau 
of Farm Management; and such number of Regional Offices as the exigencies of the Agrarian Reform 
Program may require. 

RELATIONSHIPS BETWEEN THE DEPARTMENT PROPER , 

BUREAUS AND FIELD OFFICES 


Sec. 3. The Department proper, through the Office of the Secretary, shall have direct line 
supervision over the bureaus and regional offices. It shall have responsibility for overseeing field 
operations to insure the judicious and effective implementation of the agrarian reform programs as 
initially drawn up by the bureaus along their respective areas of expertise. It shall constantly draw 
from the bureaus such advice and assistance as may be necessary to successfully achieve the goals and 
objectives of the agrarian reform program. 

Sec. 4. The bureaus of the Department shall be essentially staff in character and as such shall 
exercise functional supervision over the regional and other field offices. They shall be primarily 
involved in the development of plans and programs within their respective functional specialization 
and shall likewise develop related policies, guidelines and standards necessary in guiding the regional 
and field offices in the proper implementation of such plans and programs. Where necessary and as a 
means of assisting the Department proper in properly delineating the methods and plans of operation

at the field level, they shall maintain dialogue and contact with the regional and other field offices for 
the purpose of updating established plans and programs and determining problems arising therefrom. 

Sec. 5. The regional and other field offices shall constitute the operating arms of the Department 
with responsibility for directly implementing the plans and programs drawn up by the staff bureaus 
and assigned by the Department Secretary in accordance with duly adopted policies, standards and 
guidelines. They shall be organized as miniature counterparts of the Department in the region and 
shall be vested with sufficient authority to undertake departmental operations within their respective 
jurisdictions. In the exercise of such authority they shall be directly responsible to the Secretary and 
shall receive proper technical guidance from the staff bureaus. 

FUNCTIONAL STATEMENTS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRARIAN REFORM 


Sec. 6. In conformity with the above set of functional relationships, the functions, powers, duties 
and responsibilities of the various units of the Department shall be as follows: 

OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY 


Sec. 7. The Office of the Secretary shall consist of the Secretary of Agrarian Reform, the 
Undersecretary of Agrarian Reform and the personnel in their immediate office. It shall be responsible 
for the adoption and promulgation of rules and regulations necessary to carry out departmental 
policies and objectives, and for exercising general supervision and control over the bureaus and offices 
of the Department. 


Functions of the Secretary 

Sec. 7.1. The functions of the Secretary shall be as follows: 

1. Advise the President in the promulgation of executive orders, regulations and decrees 
relative to matters under the jurisdiction of the Department; 

2. Establish the policies and standards for the operation of the Department pursuant to the 
President’s program of government; 

3. Promulgate rules and regulations necessary to carry out Department objectives, policies 
and functions; 

4. Exercise supervision and control over all bureaus and offices under the Department; 

5. Delegate authority for the performance of any function to officers and employees under his 
direction; and 

6. Perform such other functions as may be provided by law or assigned by the President. 

Functions of the Undersecretary 

Sec. 7.2. The functions of the Undersecretary shall be as follows: 

1. Advise and assist the Secretary in the formulation and implementation of Department 
objectives and policies; 

2. Oversee all the operational activities of the Department for which he shall be responsible to 
the Secretary; 
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3. Coordinate the program and projects of the Department, and be responsible for its 
economical, efficient and effective administration 

4. Serve as deputy to the Secretary in all matters relating to the operations of the Department; 
and 

5. Perform such other functions as may be provided by law or assigned by the Secretary. 

FUNCTIONS OF THE PLANNING SERVICE 


Sec. 8. The Planning Service shall be responsible for providing the Department with economical, 
efficient, and effective services relating to planning, programming and project development. It shall 
have the following functions, among others: 

1. Formulate long-range and annual plans and programs for the Department and for this 
purpose coordinate and provide support to the planning and programming of the bureaus 
and regional offices under the Department as well as review and integrate their proposals 
into a consistent set of objectives; 

2. Formulate basic policies and guidelines for the preparation of the departmental budget, 
including those for the detailed allocation of funds for capital outlays, and coordinate with 
the Budget Division in the preparation of the Department Budget; 

3. Formulate criteria for determining priorities for proposed projects; and accordingly select 
capital projects for funding and execution including appropriate financing schemes; 

4. Undertake such re-programming as necessary in accordance with actual resources made 
available, including the determination of cut-backs and/or projects to be included from 
unprogrammed to programmed category; 

5. Initiate and/or provide support for the development of projects by the various bureaus of 
the Department in accordance with approved priority areas, and where necessary, undertake 
major project development activities in coordination with the bureaus concerned; 

6. Evaluate projects proposed by units of the Department according to technical and economic 
feasibility and prescribed standards; 

7. Develop and effect in collaboration with the bureaus a system for the effective coordination, 
follow-up, review and evaluation of the progress of the implementation of approved 
projects and programs against set standards, objectives and schedules; 

8. Conduct economic research and studies relative to agrarian reform for purposes of 
formulation of policy proposals and general economic guidelines; 

9. Undertake continuing analysis of economic conditions and trends, including the periodic 
review of the situation and outlook of the agricultural economy relating to agrarian reform; 

10. Compile, analyze and integrate statistical data, including operational statistics; 

11. Develop projections, forecasts, and prepare economic reports and reviews; 

12. Prepare the Annual Report and other periodic reports of the Department; 

13. Maintain liaison with the central planning agency and other appropriate economic or 
planning bodies; and 

14. Perform such other functions as may be assigned. 
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FUNCTIONS OF THE FINANCIAL AND MANAGEMENT SERVICE 


Sec. 9. The Financial and Management Service shall be responsible for providing the Department 
with staff advice and assistance on budgetary, financial and management improvement matters. It shall 
have the following divisions with respective duties and responsibilities, as follows: 

Functions of the Budget Division 

Sec. 9.1. The Budget Division shall have the following functions, among others: 

a. Prepare the departmental budget and assist management in the presentation of the 
Department’s budgetary estimates before administrative and legislative bodies; 

b. Provide, subject to budgetary ceilings, fund estimates in support of the Department’s 
operations, plans and programs; 

c. Allocate, in coordination with the Planning Service, available funds to programs on the 
basis of approved guidelines and priorities; 

d. Issue allotment advice to the Regional Offices in support of the fund requirement for the 
conduct of the operations of the regions under each program; 

e. Undertake all operations relative to budget execution and control; 

f. Develop and improve budgetary methods, procedures and justifications; 

g. Review performance reports to determine conformance with set standards; 

h. Prepare financial reports for management guidance and as required by higher authorities; 
and 

i. Perform such other functions as may be assigned. 

Functions of the Accounting Division 

Sec. 9.2. The Accounting Division shall have the following functions, among others: 

a. Advise management on financial matters; 

b. Prepare and submit financial reports to management and other government departments 
and agencies authorized to receive such reports; 

c. Maintain basic and subsidiary accounting records and books of accounts to reflect 
accurately and currently financial information required by existing auditing rules and 
regulations and by management; 

d. Certify to the availability of funds, obligate funds and issue Treasury Warrants to liquidate 
obligations; 

e. Process requisitions, vouchers and reports of collections and disbursements; 

f. Prepare billings to debtors of the Department; 

g. Undertake cost accounting work through the classification, recording, allocation, 
summarization and reporting of current and prospective costs, including the determination 
of costs of operations by such units of work measurement as by departments, by functions, 
by periods of time, by projects and similar categories; 

h. Provide standards and guidelines to the regional and field units of the Department; and 

i. Perform such other functions as may be assigned. 
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Functions of the Management Division 

Sec. 9.3. The Management Division shall have the following functions, among others: 

a. Develop, plan and program objectives relative to management improvement in the 
Department; 

b. Examine the administrative organizations of the Department and make recommendations 
for improvement; 

c. Maintain and update the Department’s organization and functional manuals; 

d. Undertake regular management surveys or organizational structure, manpower and 
operations; study special problems as assigned; review existing methods, procedures and 
systems; and make recommendations for improvement; 

e. Develop new and improved management systems; exercise staff supervision over the 
implementation of such improvements; and provide training in the use of the system; 

f. Develop staffing standards and manpower requirements for the Department; 

g. Assist in the evaluation of proposed projects for operational feasibility and develop 
operating procedures and schemes for the implementation of approved projects and 
programs; 

h. Provide guidelines and technical assistance to the regional offices; and 

i. Perform such other functions as may be assigned. 

FUNCTIONS OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICE 


Sec. 10. The Administrative Service shall be responsible for providing the Department with 
economical, efficient and effective services relating personnel, legal assistance, information, records, 
supplies, equipment, collection, disbursements, security and custodial work. 

There shall be in the immediate office of the Chief of the Administrative Service a Medical and 
Dental Clinic which shall be responsible for providing medical and dental services to the personnel of 
the Department pursuant to the provisions of Republic Act No. 1054. 

The Service shall also have the following divisions with respective duties and responsibilities, 
as follows: 


Functions of the Personnel Division 


Sec. 10.1. The Personnel Division shall have the following functions, among others: 

a. Advise management on personnel policy and administration; 

b. Develop and administer a personnel program for the Department proper and the bureaus 
under it which shall include selection and placement, promotion, classification and pay, 
career and employment development, performance rating, employee relations and welfare 
services; 

c. Develop policy standards and guidelines on personnel management for the implementation 
of the regional offices of the Department; 

d. Take charge of the preparation, conduct and administration of civil service examinations of 
the Department; 
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e. Process and act on all matters concerning appointments, promotions, transfers, leaves of 
absence, attendance and other personnel transactions for the personnel of the central office 
and the regional offices as are applicable; 

f. Maintain personnel records and statistics; and 

g. Perform such other functions as may be assigned. 

Functions of the Information Division 


Sec. 10.2. The Information Division shall have the following functions, among others: 

a. Develop programs to have the policies, plans and activities of the Department properly 
understood by the public; 

b. Produce and disseminate media materials to implement the information program of the 
Department; 

c. Service the needs of the Department and its bureaus in the production and publication of 
reports, information materials and literature; 

d. Coordinate with the Public Information Office in the Office of the President; and 

e. Perform such other functions as may be assigned. 

Functions of the General Services Division 

Sec. 10.3. The General Services Division shall have the following functions, among others: 

a. Provide policy guidance on the maintenance and disposition of records and on the 
procurement and storage of supplies in accordance with government prescribed standards, 
including standards and guidelines to the Regional Offices; 

b. File and maintain necessary records and establish a records disposition program for the 
department; 

c. Prepare certified true copies of documents found in the records when officially requested 
or ordered; 

d. Take charge of receiving, sorting and recording all incoming correspondence and recording 
and mailing of outgoing correspondence; 

e. Provide transportation, communications, custodial and general utility services for the 
Department; 

f. Procure, store and distribute supplies and equipment of the Department, and conduct 
periodic inventories of the same; 

g. Provide messengerial and duplicating services; 

h. Receive, collect and deposit cash and pay approved payrolls and vouchers; and 

i. Perform such other functions as may be assigned. 

FUNCTIONS OF THE AGRARIAN REFORM EDUCATION SERVICE 


Sec. 11. The Agrarian Reform Education Service shall be responsible for the development and 
coordination of the training programs for the Department. It shall have the following functions, 
among others: 
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1. Prepare and conduct training programs in the Department as necessary, including the 
evaluation thereof; 

2. Provide policy guidance and develop plans and programs for effective and continuing 
educational activities through personnel training and clientele development; 

3. Coordinate and evaluate the training programs and activities undertaken by the regional 
offices and other units of the Department; 

4. Coordinate with educational institutions, public and private, in matters of personnel 
training and farmer education; 

5. Take charge of the administration of grants-in-aid and technical assistance programs for 
agrarian reform education, both foreign or local, including the coordination of training and 
education projects funded from such aid or assistance; and 

6. Perform such other functions as may be assigned. 

FUNCTIONS OF THE BUREAU OF AGRARIAN LEGAL ASSISTANCE 


Sec. 12. The Bureau of Agrarian Legal Assistance shall be responsible for the development of plans 
and programs on the extension of legal information to farmers, including share-tenants, agricultural 
lessees, owner-cultivators, agricultural farm workers and members of their immediate farm household; 
the extension of legal services to them; and the execution of leasehold contracts. 

The Bureau shall likewise be responsible for providing advice and assistance to the Office of the 
Secretary and to the regional offices on matters pertaining to agrarian legal assistance, for coordinating 
with the Office of Agrarian Counsel and the Agricultural Tenancy Commission in the implementation 
of the Bureau’s functions; and for other functions as may be provided by law. 

The Bureau shall have the following divisions with corresponding duties and responsibilities 
as follows: 


Functions of the Tudicial Cases Division 

Sec. 12.1. The Judicial Cases Division which shall have the following functions, among others: 

a. Evolve a program for servicing the judicial requirements of farmers and beneficiaries, 
including expropriation proceedings, pre-emption and redemption, and in all Civil and/or 
criminal cases arising from or connected with the results or effects of an agrarian dispute; 

b. Prescribe guidelines for the effective institution of judicial proceedings on behalf of farmers 
and beneficiaries; 

c. Prescribe measures for the expeditious land registration proceedings and petitions for 
approval of subdivisions surveys; 

d. Take charge of all judicial cases affecting farmers and beneficiaries of agrarian reform 
elevated to courts of appellate jurisdiction; 

e. Take charge of judicial cases in which the Department is a party in interest; 

f. Conduct a continuing evaluation of the handling and management of judicial cases of the 
department; and 

g. Perform such other functions as may be assigned from time to time. 
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Functions of the Claims and Conflicts Division 


Sec. 12.2. The Claims and Conflicts Division which shall have the following functions, 
among others: 

a. Evolve a program for extending legal assistance to farmers and beneficiaries in quasi- 
judicial cases and in the effective adjudication of conflicts involving land boundaries or 
preference rights in landed estates and public land reservations of the Department among 
farmers and beneficiaries themselves or with other parties; 

b. Provide guidelines for the expeditious investigation and hearing of conflicts of claims 
among farmers and beneficiaries; 

c. Review recommendations on the adjudication of cases arising from conflicting claims of 
farmers and beneficiaries; 

d. Provide and maintain a docket of cases on claims and conflicts and issue clearances in 
relation thereto; 

e. Conduct continuing evaluation of the claims and conflicts adjudication program of the 
Department; and 

g. Perform such other functions as may be assigned from time to time. 

Functions of the Legal Information and Mediation Division 

Sec. 12.3. The Legal Information and Mediation Division which shall have the following 
functions, among others: 

a. Develop a legal information program to inform farmers and landowners under the agrarian 
reform program of their rights and obligations under the Agricultural Land Reform Code, 
including the holding of rallies, conferences and similar activities and the dissemination 
of publications; 

b. Develop standards, guidelines and procedures for field legal officers in the extension of legal 
services relative to the fixing of rentals and settlement of differences arising from tenancy 
relationship, preparation of leasehold contracts and other pertinent documents, and the 
exercise of the right of expropriation, pre-emption and redemption; 

c. Study and recommend the participation of local governments in the determination of 
solutions to legal problems that may arise in their respective jurisdictions; 

d. Prepare legal information materials for publication and dissemination; 

e. Conduct periodic evaluation of the legal information and mediation program of the 
Department; and 

f. Perform such other functions as may be assigned from time to time. 

FUNCTIONS OF THE BUREAU OF LAND ACQUISITION, 

DISTRIBUTION AND DEVELOPMENT 


Sec. 13. The Bureau of Land Acquisition, Distribution and Development shall be responsible for 
the development of plans, programs, and policies relative to the acquisition of both public and private 
agricultural lands, their distribution and development, and all land surveys, including land capability 
and classification survey. 
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The Bureau shall likewise provide advice and assistance to the Office of the Secretary on matters 
pertaining to land acquisition, distribution and development of lands acquired by the Department 
and on land surveys, land capability and classification survey, consultative and advisory services to 
the regional offices of the Department; coordinate with the Land Bank, Bureau of Forestry, Bureau of 
Lands, Land Registration Commission and other agencies with related activities in the implementation 
of the bureau’s functions; and perform such other functions as may be provided by law. 

The Bureau shall have the following divisions with corresponding duties and responsibilities 
as follows: 


Functions of the Land Acquisition Division 

Sec. 13.1. The Land Acquisition Division shall have the following functions, among others: 

a. Provide guidelines and policies in the acquisition of private and public agricultural land, 
including measures to insure that all agricultural lands, either public and private, distributed 
by the government to the beneficiaries of the agrarian reform program shall be sold only by 
said beneficiaries to the government; 

b. Develop the program for acquiring agricultural lands for the Department through 
negotiated purchase, expropriation, opening of public lands reserved for settlements and 
land reclamation; 

c. Design socio-economic survey plans and prescribe guidelines and procedures in the conduct 
of such surveys in areas sought to be purchased, expropriated, opened for settlement or 
reclaimed, and in areas involved in petitions or applications for the exercise of the right of 
pre-emption and redemption; 

d. Establish a mechanism within the Department by which all the data obtained from 
such surveys are submitted to the division for analysis and formulation of policies and 
recommendations; 

e. Make recommendations regarding the acquisition of agricultural lands based on an order 
of priority; and 

f. Maintain records of all lands acquired and proposed to be acquired by the Department. 

Functions of the Land Distribution Division 

Sec. 13.2. The Land Distribution Division which shall have the following functions, among others: 

a. Provide general policies and guidelines in the distribution of all agricultural lands acquired 
by the Department; 

b. Develop a land distribution program which shall set aside areas for economic family-size 
farms, large-scale farm operations, town sites, roads, parks, government centers, and other 
community facilities; 

c. Prescribe guidelines and procedures for preliminary screening of farmer-applicants for 
economic family-size farm in landed estates, and for the purchase of public agricultural 
lands acquired by the Department; 

d. Select farmer-applicants in accordance with a schedule of priorities in the allocation of large 
areas for large-scale farming and of economic family-size farms; 
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e. Prescribe guidelines and procedures for the preliminary processing of applications of 
beneficiaries for authority to sell, lease, transfer or mortgage lots awarded to them by the 
Department, and approve or disapprove such applications; 

f. Provide policies and guidelines that will facilitate the issuance of titles to persons who have 
actually settled and cultivated disposable lands of the public domain; and 

g. Install and maintain a system of records keeping of all lands allocated by the Department, 
including those sold or leased by the Department for and in behalf of the Land Bank. 

Functions of the Land Surveys Division 

Sec. 13.3. The Land Surveys Division which shall perform the following functions, among others: 

a. Draw up plans and programs of land surveys and determine which land surveys projects 
can be done by administration or by contract; 

b. Prepare estimates, specifications and schedules of public biddings for survey projects; 
prescribe standards and guidelines in evaluating bids and proposals; and recommend 
awards of contracts; 

c. Develop and prescribe procedures and techniques on land surveys in accordance with 
standards established by the Bureau of Lands; 

d. Evaluate and compute survey notes from survey teams and prepare survey plans for 
submittal to the Bureau of Lands or Land Registration Commission; 

e. Provide technical assistance and supervision on the implementation of all survey projects 
including the assignment, when necessary, of field survey personnel to augment transit 
parties in the regions; and 

f. Maintain records of all land surveys made either by administration or by contract. 

Functions of the Land Capability and Classification Survey Division 

Sec. 13.4. The Land Capability and Classification Survey Division shall perform the following 
functions, among, others: 

a. Draw up plans and programs for complete aerial photogrammetry of the entire country, 
including photogrammetry research and training of personnel and provision of facilities for 
photogrammetry work; 

b. Supervise and inspect aerial photography, stereo-compilation and photo-analysis; 

c. Gather, compile and furnish necessary stereoscope analysis of aerial photographs for 
land use capability survey and classification, forest and mineral inventory, agricultural 
economics, land tax, mapping and other purposes, and furnish government agencies with 
aerial photograph dispositives; 

d. Establish horizontal and vertical control and signalization of control stations and corners; 
lot sketching for provisional cadastre with the use of aerial photographs or to verify if 
executed by contractors; 

e. Develop the plans and programs and provide guidelines, procedures and techniques for all 
soil surveys and classification; 

f. Analyze and compile soil data and survey reports for the production of soil maps and 
for publication; 
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g. Specify areas of soil research; provide technical supervision to field personnel engaged in 
soil work; and classify soils according to types and capabilities; 

h. Develop land use patterns for implementation by extension workers in agrarian reform 
areas; and 

i. Produce and compile adequate maps necessary for proper planning and implementation of 
the agrarian reform program. 

FUNCTIONS OF THE BUREAU OF RESETTLEMENT 


Sec. 14. The Bureau of Resettlement shall be responsible for the development of plans, 
programs, and policies for the resettlement of displaced farmers, landless families and urban workers 
in the settlement projects of the Department pursuant to Republic Act No. 6389; the management 
of settlements under the administration of the Department; and the census of proclaimed and 
unproclaimed settlements. 

The Bureau shall likewise provide advice and assistance to the Office of the Secretary on 
resettlement; consultative and advisory services to the regional offices of the Department; coordinate 
with the Bureau of Forestry, Bureau of Lands, Agricultural Productivity Commission and other 
agencies with related activities in the implementation of the bureau’s functions; and perform such other 
functions as may be provided by law. 

The Bureau shall have the following divisions with corresponding duties and responsibilities 
as follows: 


Functions of the Census and Statistics Division 


Sec. 14.1. The Census and Statistics Division shall have the following functions, among others: 

a. Plan and prepare the program for the census of proclaimed and unproclaimed settlements, 
including those voluntarily initiated by farmers on public lands, forest lands, titled private 
and public lands, and settlements administered by the Department; 

b. Design census survey plans and forms to be used; specify data to be gathered; and prescribe 
guidelines, procedures and techniques in census taking; 

c. Devise a system of data retrieval to facilitate gathering, analysis and compilation of 
statistics obtained through census surveys; and 

d. Assist the Planning Service and other bureaus of the Department in the collection of other 
data needed in the development of programs and the evaluation of project implementation. 

Functions of the Settlers’ Affairs Division 

Sec. 14.2. The Settlers’ Affairs Division shall have the following functions, among others: 

a. Plan and develop the program for resettlement of displaced farmers, landless families and 
urban workers in the settlement projects of the Department pursuant to Republic Act 
No. 6389 and provide the necessary guidelines and standards in the administration of 
settlements; 

b. Formulate and prescribe guidelines, procedures and other requirements in the preliminary 
screening of settler-applicants; 
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c. Select settler-applicants for resettlement in accordance with an established order of priority 
and coordinate with the regional offices concerned with regard to the movement of settlers 
to settlement areas; 

d. Provide guidelines and procedures in the allocation of home and farm lots in the settlements 
and recommend approval of awards; 

e. Conduct a continuing study of problems in the settlements and landed estates acquired 
by the Department as a means of determining the types of assistance needed by the 
farmer-settlers, especially with regard to housing problems, welfare services, agricultural 
production, marketing of produce, peace and order, conflicting land claims and protection 
of the rights of farmer-settlers; 

f. Develop a grants-in-aid program to accelerate the socio-economic development of 
settlement and landed estate communities through self-help among the farmer-settlers; 

g. Provide policies and guidelines in the administration of the grants-in-aid program and in 
the provision of other forms of assistance; and 

h. Undertake evaluation of the assistance programs to determine their effectiveness in terms of 
their socio-economic effects on individual farmers and with the end in view of making the 
necessary adjustments in the assistance programs. 

Functions of the Engineering Division 

Sec. 14.3. The Engineering Division shall have the following functions, among others: 

a. Develop the program on the construction of infrastructure facilities in the settlements and 
landed estates in close coordination with the Settlers’ Affairs Division to dovetail it to the 
grants-in-aid program; 

b. Establish a schedule of priorities in the construction of houses, waterworks, irrigation 
system and other community facilities taking into account the immediate needs of the 
settlement communities; 

c. Prepare the blueprints and other plans and render technical assistance to and supervise field 
personnel in the implementation of construction projects; 

d. Determine assignment of field engineering personnel to construction projects in agrarian 
reform areas; 

e. Provide guidelines in the maintenance of settlement facilities and in land clearing 
activities; and 

f. Prepare specifications, estimates and schedules for public bidding of construction projects, 
and equipment; recommend awards and enforce terms of contracts. 

Functions of the Special Projects Division 

Sec. 14.4. The Special Projects Division shall have the following functions, among others: 

a. Conduct feasibility studies on the establishment and operation of communal farms patterned 
after the moshav type of agricultural cooperatives and assist in the implementation of 
these projects; 

b. Plan and develop joint special projects and coordinate with, and provide technical assistance 
to the private sector in the implementation of these projects; and

c. Develop a program of land consolidation in the settlements to improve land structure, 
methods of farming and increase productive areas. 

FUNCTIONS OF THE BUREAU OF FARM MANAGEMENT 


Sec. 15. The Bureau of Farm Management shall be responsible for the development of plans, 
programs and policies for the diffusion of useful and practical information, knowledge and skills 
on agriculture, soil conservation, livestock, fisheries, forest conservation, public lands and natural 
resources laws, home economics and rural life to encourage their application. 

It shall develop plans and programs to promote, stimulate and encourage the formation and 
growth of agricultural cooperatives and other associations, including study clubs, committees and 
farmers and homemakers’ associations through which social and economic conditions in the rural 
areas may be enhanced. 

The plans and programs of the Bureau for agricultural extension and related activities shall be 
primarily oriented towards providing services to the farmers and beneficiaries directly affected by the 
agrarian reform program. 

The Bureau shall provide advice and assistance to the Office of the Secretary and to the regional 
offices on matters pertaining to agricultural extension, coordinate and establish close working 
relationships to avoid duplication of activities with the Department of Agriculture and Natural 
Resources, the Agricultural Productivity Commission and the Agricultural Credit Administration in the 
performance of its functions and perform such other functions as may be provided by law. 

The Bureau shall have the following divisions with corresponding duties and responsibilities, 
as follows: 


Functions of the Agricultural Development Division 

Sec. 15.1. The Agricultural Development Division shall have the following functions, among 
others: 

a. Develop a program for increased farm production among the farmers and beneficiaries 
directly affected by the agrarian reform program; 

b. Formulate standards and guidelines for the establishment by farm management 
technologists of work programs in the implementation of supervised credit; 

c. Prescribe effective measures for the improvement of crop production through the utilization 
of approved farm extension methods and practices; 

d. Plan and program the establishment of nurseries and demonstration farms; 

e. Work out arrangements whereby the Department’s extension workers may avail of the 
services and facilities of the personnel and experiment stations of the Department of 
Agriculture and Natural Resources and the Agricultural Productivity Commission; 

f. Develop agricultural and allied information on improved farm practices for dissemination 
by field workers to farmers; 

g. Take charge of the development of an effective farm planning and budgeting as basis for 
supervised credit assistance to farmers; 

h. Evolve programs on agricultural engineering for the development of farms; 

i. Conduct periodic evaluation of departmental programs on agricultural development; and 

j. Perform such other functions as may be assigned from time to time. 
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Functions of the Home Management and Rural Youth Development Division 

Sec. 15.2. The Home Management and Rural Youth Development Division shall perform the 
following functions among others: 

a. Formulate and prescribe guidelines and techniques for home management technologists in 
extending assistance to farm families, particularly on family planning, good and nutrition, 
home sanitation, clothing, child care, and adult education and in the organization of rural 
improvement clubs; 

b. Undertake research on home industries which can be promoted in the rural homes and 
implemented by the women and the youth and on other socio-economic projects that will 
encourage their participation in community development work; 

c. Provide the rural youth technologists with the standards, guidelines and techniques in the 
organization of rural youth clubs through which the youth people in the rural areas can be 
trained in community leadership; 

d. Develop programs and guidelines for the conduct of campaigns for better food and 
nutrition practices among the farm families; 

e. Conduct periodic evaluation of departmental programs on home and youth development; 
and 

f. Perform such other functions as may be assigned from time to time. 

Functions of the Cooperatives Organization Division 

Sec. 15.3. The Cooperatives Organization Division shall have the following functions, among 
others: 

a. Evolve programs on agricultural cooperatives organization and development geared 
towards the growth of more independent, self-reliant and responsible farm families; 

b. Develop programs for a comprehensive information drive on agricultural cooperative 
organization including multi-purpose cooperatives and other farmers’ associations; 

c. Conduct research on cooperative development activities in progressive countries which can 
be adopted by the Department to accelerate the development of cooperatives in the country; 

d. Provide the cooperative agents with guidelines, procedures and techniques in educating 
the farmers on cooperative principles and on the economic benefits they can derive from 
cooperative undertakings; 

e. Conduct periodic evaluation of departmental programs on cooperative organization and 
development; and 

f. Perform such other functions as may be assigned from time to time. 

FUNCTIONS OF THE REGIONAL OFFICES 


Sec. 16. The Department shall have Regional Offices in each of the ten (10) regional areas 
established under Section 50-1 of the Land Reform Code, as amended, which shall be located in the 
regional centers specified therein. The Secretary of Agrarian Reform shall initially organize Regional 
Offices in the following regions: 
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Region No. 3 - The Central Luzon Region, 

Region No. 4 - The Southern Tagalog Region, 

Region No. 5 - The Bicol Region, 

Region No. 7 - The Central and Eastern Visayas Region, and 
Region No. 9 - The Central Mindanao Region. 

The Secretary is authorized to organize regional offices in the other five regions as soon as 
funds are available and more extensive agrarian reform activities are activated in these regions. In the 
meantime, Region No. 1 (Ilocos Region) and Region No. 2 (Cagayan Valley Region) shall be serviced 
by the Regional Office of Region No. 3 located at San Fernando, Pampanga; Region No. 6 (Western 
Visayas Region) by the Regional Office of Region No. 7 located at Cebu City; and Region No. 8 
(Western Mindanao Region) and Region No. 10 (Eastern Mindanao Region) by the Regional Office of 
Region No. 9 located at Cagayan de Oro City. 

Sec. 17. The Regional Office shall be responsible for the general supervision, direction and 
coordination of the operations and activities of the Department within the Region. It shall perform the 
following broad functions provided for by the Land Reform Code: 

(1) Implement laws, policies, plans, programs, rules, and regulations of the Department in the 
regional area; 

(2) Provide economical, efficient, and effective service to the people; 

(3) Coordinate with regional offices of other departments, bureaus and agencies in the area; 

(4) Coordinate with local government in the area; 

(5) Perform such related functions as may be provided by other existing laws. 

Sec. 18. The Regional Office shall have the following divisions with corresponding duties and 
responsibilities, as follows: 


Functions of the Administrative Division 


Sec. 18.1. The Administrative Division which shall have the following functions, among others: 

a. Provide advice, develop and manage a personnel management program which shall include 
training of personnel, action on various personnel transactions, and dissemination of laws, 
rules and regulations on personnel; 

b. Prepare, submit, execute and control the budget for the region; 

c. Prepare and maintain books of accounts; 

d. Pay salaries and wages and other approved vouchers; 

e. Procure supplies, keep records, and provide security, janitorial, messenger and other general 
services; and 

f. Perform such other administrative functions as may be directed by the Regional Director. 

Functions of the Operations Division 

Sec. 18.2. The Operations Division shall constitute the staff of the Regional Director in the 
formulation and evaluation of the execution of plans and programs on the substantive functions of the 
Department in the region. It shall have the following functions, among others: 
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a. Prepare and submit plans and programs for the region for approval and/or incorporation in 
a nation-wide program on the following substantive functions: 

(1) Farm Extension Services, 

(2) Home Management Services, 

(3) Rural Youth Development, 

(4) Cooperatives Development, 

(5) Legal Services, 

(6) Land Affairs and Special Services, 

(7) Financial Assistance and Credit Services, and 

(8) Other related services. 

b. Provide technical assistance to the District Offices, Agrarian Reform Teams and other 
field units in the implementation of approved plans and programs on agrarian reform 
substantive services; 

c. Evaluate the implementation and effectiveness of plans and programs and recommend 
remedial measures; 

d. Perform such operational activities as may be necessary or more economical and effective at 
the regional level, including supervising the proper implementation of contractual surveys; 
conducting land surveys by administration; and reviewing and acting on all matters 
investigated and elevated by the District Offices to the Regional Office; and 

e. Perform other functions as may be directed by competent authority. 

FUNCTIONS OF THE DISTRICT OFFICES 

Sec. 19. The Secretary is authorized to organize such number of District Offices within a 
regional area as the exigencies of the Land Reform Program may require. The District Office, under 
the immediate supervision and direction of the appropriate regional office, shall be the organizational 
machinery of the Department in the district responsible for the expeditious implementation of 
substantive programs and projects on agrarian reforms. 

The District Office shall consist of the District Office proper and the Agrarian Reform Teams 
which shall service, where appropriate, the agrarian settlements. 

Functions of the District Office Proper 

Sec. 19.1. The District Office proper shall be responsible for the general supervision, direction and 
coordination of the operations and activities of the Department including the agrarian reform teams 
operating within the district, and shall have the following functions, among others: 

a. Set priorities, specific targets, schedules and deadlines for the execution of plans, programs 
and projects on the following substantive agrarian reform functions: 

(1) Farm Extension Services, 

(2) Home Management Services, 

(3) Rural Youth Development Services, 

(4) Legal Services, 
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(5) Land Affairs and Special Services, 

(6) Financial Assistance and Supervised Credit Services, and 

(7) Other related services. 

b. Conduct planned and periodic performance audit surveys in collaboration with the regional 
office, to assess the effectiveness of agrarian reform program and projects in the district; 

c. Conduct spot inspections as may be necessary to identify specific operational problems and 
recommend solutions to problems identified; 

d. Perform such operational activities as may be necessary to be undertaken at the district 
level, including providing legal service to tenants, agricultural lessees, farm workers 
and agricultural owner-cultivators or members of their immediate farm household in 
cases arising from or are connected with agrarian disputes; handling of expropriation 
proceedings; registering cooperatives organized by Agrarian Reform Teams with the ACA 
district office; and reviewing and acting on all matters initially investigated and elevated by 
Agrarian Reform Teams to the District Office. 

e. Provide administrative services to the district office and agrarian reform team as may be 
practicable; and 

f. Perform such other functions as may be directed by competent authority. 

Functions of the Agrarian Reform Teams 

Sec. 19.2. The Agrarian Reform Team, through its extension workers, legal officers and other 
specialists, shall provide direct assistance to farmers, lessee-tillers and the public on the various aspects 
of the agrarian reform program. 

It shall have the following functions, among others: 

a. Provide technical assistance on farm extension services, including scientific agricultural 
development, out of school farmers education; promotion, formation and growth of farmers 
association and other related services to improve the managerial skills of the farmers; 

b. Provide technical assistance on home management services, including the promotion 
of home industries, child care and development, food and nutrition, out of school home 
management education and other related activities to improve the living conditions of the 
farm families; 

c. Provide assistance on rural youth training and development, promotion and guidance of 
rural youth clubs and establishment of income generating projects; 

d. Prepare, execute and evaluate plans and programs for the organization, operation and other 
aspects of cooperatives development; 

e. Provide assistance on various legal services, including legal information and legal 
counselling, processing and documentation of applications for free patent and applications 
to purchase lots, preliminary investigations of conflicting claims on lot boundaries 
and appraisal of properties, mediation of differences or problems arising from tenancy 
relationship, execution and registration of lease contracts, initial investigation of 
administrative cases and other legal services; 

f. Provide assistance on problems relating to land affairs and special services, including 
preliminary screening of settler-applicants and prospective allocatees; preliminary 
investigation of estates voluntarily offered for government acquisition, estates under petition 
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for appropriation and estates under petition for pre-emption and redemption; initial studies 
on land consolidation schemes as basis for economic family-size farms; initial studies on 
land capability and classification to aid in the summary fixing of rentals; and determination 
of the suitability of prospective land settlements and other related services; and 

g. Render assistance on the extension and re-payment of loans under a scheme of supervised 
credit and provide liaison services with different lending institutions. 

Sec. 19.3. The Agrarian Reform Team shall perform the following additional functions in an area 
where it services an agrarian resettlement: 

a. Prepare and execute approved area development programs to include the clearing of 
the settlement, building and maintenance of roads, school buildings, artesian wells and 
water works; 

b. Provide medical services to the settlers; 

c. Advance to the settlers subsistence, work animals, farm implements, seeds and other facilities; 

d. Allocate farm and home lots to newly resettled families; 

e. Maintain peace and order within the resettlement area; 

f. Maintain coordinative and liaison relationships with other agencies of the national 
government; 

g. Secure the support and active involvement of local governments on the programs and 
projects of the settlement; and 

h. Pave the way for the absorption of the settlement by an existing local government or the 
creation of a new municipality. 

Functions of the Consultative and Coordinating Committee 

Sec. 20. A Consultative and Coordinating Committee shall be created and attached to the 
Regional Office and District Office, respectively. The Committee shall include in its membership 
representatives of tiller-lessees, local governments in the area, civic and religious institutions and other 
segments of the community as the Secretary may deem appropriate. 

Sec. 21. The Committee shall serve as a medium in securing the popular support and active 
involvement of local governments, tiller-lessees, civic and religious organizations and other segments of 
the community within a geographic region or district. 

It shall have the following functions, among others: 

1. Provide advisory, consultative and coordinating services in the initial preparation of plans, 
programs and projects covering the various aspects of the agrarian reform program such as 
the leasehold system, the acquisition, distribution and development of private and public 
agricultural lands, the development of cooperatives and small scale industries and the 
like, and other corollary operations activities that should be carried out through barrio, 
municipal, provincial and city governments; 

2. Provide an organized forum for seeking public opinion, conducting public hearings and 
initiating studies to establish the basis for determining feasibility and fund requirements of 
agrarian reform projects; and 

3. Offer individual or collective mediation facilities on agrarian disputes and other operation 
problems. 
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CREATION OF THE AGRARIAN REFORM COORDINATING COUNCIL 


Sec. 22. There is hereby created an Agrarian Reform Coordinating Council composed of the 
Secretary of Agrarian Reform as Chairman and the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources, 
Secretary of Finance, Secretary of Justice, and Presidential Assistant for Community Development 
as members, which shall provide technical advice and assistance to the Department and foster 
interdepartmental coordination among agencies performing functions related to land reform.

Sec. 24. Except as otherwise provided by law, all appointments to the positions authorized under 
this Staffing Pattern shall be in accordance with the merit requirements of the Civil Service Law and 
rules and duly approved qualification standards for each position: Provided, that in the case of new 
position titles, qualification standards therefor shall be developed by the Department, subject to 
approval by the President upon recommendation of the Civil Service Commission. 

Sec. 25. All personnel of the defunct National Land Reform Council and Land Authority and 
all organic personnel of the defunct Land Reform Project Administration who hold permanent 
appointments and whose performance ratings are at least satisfactory shall be given preference for 
appointment to these positions. Consideration for the employment of other persons shall be made only 
after these personnel shall have been considered. 

Sec. 26. Should separations or demotions arise as a result of the establishment of this personnel 
structure, the provisions of the Civil Service Rule on Reduction in Lorce shall be strictly followed. 

Sec. 27. No original appointments to positions, except confidential positions, in the Staffing 
Pattern shall be made until all present qualified employees in the abolished agencies shall have been 
absorbed to appropriate positions provided in the Staffing Pattern. The Secretary of Agrarian Reform 
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shall furnish the Civil Service Commission a certified list of all employees separated as a result of the 
implementation of the organization of the Department together with a justification for their separation. 

Sec. 28. The position titles used in the Staffing Pattern are tentative and shall be used only for 
purposes of initial appointments to positions provided therein. The position titles shall be subject to 
final determination and allocation to appropriate classes and salary ranges by WAPCO upon conduct 
of the usual audit of the duties and responsibilities assigned to the positions. 

Sec. 29. All initial appointments to positions in the Staffing Pattern shall be at the authorized or 
actual salaries of the incumbents appointed to the positions, whichever is higher. In the reallocation of 
appropriations authorized to be made under Section 34 of this Executive Order, an adequate lump-sum 
amount shall be provided to take care of all cases where the actual salary of the appointee is more than 
the rate authorized. 

Sec. 30. Salary increases as may result from appointments to positions in the Staffing Pattern shall 
be effective only after final determination and allocation of said positions by the WAPCO pursuant to 
Section 28 of this Executive Order. 

Sec. 31. In the selection and initial appointment of personnel for positions in the Staffing Pattern, 
the Secretary shall be assisted by a Committee composed of a representative of the Department of 
Agrarian Reform, a representative of the Presidential Economic Staff, and a representative of the Civil 
Service Commission. 

Sec. 32. The Secretary of Agrarian Reform is authorized to make the necessary changes in the 
Staffing Pattern with the approval of the Office of the President upon the recommendation of the 
Commissioner of the Budget, to correct deficiencies that in his opinion may have resulted from 
the preparation thereof: Provided , That any adjustment or adjustments made pursuant hereto 
shall not result in an increase in the total appropriations for personal services authorized for the 
Department: Provided , Further , That such adjustment’s shall not result in an increase in the number of 
authorized positions herein prescribed; Provided , Finally , That such adjustments shall not be contrary 
to the constraints on the personnel structure provided for under Republic Act No. 6389. 

REALLOCATION OF APPROPRIATIONS 


Sec. 33. The total appropriations authorized from all funds for the Land Authority, including 
the National Land Reform Council and the Land Reform Project Administration under Republic Act 
Numbered Sixty-four hundred, (B- Office of the President, (5) Land Authority, pp. 105-133) are made 
available, based on the unexpended balances thereof as of the effective date of this Executive Order, for 
the operations of the Department for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1972. 

Sec. 34. The Commissioner of the Budget is authorized to reallocate the appropriations made 
available to the Department in accordance with the following budgetary structure herein prescribed for 
the Department:

Sec. 35. Unless otherwise contrary to Republic Act No. 6389 and this Executive Order, the Special 
Provisions applicable to the Land Authority under Republic Act No. 6400 shall remain in full force 
and effect with reference to the Department. 

Sec. 36. Unless otherwise contrary to and/or affected or modified by Republic Act No. 6389 and 
this Executive Order, the lump-sum appropriations for specific purposes including capital outlays 
as well as the provisos and limiting clauses applicable to the appropriations herein made available 
to the Department under Section 14 hereof, shall remain in full force and effect with reference to 
the Department. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Sec. 37. The Secretary of Agrarian Reform is hereby authorized to organize the field operations of 
the Department in accordance with the provisions of this Executive Order, including determining the 
initial complement of the various regional offices and making the necessary subsequent adjustment in 
the assignment of field personnel and agrarian reform teams among the various regional offices as the 
exigency of the agrarian reform program may require.

Sec. 38. The Secretary of Agrarian Reform shall delegate as much authority as is necessary and 
feasible to the regional offices of the Department: Provided , That such delegation shall be in writing; 
shall indicate to which officer or class of officers or employees the delegation is made; shall define the 
extent to which each delegatee will be held responsible for results; and shall best each delegatee with 
sufficient authority to enable him to discharge his assigned responsibility; Provided , Further , That such 
delegation shall be effected within the fiscal period ending June 30, 1972. 

TIMING OF ADMINISTRATIVE ACTIONS 


Sec. 39. The Secretary shall direct the orderly scheduling of transfers, changes and other 
transitional actions required by Republic Act 6389 otherwise known as the Code of the Agrarian 
Reform of the Philippines and this Executive Order, including the final selection of personnel to fit 
the positions in the Staffing Pattern; provided that all such actions shall be completed within ninety 
days following the issuance of this Executive Order. In the interim, each entity shall continue to 
perform its existing functions until such time as the appropriate authority orders change or cessation 
and each officer and employee shall continue to perform his duties and to exercise his authority until 
such time as the Secretary orders otherwise but not beyond the termination of the transition period 
prescribed above. 

Sec. 40. The Commissioner of the Budget shall effect the orderly reallocation of funds and other 
transitional actions relative thereto to enable the Department to be fully operational within sixty days 
following the issuance of this Executive Order. The Commissioner of the Budget shall likewise reflect in 
full all the provisions of Republic Act No. 6389 and this Executive Order or parts thereof in the Budget 
for the next succeeding fiscal year and thereafter except as may otherwise be more specifically provided.

CREATING THE AGRICULTURAL GUARANTEE FUND BOARD 


Pursuant to the provisions of Section 13 of Republic Act No. 6390 (An Act to Accelerate 
the Implementation of the Agrarian Reform Program by Creating Agrarian Reform Special 
Account in the General Fund, Providing the Necessary Funds Therefor, and For Other Purposes), 
I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers vested in me by 
law, do hereby create the Agricultural Guarantee Fund Board composed of the following members: 


Secretary of Finance Chairman 

Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources Member 

Secretary of Agrarian Reform Member 

Governor of the Central Bank of the Philippines Member 

President of the Rural Bankers Association of the Philippines Member 


In the event that the Chairman or any member of the Board cannot attend any meeting thereof, 
he shall designate the next ranking official of the office or agency concerned to represent him in the 
deliberations of the Board. 

The Board shall have the following duties and functions: 

a) To administer the Agricultural Guarantee Fund established under Section 12 of Republic 
Act No. 6390; 

b) To formulate the policies necessary for the administration of the Agricultural Guarantee 
Fund in accordance with the objectives of the law; 

c) To promulgate such rules and regulations as may be necessary to insure the effective and 
efficient implementation of such policies; 

d) To design and install the administrative machinery for the Fund and approve the 
appointment or designation of personnel thereto; and 

e) To take such other action as may be necessary under the provisions of the law or in 
furtherance of its objectives. 

Within thirty days from the opening of every session of Congress, the Board shall submit to the 
Joint Committee created under Republic Act No. 6390, an annual report on the status of the Fund, 
showing among others, the total amount of the Fund, the details of investment and returns on these 
investments, and amounts actually spent to pay off the guaranteed losses or uncollectible debts. 

The Board is hereby authorized to request any department, bureau, office, agency, or 
instrumentality of the Government for the detail or assignment of such personnel as may be needed to 
assist the Board in the discharge of its functions and responsibilities. 
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Done in the City of Manila, this 10th day of November, in the year of our Lord, nineteen 
hundred seventy-one.

CREATING THE COUNCIL OF LEADERS 


WHEREAS, it is imperative that the President of the Philippines be advised on all matters 
requiring policy pronouncements on national issues and problems and on actions he has to take on the 
same; 

WHEREAS, there are presently two such advisory bodies - the Council of State and the Council 
of Leaders - whose functions and members are more or less identical and overlapping and duplicating 
each other; and 

WHEREAS, to achieve better coordination of activities and more fruitful results, it is advisable 
that there be only one policy-making and consultative body to the President. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby organize the Council of Leaders to be composed of 
the following: 

1. The Vice President 

2. Former Presidents of the Republic of the Philippines 

3. The President of the Senate 

4. The Speaker, House of Representatives 

5. The Executive Secretary and other members of the Cabinet the functions of whose 
departments are relevant to the subject matter to be discussed in the Council 

6. The President Pro Tempore of the Senate 

7. The Speaker Pro Tempore of the House of Representatives 

8. The Majority Floor Leaders of both Houses of Congress 

9. The Minority Floor Leaders of both Houses of Congress

PROMULGATING THE GUIDELINES TO GOVERN THE REVIEW BY GOVERNMENT 
AGENCIES CONCERNED OF SERVICE AGREEMENTS BETWEEN LOCAL PETROLEUM 
CONCESSIONAIRES AND FOREIGN OIL EXPLORATION COMPANIES 


WHEREAS, in recent years, the number of service agreements between local petroleum 
concessionaires and foreign oil exploration companies submitted for approval to the respective 
government agencies concerned has greatly increased; 

WHEREAS, there is now a pressing need to define the guidelines for the review of these 
agreements, of such great importance to the discovery and development of a strategic natural resources; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby promulgate these guidelines, in the manner hereinafter specified. 

Guidelines 


The following shall govern the review of service agreements between local petroleum 
concessionaires and foreign oil exploration companies. They are promulgated with a view to attracting 
significant amounts of risk capital into petroleum exploration ventures in the Philippines, consistent 
with Constitutional and legal requirements on the exploration, exploitation and disposition of 
petroleum resources. 


Compliance with Qualification and Application Procedures 

1. In cases where applications for concessions are presented contemporaneously with service 
agreements, proof of qualification of both the concessionaire and the foreign entity under Republic 
Act No. 387 (the Petroleum Act) and pertinent rules and regulations, and of compliance with the 
application procedures established by the Bureau of Mines for concessions, shall be required before 
any service agreement is reviewed. More specifically, applicants for concessions shall fulfill the 
qualifications under Article 31 of the Petroleum Act, briefly as follows: 

1.1. For an individual: Filipino citizenship, legal age, capacity to contract; 

1.2. For a corporation or partnership: at least 60% ownership; 

1.3. Proof of sufficient financial, organizational and technical resources to undertake the 

operations contemplated. 

2. The foreign entity must be registered with the Board of Investments, and registered with, or 
licensed by, the Securities and Exchange Commission. It must be qualified, financially and technically, 
to undertake and complete the agreed-upon program of work, which shall include, but not be limited 
to, the completion of predrilling exploration work within two years for either onshore or offshore 
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areas from the time of the approval of the service agreement by the Secretary of Agriculture and 
Natural Resources. 

3. All applications for concessions shall be submitted to the Bureau of Mines and shall comply 
with the requirements of applicable laws and regulations. 

4. In accordance with Article 24 of the Petroleum Act, an efficient and economic program of 
work shall be submitted for prior approval to the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources. 

Service Agreements 

1. Service agreements may be entered into between local petroleum concessionaires and 
foreign oil exploration companies with the prior approval of the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural 
Resources, under the following guidelines: 

1.1. In addition to the services to be rendered, the foreign entity may elect to bear part of 
the costs incurred in exploration of petroleum deposits. This should not give the foreign entity 
equity participation; however, the foreign entity may, in addition, become an equity participant 
in the Philippine entity holding the concession, to the extent of the 40% participation allowed 
by the Constitution, in the absence of other considerations which would defeat the intent of the 
Constitution and pertinent laws. 

1.2. The effective management of the activities authorized the concessionaire under the terms of 
the concession cannot be transferred or assigned to the foreign entity under the service agreement. 

1.3. The provisions of Section 13 of the Corporation Law shall be observed in the review of 
agreements entered into between a foreign entity and more than one Filipino entity. 

Repayment of Service Contractor 

1. The service agreement must incorporate a repayment scheme for all advances in services and 
financing supplied by the foreign entity, which shall include the following terms: 

1.1. Approval of foreign exchange payments by the Central Bank; 

1.2. A fixed period of repayment less than the life of the concession; 

1.3. Except for repayment of pre-production expenses which shall adhere as closely as possible to 
international practice, a provision that the interest charged on the fair value of services rendered 
actual funds advanced by the foreign entity shall not be more than the prevailing international 
interest rates charged for similar types of transaction. 

2. Repayment to the foreign entity may be in cash or in allotments of production, the latter subject 
to the condition that domestic requirements of petroleum and its products are first satisfied. 

Work Obligations 

1 . As earlier indicated, the service agreement must show that predrilling exploration work will 
be completed within two years from the approval of such contract by the Secretary of Agriculture and 
Natural Resources. 

Furthermore, if predrilling exploration work warrants drilling, the foreign entity shall drill at least 
one exploratory test well within one year from the completion of the predrilling exploration work. 
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2. The service agreement must provide that the Government may revoke the approval of the 
service agreement upon failure of the foreign entity to fulfill the agreed-upon program of work. The 
agreement shall thereafter be null and void. 

Labor 


1 . The provisions of the service agreement must indicate that Filipinos are to be given preference 
in employment in all phases of operations for which they are qualified. 

2. Alien employees shall be limited to technicians and executives requiring highly specialized 
training or long experience, whose duties shall be clearly specified, and whose employment shall be 
subject to the required approvals under existing laws. 

3. In every case where foreign technicians and executives are employed, an effective program of 
understudies is to be instituted, which shall be the responsibility of the concessionaire to implement. 
The concessionaire shall submit to the Bureau of Mines and to the Department of Labor semestral 
reports on the progress of the training programs for Filipino understudies. 

General Guideline for Interpretation 

In the review of service agreements between local concessionaires and foreign entities, the agreements 
are to be interpreted so as to ensure not only the continued inviolability of the Constitution and the 
laws, but also the attraction of a significant amount of risk capital, both foreign and domestic, into 
oil exploration and development ventures in the Philippines.

CREATING THE INTER-AGENCY COMMITTEE ON ASEAN AFFAIRS

By virtue of the powers vested in me by law, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the 
Philippines, upon recommendation of the Philippine Delegation which participated in the 2nd Meeting 
of the Permanent Committee on Commerce and Industry of the Association of South East Asian 
Nations (ASEAN) held in Manila on April 15 to 17, 1971, do hereby create an inter-agency committee, 
to be known as the Inter-Agency Committee on ASEAN Affairs, composed of the following: 


A representative of the Department of Foreign Affairs Member 

A representative of the Board of Investments Member 

A representative of the Tariff Commission Member 

A representative of the Department of Commerce and Industry Member 

A representative of the Central Bank of the Philippines Member 

A representative of the Development Bank of the Philippines Member 

A representative of the National Economic Council Member 

A representative of the Presidential Economic Staff Member 

A representative of the Congressional Economic Planning Office Member 


The Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the Committee shall be selected by the committee members 
on the basis of the particular subject matter to be discussed or proposal to be undertaken. 

The main function of the Committee is to formulate and recommend appropriate Philippine 
policies and programs of action on various areas of economic cooperation under ASEAN. It is given 
the authority to recommend through the Secretary of Foreign Affairs the composition of Philippine 
delegations to the various permanent committee meetings of ASEAN. The ASEAN National Secretariat 
of the Philippines under the Department of Foreign Affairs shall be given the task of convening the 
meetings of the Committee and providing the necessary staff support. 

In order to carry out its functions, the Committee is hereby authorized to constitute technical 
committees whenever it deems it necessary. It is also authorized to call directly upon any department, 
bureau or office in the executive branch of the Government or upon any government-owned or 
controlled entity or agency for such assistance as the Committee may need and to request for, utilize 
and make use of the services of their personnel. It may request the services of members of the private 
sector for advice and consultation.

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby amend and modify Executive Order No. 337 creating the 
Medical Assistance Program Task Force in the following respects:

a) To advise the Commission on policies that would lay the groundwork for Program II of 
Republic Act 6111; 

b) To suggest ways and means of providing medical care benefits to non-beneficiaries of 
Program I of Republic Act 6111; 

c) To advise the Commission on factual conditions of rural areas relevant to Program II 
evolvement; 

d) To recommend to the Commission the implementation of policies, plans, and action 
programs as formulated from the moment of its organization; 

e) To advise the Commission on pertinent changes and revisions of action programs as 
may be deemed necessary. 

2) All other provisions in the aforesaid Executive Order No. 337 inconsistent herewith are 
hereby revoked accordingly.

WHEREAS, in an Exchange of Notes between the Government of the United States of America 
and the Republic of the Philippines, the former has made available to the latter Funds for Assistance to 
the Philippine Land Reform Education Program out of the Special Fund for Education, United States 
Public Law No. 88-94, known as the Land Reform Education Fund; 

WHEREAS, it has been agreed between the two governments that the Land Reform Education 
Fund shall be established as a permanent Trust Fund, the income of which shall be used to finance the 
land reform education program in the Philippines; 

WHEREAS, under the Agreement, the National Land Reform Council has been designated as the 
Trustee of the Fund; and 

WHEREAS, the National Land Reform Council has been abolished under Republic Act 
No. 6389, otherwise known as the Code of Agrarian Reforms of the Philippines, and succeeded by the 
Department of Agrarian Reform under a Cabinet Secretary; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby designate the Department of Agrarian Reform, through the 
Secretary, as Trustee of the Land Reform Education Fund. 

In this capacity, it shall perform the following functions, subject to the approval of the President; 

1. Formulate the general policy for the Fund, and make decisions on the use of the Fund’s 
income and capital gains, including final action on appropriation for grants and research 
projects; 

2. Formulate and adopt an assistance program based on educational programs which 
have been set forth in the Agreement on the use of the Fund; extending preference to 
projects which are enduring or self-sustaining or which incorporate counterpart financial 
agreements; 

3. Approve programs and projects to be undertaken by the Philippine Land Reform Center 
for Continuing Education which shall implement such programs and projects and authorize 
expenditures for such programs and projects out of the earnings of Fund; 

4. Obtain professional counsel and services for the wise and prudent management of the Fund 
entrusted to it through an Investment and Financial Manager; and 

5. Employ staff personnel, advisors and consultants to assist in the educational program 
planning and implementation.

EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 366 

CREATING THE ASSISTANCE CENTER FOR EX-SERVICEMEN 


By virtue of the powers vested in me by law, I, FERDINAND, E. MARCOS, President of the 
Philippines, do hereby create in the Department of National Defense and Assistance Center for 
Ex-Servicemen (ACES) which shall be charged with the following duties: 

1. To formulate and implement plans to enable retiring and retired/honorably discharged 
military personnel acquire skills useful in civilian endeavors. 

2. To liaison and coordinate with civilian agencies and business enterprises for the purpose of 
assisting retired/honorably discharged military personnel obtain employment in the private sector. 
Toward this end, the Center shall maintain a list of job vacancies and a list of retired/honorably 
discharged military personnel appropriately grouped on the basis of their expertise and qualifications. 

3. To help retired/honorably discharged military personnel undertake feasibility studies on 
projects/business ventures in which they can fruitfully engage. 

4. To promote the formation, establishment and operation by retired/honorably discharged 
military personnel of private corporations/cooperatives and to furnish the latter with technical and 
professional assistance and guidance, information, data and the results of any studies conducted by 
the Center or available to it. 

5. To assist these personnel, their widows and dependents whose problems are brought to the 
attention of the Secretary of National Defense. 

6. To perform such other functions as may from time to time be assigned to it by the President 
or the Secretary of National Defense. 

Within the context of applicable laws, private corporations and cooperatives operated by ex- 
servicemen shall be given preference in the grant by relevant government agencies of concessions, 
licenses or permits in carrying out the purposes for which they are established; and in the purchase 
of necessary items by the Government, preference shall likewise be given to articles manufactured, 
produced or sold by such corporations and cooperatives. 

The Assistance Center for Ex-Servicemen shall be composed of a Chairman and a Vice-Chairman 
to be designated by the Secretary of National Defense and such subordinate officials and personnel as 
may be appointed and/or assigned or detailed to this Center from other Offices and Agencies of the 
Department of National Defense upon recommendation of the Chairman.

WHEREAS, Executive Order No. 367 dated January 18, 1972, might create some ambiguity in 
the interpretation and application of its provisions, apart from the fact that it contains superfluous and 
unnecessary subheadings; 

WHEREAS, it is deemed necessary to simplify and harmonize commodity classifications in the 
executive order with those of the Tariff and Customs Code for a more effective, proper and correct 
implementation and administration of said executive order; and 

WHEREAS, it is also necessary to effect a more comprehensive adoption of the recommendations 
of the Tariff Commission and the National Economic Council; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby amend Executive Order No. 367 dated January 18, 1972, 
to read as follows:

CREATING THE PHILIPPINE COMMITTEE ON UNCTAD MATTERS 


WHEREAS, the United Nations Conference on Trade and Development (UNCTAD) is an 
international body established to provide, by means of international cooperation, appropriate solutions 
to the problems of world trade and development in the interest of all peoples and particularly to the 
urgent problems of the developing countries including the Philippines; 

WHEREAS, the Philippines is an active member of the UNCTAD and has participated in various 
UNCTAD conferences; 

WHEREAS, Philippine participation in UNCTAD conferences should be made more effective; 

WHEREAS, the amount of work relative to UNCTAD matters has grown by leaps and bounds 
and has regularly involved various agencies of the government and the private sector; and 

WHEREAS, there is a need to create a national committee to attend to all UNCTAD matters; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby create the PHILIPPINE COMMITTEE ON UNCTAD 
MATTERS. 

1. The Committee shall be composed of the Undersecretary of Foreign Affairs, as chairman, 
and a representative each of the Department of Commerce and Industry, the Department of Finance, 
the National Economic Council, the Central Bank of the Philippines, the Presidential Economic Staff 
and the Board of Investments, as members, all to be designated by their respective heads of Offices. 

2. The Committee shall have the following functions: 

(a) To coordinate and make more effective Philippine participation in UNCTAD 
conferences; 

(b) To prepare position papers on Philippine participation in UNCTAD conferences; 

(c) To recommend to the President, through the Secretary of Foreign Affairs, the 
composition of the Philippine representation in UNCTAD conferences; 

(d) To receive, compile, collate and disseminate all data, documents and other information 
and materials pertaining to UNCTAD; and 

(e) To do all other activities which will increase effective participation of the Philippines in 
UNCTAD conferences. 

3. In order to carry out its functions, the Committee is hereby granted the authority to constitute 
technical committees whenever it may deem necessary. It is also authorized to call directly upon any 
department, bureau, or office in the executive branch of the government or upon any government- 
owned or controlled entity or agency for such assistance as the Committee may need and to request, 
utilize, and make use of the services of their personnel. It may also request the services of members of 
the private sector for advice and consultation. 
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4. To assist the Committee in the performance of their functions, a Secretariat shall be 
established in the Department of Foreign Affairs.

c. To advise the Commission on factual conditions of rural areas relevant to Program II 
evolvement; 

d. To recommend to the Commission the implementation of policies, plans, and action 
programs as formulated from the moment of its organization;

WHEREAS, recent technical advances in civil aviation and the present and projected air traffic 
density necessitates the expansion of the MIA complex; 

WHEREAS, the Civil Aeronautics Administration area now being occupied by the Philippine Air 
Force could be made available for airport expansion; 

WHEREAS, there is a further need to establish a trading center in the context of a foreign trade 
zone within the MIA complex; 

WHEREAS, there are private firms that are willing to undertake the rehabilitation and 
improvement of the MIA complex; 

WHEREAS, there are international lending institutions willing to extend financial loan to the 
Government for the above purpose; 

WHEREAS, the general concept of the manner of rehabilitation and expansion of the MIA has 
been established and stages of development have been identified; and 

WHEREAS, there is a necessity to create a body to formulate, develop and implement plans for 
rehabilitation and expansion in order to avoid duplication of effort and functions and dissipation of 
scarce resources; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, 
by virtue of the powers vested in me by law hereby create a Committee on MIA Rehabilitation and 
improvement to be composed of the following:

WHEREAS, there is a need to expand and develop our existing and potential tourist spots; 
WHEREAS, pursuant to the commitment of the Philippine government to the Japanese 
government, an area in the Caliraya watershed was allotted for the Japanese Memorial Shrine and 
Garden to be developed by the Philippine-Japan Friendship Society to symbolize the amity and 
friendship that exist between the Philippines and Japan; 

WHEREAS, the government is pledged to a policy of strengthening the cordial relations with the 
Japanese and has committed to develop and beautify the Caliraya watershed, including the Japanese 
Shrine therein, in accordance with the assurance given to Prime Minister Eisaku Sato of Japan through 
former Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi during the latter’s visit to the Philippines on January 18, 1972; 

WHEREAS, the Caliraya watershed is one of the sources of power in this country and it has been 
declared a reserve watershed under Executive Order No. 33, dated July 26, 1904, to protect the area 
from illegal logging, encroachment of squatters and water pollution; and 

WHEREAS, if developed, this area could be one of the most attractive and beautiful tourist spots, 
hence the need to rapidly develop and transform the same into a tourist attraction;

PROMULGATING POLICY GUIDELINES AND TRADE WITH SOCIALIST 
AND COMMUNIST COUNTRIES. 


WHEREAS, it is in the national interest to develop as early as possible trade and other relations 
with all countries, including socialist and communist countries, a policy which has received the support 
of all significant sectors in the country; 

WHEREAS, policy guidelines must be adopted for the orderly conduct of such trade relations; 
NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby promulgate the following policy guidelines: 

A. Commodity Pattern 

1. All present and potential export products of the Philippines shall be allowed. 

2. In case of importation, priority shall be given to the following commodities: 

a. Heavy machinery and equipment, including spare parts, particularly those that will carry 
them some technology transfer. Preference shall be given to those not produced locally. 

b. Raw materials, including fuel, which are not produced locally. 

c. Essential consumer products which are not produced locally. 

B. Channels of Trade 

1. Export trade will be handled through normal private commercial channels and government 
trading firms, such as NETRACOR. Initially, however, import trade shall be conducted 
solely through NETRACOR in pursuance of the government’s economic development 
program. To avoid possible ruinous competition among Philippine traders, all commercial 
transactions shall be coursed through the Department of Commerce and Industry. 

2. Should the establishment in the Philippines of resident trading representatives from socialist 
and communist countries become necessary, the matter shall be referred to the Department 
of Commerce and Industry which shall coordinate with the Department of Foreign Affairs, 
the Bureau of Immigration, and/or other government agencies concerned. 

3. Travel requirements to socialist and communist countries for trading purposes shall 
be normalized subject to existing conditions, rules and regulations for travel to any 
other country. 

4. Trade communication between the Philippines and socialist and communist countries shall 
be allowed. 

5. Entry into and exit from Philippine ports of commercial vessels belonging to socialist and 
communist countries shall be allowed. 

6. Exchange of legitimate trade missions and traders between the Philippines and socialist and 
communist countries shall be allowed. 
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C. Payments Arrangement 

1. Payments shall be effected through prescribed instruments acceptable to the central banks 
of the Philippines and socialist and communist countries concerned in accordance with 
their respective foreign exchange regulations. 

2. Payments shall be made in convertible currencies acceptable to the central banks. Under 
existing Philippine Central Bank regulations, the US dollar, English pound, German mark, 
Swiss franc, French franc, Italian lira, Dutch guilder, Canadian dollar or Japanese yen are 
acceptable convertible foreign currencies which form part of the international reserve. 
Payments through clearing arrangements providing for swing credits with the balance to be 
settled in convertible currencies may be adopted on a case-to-case basis mutually acceptable 
to the central banks. 

3. The establishment of normal banking correspondent relations between Philippine banking 
institutions and the banking institutions of socialist and communist countries shall 
be allowed. 

D. Miscellaneous 

1. Documentation of merchandise to be imported into the country from socialist and 
communist countries shall be done by the Philippine embassy, consulate, or honorary 
consulate to be designated by the Department of Foreign Affairs until such time when the 
Philippines shall have established diplomatic and/or consular relations with these countries. 

2. Inspection of commodities imported into and exported from the Philippines and these 
countries shall follow the normal procedure, i.e., through an independent international 
superintendent or surveyor acceptable to both parties. 

3. In the event of a dispute, the same shall be submitted for arbitration mutually acceptable to 
both parties. 

No provision in the foregoing guidelines shall be deemed to exempt the trade between the 
Philippines and socialist and communist countries from Philippine laws, rules and regulations 
applicable to trade and foreign exchange.

WHEREAS, coordination of government efforts to minimize the effects of this weather 
phenomenon appears imperative through the initiation of an integrated typhoon moderation program; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby create the Ad Hoc Presidential Committee on Typhoon 
Moderation under the Office of the President.

Section 2. Functions and responsibilities of the Committee . - The Committee shall have the 
following functions and responsibilities, to wit: 
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a. To synchronize overall planning and programming of all government activities, 
resources and operations on typhoon moderation, including the initiation and/or preparation of 
a feasibility study. 

b. To undertake the formulation of a typhoon moderation program, supervise the 
implementation of the approved program, consider and evaluate other related on-going or 
proposed government projects, both local and international. 

c. To coordinate with Congress in its efforts to constitute and create a permanent agency 
to be charged with the national program on typhoon moderation. 

d. To advise the President on the typhoon moderation needs of the Government, the means 
to satisfy these requirements in the most efficacious manner possible, and the executive and/or 
legislative enactments required to implement a comprehensive program of typhoon moderation. 

e. To represent the Government on all matters pertaining to typhoon moderation during 
international or regional meetings and conferences. 

f. To perform such other functions or activities as may be reasonably connected with its 
purposes or incidental to its existence. 

Section 3. Exercise of Authority . - The Committee is hereby authorized and empowered to call 
upon all government departments, bureaus, offices, agencies and corporations for such assistance as it 
may deem necessary and to prepare and issue such rules and regulations as it considers proper for the 
effective discharge of its responsibilities and the exercise of its powers. 

Section 4. Creation of a Secretariat and Meetings . - The Committee shall have a Secretariat 
composed of such personnel as may be detailed to the Committee upon request of the Chairman, which 
shall collate all data, information and materials, and furnish the necessary support. The Committee 
shall convene as frequently as necessary to discharge its responsibilities provided for under this Order. 

Section 5. Financial Requirements . - The financial requirements for the Committee’s operations 
shall be provided by the above-mentioned participating agencies and by such other government entities 
willing to contribute upon request of the Committee.

WHEREAS, such omission is not conducive to good government, as it enables dishonest or 
corrupt respondents to avoid the penal sanction of the law in proper cases; and 

WHEREAS, sound public administration demands that the full force of the law be brought to 
bear upon erring government personnel to upgrade the public service and to enhance the people’s faith 
in the Government. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby require that in all instances where administrative cases involving 
dishonesty, corruption or moral turpitude are filed against government personnel, the corresponding 
criminal complaints must be filed against such erring personnel.

WHEREAS, to insure that the operations and activities of private detectives, watchmen and 
security guards will not jeopardize or impair peace and order, it is necessary that such activities be 
subject to government supervision and regulation; 

WHEREAS, the activities of certain persons who should be classified as private detectives, 
watchmen and security guards, which should be regulated by the government, are not at present 
adequately provided for; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by the Constitution and existing laws, do hereby order that the power 
of supervision and such other powers vested in the Philippine Constabulary under Republic Act 
No. 5487, otherwise known as the Private Security Agency Law, over private detectives, watchmen and 
security guards agencies shall extend or apply to any person who offers or renders personal services to 
watch or secure either residential or business establishments, or both, or any building, compound or 
area including but not limited to logging concessions, agricultural, mining or pasture lands for hire or 
compensation, or as an employee thereof, who shall be known as a watchman or security guards and 
to any person, association, partnership or corporation who permits, trains, musters, furnishes, solicits 
individuals or business firms, private or government-owned or controlled corporations to engage his 
services or those of its watchman, who shall be known as a watchman or security guard agency.

WHEREAS, there is an equally urgent need to determine the financial and physical requirements 
as well as the logistical and administrative support for speedy and effective rehabilitation, repair, 
replacement and restoration to operational productive capability of damaged and impaired facilities, 
services, establishments and occupations; 

WHEREAS, there is a correspondingly urgent need to identify the sources of financing and to 
generate and effectively channel these financial resources so as to realize and effect restoration and 
rehabilitation immediately; 

WHEREAS, the present circumstances demand monitoring, coordinated implementation, timely 
and reliable reporting of rehabilitation and restoration efforts of both the private and public sector 
agencies and institutions, at the highest levels of responsibility and authority. 

WHEREAS, there is an immediate need to formulate a medium-and long-range program strategy 
for the rehabilitation and restoration effort; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, pursuant 
to the authority and powers vested in me by law, do hereby create the Presidential Task Force on 
Rehabilitation Operations to be composed of the following:

2. Identify the sources of financing, from both domestic and foreign sources, and means of 
generating, and effectively channeling these financial resources so as to effect and complete immediate 
rehabilitation and restoration. 

3. Formulate appropriate medium and long-range programs and strategies for speedy 
rehabilitation and restoration, including the relevant counterpart financial plan. 

4. Formulate and put into operation effective, quick -response systems for monitoring and 
coordinating the implementation of rehabilitation and restoration efforts and programs in both 
the public and private sectors, as well as for timely and reliable reporting of the status, progress 
and problems of the rehabilitation and restoration efforts and programs in both the public and 
private sectors. 

The Presidential Task Force and its technical and implementing staff is hereby authorized and 
empowered to call upon all departments, bureaus, agencies or instrumentalities of the government, 
including government owned or controlled corporations as well as the private sector, to give the 
necessary cooperation and assistance for the successful prosecution and discharge of its functions. 

The Presidential Task Force shall complete its assigned task, as specified herein, and submit its 
report within sixty (60) days from the date hereof.

CLASSIFYING THE ENTRY OF FOREIGN CORRESPONDENTS INTO THE PHILIPPINES 
UNDER THE CATEGORY OF TEMPORARY VISITORS AS PROVIDED IN SECTION 9(A) 
OF THE PHILIPPINE IMMIGRATION ACT OF 1940, AS AMENDED. 


WHEREAS, foreign correspondents, and their families, are at present admitted into the 
Philippines, as non-immigrant aliens under various sub-sections of Section 9 of the Philippine 
Immigration Act of 1940 as amended; 

WHEREAS, there is no definite category under Section 9 of the aforementioned Act by which 
foreign correspondents as such are allowed entry into the country, so that they are entered either as 
temporary visitors [Sec. 9 (a)j, or as government officials [Sec. 9 (e)[, or as prearranged employees 
[Sec. 9 (g)[; 

WHEREAS, the entry into the country of foreign correspondents under different categories of 
Section 9 of the said Act has resulted in diversity in their treatment while in the Philippines; 

WHEREAS, foreign correspondents should be allowed entry only through a single category under 
Section 9 of the said Act to assure that they are uniformly treated during their stay in the country; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby classify, for the guidance of all government agencies concerned, 
the entry of foreign correspondents, and their families, into the Philippines as falling exclusively under 
the category of temporary visitors as provided for in Section 9(a) of the Philippine Immigration Act of 
1940, as amended. 

The conditions and length of initial stay in the Philippines of foreign correspondents, as well 
as the extension and/or renewal of such stay, shall henceforth be governed by their classification as 
temporary visitors and by such regulations as the Commissioner of Immigration may promulgate. 

For the purposes of this Order, the term “foreign correspondent” shall refer to a person who, 
being an alien, is an active practitioner in the mass media as a newspaperman, radio or television 
reporter or commentator, or a news movie reporter or producer stationed in the Philippines to gather 
and communicate information principally for dissemination abroad.

such refuse; and in general, to undertake all other tasks necessary to achieve the purposes for which it 
is organized. 

To carry out its functions, the Task Force is hereby authorized to call directly upon any 
department, bureau or office in the executive branch of the Government or upon any government- 
owned or controlled entity or agency for such assistance as the Task Force may need, and to request for 
and utilize the services of their personnel.

CREATING A PRESIDENTIAL TASK FORCE FOR THE RECONSTRUCTION AND 
DEVELOPMENT OF MINDANAO. 


WHEREAS, the armed insurrection in Mindanao that is currently being subdued by government 
military forces has seriously disrupted peace and order in the area; 

WHEREAS, as a result of such armed insurrection, substantial damage has been caused to lives 
and property and business and economic activities have been dislocated; 

WHEREAS, as a consequence, the national goal for the development of Mindanao has been set 
back and mere government military operations to subdue lawless elements is obviously not adequate 
for the restoration of peace and order and the promotion of economic development in the area; 

WHEREAS, the restoration therein of peace and order and the national goal for the economic 
development of Mindanao call for immediate reconstruction and rehabilitation operations by a special 
task force that shall pool all government resources from its economic development, financial, welfare 
and health agencies as well as its military units; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by the Constitution as Commander-in-Chief of all the Armed Forces of the 
Philippines, and pursuant to Proclamation No. 1081, dated September 21, 1972, and General Order 
No. 1, dated September 22, 1972, as amended do hereby create a Presidential Task Force for the 
Reconstruction and Development of Mindanao. 

The Task Force shall be composed of the following: 


The Executive Secretary Chairman 

The Secretary of Public Works, Transportation Sc Communications Member 

The Secretary of Finance Member 

The Secretary of National Defense Member 

The Secretary of Social Welfare Member 

The Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources Member 

The Secretary of Health Member 

The Director-General, National Economic Development Authority Member 


An Implementing Staff located and operating in the area that shall assist the Task Force is hereby 
designated and shall be composed of the following: 


Commanding Officer of the Fourth Military Area Coordinator 

Chairman, Mindanao Development Authority Member 

Governors, all provinces of Mindanao Member 

Presidential Regional Officers for Development (Mindanao) Member 
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In pursuance of the aforementioned objectives, the Task Force shall undertake the following: 

1. Immediate assessment of the damage wrought on private property and government facilities, 
services and establishments, 

2. Identify and mobilize all sources of funds and prepare an integrated plan necessary for the full 
reconstruction and rehabilitation of Mindanao in the context of the national development program, 

3. Restoration of peace and order by adequate military operations, apprehension of rebellious 
leaders and followers and the implementation of a selective amnesty and rehabilitation program, and 

4. Such other action that may be needed for the above objectives. 

The Development Management Staff, the National Computer Center and the Infrastructure 
Operations Center are hereby designated to act as Secretariat to the Task Force, with the Development 
Management Staff acting as overall coordinator. 

The Presidential Task Force, its Secretariat and Implementing Staff are hereby authorized and 
empowered to call upon all departments, bureaus, agencies or instrumentalities of the government, 
including government owned and/or controlled corporations as well as the private sector, to give the 
necessary cooperation and assistance for the successful prosecution and discharge of its functions. 

Finally, the Task Force shall operate and continue to exercise its powers until such time as its 
designated tasks are completed. A report of its accomplishments shall be submitted to the President 
within three (3) months from the date hereof.

EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 412 
CREATING THE BICOL RIVER BASIN COUNCIL 


WHEREAS, it is government policy to promote integrated area development as a means towards 
a systematic regional development in the country; 

WHEREAS, in the Bicol Region, the Bicol River Basin is an area of high growth potential where 
new investments in agriculture and infrastructure will yield maximum benefits in terms of production 
and agrarian reform; 

WHEREAS, there is a need for a coordinating body that will oversee, unify, and integrate the 
administration and implementation of this pilot river basin development program of the government; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, 
by virtue of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby create the Bicol River Basin Council, hereinafter 
referred to as the “Council”, under the National Economic and Development Authority. 

SECTION 1. Powers and Jurisdiction . The Council shall have the following powers: 

(a) To review and pass upon the programming and allocation of funds of agencies represented in 
its Board of Directors for all projects within its geographical jurisdiction. 

Unless otherwise decreed, the jurisdiction of the Council shall encompass that portion of 
the Bicol River Watershed within the province of Camarines Sur, covering the municipalities 
of Del Gallego, Ragay, Lupi, Sipocot, Calabanga, Cabusao, Libmanan, Pasacao, Pamplona, 
Bombon, Magarao, Caramoan, San Fernando, Bula, Balatan, Pili, Tinambac, Goa, Tigaon, 
Sangay, Buhi, Iriga City, Nabua, Ba-ao, Ocampo, and Bato. 

(b) To integrate and coordinate with implementing agencies of the government all plans and 
programs affecting the Bicol River Basin. 

The decision of the Council in this regard shall be final. 

(c) To call on any department, bureaus, office, agency and other instrumentalities of the 
government for assistance in the form of personnel, facilities, and other resources as the need 
arises in the discharge of its functions. 

(d) To do all such other things and to transact all such business as is directly or indirectly 
necessary, incidental to the attainment of the objectives of the Bicol River Basin Development 
Program. 

SECTION 2. Board of Directors . The powers of the Council shall be vested and exercised by a 
Board of Directors, hereinafter referred to as the Board, which shall be composed of the following: 

As Chairman - The Secretary of Public Works, Transportation and Communication 
As Members - The Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources, or his 
Undersecretary 

The Secretary of Agrarian Reform, or his Undersecretary 

The Secretary of Local Government and Community Development, 

or his Undersecretary 
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The Director-General of the National Economic and Development 
Authority, or his Deputy 

The Provincial Governor of Camarines Sur, and 
The Executive Director of the Council, ex-officio 

The Board shall meet at least twice a year or more frequently as may be necessary to discharge 
its functions. For actual attendance at each meeting, each member of the Board shall have a per diem 
of one-hundred pesos (P100), but the total amount of per diem a member may receive shall in no case 
exceed two-hundred pesos (P200) a month. 

Four members of the Board shall constitute a quorum during meetings of the Council. 

SECTION 3. Program Office . The Council shall maintain a Program Office which shall be headed 
by the Executive Director and four Deputy Directors - for Plans and Programs, Social Infrastructure, 
Physical Infrastructure, and Budget and Administration. 

This Program Office shall have its principal location in Camarines Sur. 

SECTION 4. Duties of the Board . The Board shall have the following duties: 

(a) To prescribe, amend, repeal rules and regulations governing the manner in which the general 
affairs of the Council shall be conducted. 

(b) To appoint, suspend, or otherwise remove from office for cause the Executive Director or his 
Deputies. 

(c) To approve the annual and/or supplemental budgets of the Council which shall be submitted 
regularly. 

SECTION 5. The Executive Director, Qualifications . The Executive Director shall be a natural- 
born citizen of the Philippines with demonstrated executive competence in the field of public 
administration, public infrastructure, or the management of agriculture, industrial, or commercial 
enterprises. 

The Executive Director shall serve for a fixed term of four (4) years, unless earlier removed from 
office by a two-thirds vote of the Board. 

The Executive Director shall receive an annual compensation which shall be charged against 
the appropriation of the Council for operating expenses. Provided, however, that in no case shall the 
compensation of the Executive Director be more than thirty-thousand pesos (P30,000) per annum. 

SECTION 6. Duties of the Executive Director . The Executive Director shall perform the following 
duties: 

(a) To prepare the agenda for all meetings of the Board and to submit for consideration thereof 
the policies and measures which are necessary to carry out the affairs of the Council. 

(b) To execute and administer the policies and measures approved by the Board. 

(c) To manage the Program Office in consonance with the policies. 

(d) To submit for the approval of the Board the annual and/or supplemental budget of the Bicol 
River Basin Council. 

(e) To sit in all meetings of the Board and participate in its deliberation with a right to vote. 

(f) To submit within sixty (60) days after the close of each fiscal year, an annual report, through 
the Board, to the National Economic and Development Authority. 

(g) To perform such other duties as may be assigned to him by the Board from time to time. 
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SECTION 7. Operating Expenses. There is hereby appropriated from the National Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated the amount of one-million, five-hundred thousand pesos (PI, 500, 000) to cover 
the operating expenses of the Council for the first year of operations. Subsequent appropriations and 
releases shall be based on the budget approved by the Board. 

SECTION 8. Auditing Procedures . The Auditor-General shall appoint a representative who 
shall be the Auditor of the Council, and the necessary personnel to assist said representative in the 
performance of his duties. 

The financial transactions of the Council shall be audited in accordance with law, administrative 
regulations, and the principles and procedures applicable to corporate transactions. 

SECTION 9. Effectivity. This executive order shall take effect immediately.

Any unwarranted increase in the prices of local products benefited by these tariff 
charges may be sufficient ground for the revocation of such tariff changes.

EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 415 
CREATING A NATIONAL COMMISSION ON SAVINGS 


WHEREAS, the national four- year economic development plan for FY 1974-77 has established 
the national target of an average national real growth rate of 7% in gross national product and, to 
attain this objectives, gross domestic capital formation should increase at an average annual rate of 
12 %; 

WHEREAS, in order to accelerate capital formation, savings with banks and other financial 
intermediaries, which are vital factors contributory to capital formation, have to be generated and 
increased so that credits evolved therefrom could be channeled to, and utilized in, priority industrial 
and production areas; 

WHEREAS, on the other hand, increased savings in banks and other financial intermediaries 
could be generated only if the extreme importance of savings, insofar as it relates to the country’s 
economic development, is inculcated in the minds of the citizenry through a continuing campaign that 
will involve all sectors of society and all levels of the government-national, provincial, city and barrio; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers in me vested by law, do hereby create a National Commission on Savings which shall take 
charge of accelerating capital formation through non-inflationary means, particularly through savings 
with banks and other financial intermediaries. 

1 . The Committee shall be composed of the following: 

(a) Governor, Central Bank, Chairman 

(b) Secretary of Finance, Vice-Chairman 

(c) Director General, National Economic and Development Authority, Member 

(d) Secretary, Department of Education and Culture, Member 

(e) Chairman, Board of Investments, Member 

2. It shall be the primary and direct responsibility of the Commission to prepare and implement 
such measures and programs as may be necessary to mobilize savings on a nationwide scale which 
shall include, but shall not be limited to, the launching of a savings consciousness and promotions 
campaign that will involve all sectors of society; conducting periodic surveys and studies of savings 
habits and attitudes, marketing campaign, and other similar activities; and the undertaking of studies 
for the inclusion of thrift, savings consciousness and responsible use of credit in the curriculum for 
elementary and secondary schools. 

The Committee shall also evolve and recommend fiscal policies to the President of the Philippines 
directed towards providing the incentives which may bring about increased savings with banks and 
other financial intermediaries and, in this connection, study ways and means by which Government 
entities and agencies can fully utilize services and facilities of the banking system. 

3. The Central Bank of the Philippines shall provide staff, financial, material and such other 
support and assistance which may be required by the Commission in the performance of its functions, 
and shall ensure, through policy formulation, that accumulated savings are channeled to, and utilized 
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in priority industrial and production areas as may be determined through the coordinated efforts of the 
various Government departments and offices concerned. 

4. The Commission is further hereby authorized to call upon any department, bureau, 
office, agency or instrumentality of the Government, including Government-owned or controlled 
corporations, for such assistance as it may need in the discharge of its functions and responsibilities: 
Provided, however, that the Commission, whenever it may deem necessary to accomplish its objectives, 
may delegate any of its authority and responsibilities to corporations, associations or individuals. 

This Order shall take effect immediately.

WHEREAS, there is also need to provide technical assistance in the revision of the draft Revised 
Administrative Code to insure conformity with the provisions of the Plan, as amended; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers in me vested by the Constitution as Commander-in-Chief of all the Armed Forces of 
the Philippines, and pursuant to Proclamation No. 1081, dated September 21, 1972, and General 
Order No. 1, dated September 22, 1972, as amended, do hereby extend the term of the Presidential 
Commission on Reorganization up to December 31, 1973. 

The Executive Secretary shall issue the necessary directives for the detail or the extension of the 
detail of such technical personnel as may be needed by the Commission, under the same conditions as 
prescribed in Executive Order No. 281, as amended. 

The Commission is authorized to disburse and defray all expenses for its operation from July 1, 
1973 to December 31, 1973, from funds as may be available from the Office of the President.

CREATING A JOINT PROJECT FOR PILOT PRODUCTION OF HIGH-PROTEIN DRY 

COCONUT MILK POWDER. 


WHEREAS, it is our overriding concern to provide sufficient quality food to our people; 

WHEREAS, one of the cheapest and most abundant agricultural products in this country with 
high potential as a food source is coconut; 

WHEREAS, a process has been developed to extract a high-protein food element from coconut, 
in addition to a premium quality oil and coconut meal; 

WHEREAS, the process so developed requires testing on a pilot scale to determine commercial 
feasibility and consumer acceptance of the product, as well as other means of further increasing process 
efficiencies and product quality; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, hereby order that: 

1. A Joint Project for the production on a pilot scale of high-protein coconut milk powder shall 
be established under the Department of Agriculture and Natural Resources, with the University of San 
Carlos as the implementing agency; 

2. The Project shall be under the full and direct supervision and control of a Board of 
Management to be composed of the following or their representatives: 

a. The Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources 

b. The Chairman, National Science Development Board 

c. The President of the University of San Carlos 

Other entities contributing to the Project shall likewise be represented on the Board as observers. 

3. The Project shall be jointly financed through research grants by the Department of Agriculture 
and Natural Resources and the National Science Development Board and shall utilize existing 
equipment at the University of San Carlos, with full authority to receive and utilize further grants and 
donations of equipment, commodities and cash, and/or avail of technical assistance from private and 
public sources. 

4. The Board shall designate a Project Director on recommendation of the University of San 
Carlos, who shall directly manage the Project and accept, administer and utilize all funds and other 
resources allocated or donated to the Project, in accordance with a program of work and expenditure 
approved by the Board. 

5. The Project Director shall render a periodic report on the progress of the work to the 
undersigned through the Board of Management.

CREATING A GREEN REVOLUTION EXPANDED PROGRAM ACTION COMMITTEE 


WHEREAS, there is a need for the Green Revolution Program to continue intensively in order to 
sustain the gains so far attained both in terms of additional vegetable production and in the rekindling 
in our people the value of labor; 

WHEREAS, the most effective means against spiraling of prices would be increasing local 
production levels of basic food commodities and their substitutes as well as the production and 
consumption of supplementary crops, such as rootcrops and tubers in backyard for home consumption; 

WHEREAS, the National Green Revolution Committee with its successful program of promoting 
backyard vegetable production can effectively implement an expanded program to include other 
supplementary crops with additional assistance; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by law do hereby create a Green Revolution Expanded Program Action 
Committee composed of: 


The Chairman, National Green Revolution Committee Chairman 

The Undersecretary of Education Vice-Chairman 

The Undersecretary for Home Defense, DND Member 

The Assistant Executive Secretary Member 

The Undersecretary for Community Development, DLGCD Member 

The Executive Director, National Food & Agriculture Council Member 

The Director, Bureau of Plant Industry, DANR Member 

The Director, Bureau of Agricultural Extension, DANR Member 


The Committee shall endeavor to enlist the maximum participation of all local government 
units and the student population of the nation in the performance of this task. In the execution of its 
program of activities, the Committee shall organize action groups at the provincial, city and municipal 
level. 

On the national level, a coordinating center shall be organized which shall act as the clearing 
house for all the activities to be undertaken, which shall monitor field operations and centralizing 
the procurement of needed supplies and materials required by the program. For this purpose, the 
Committee shall designate an Executive Director for the center to be under the direct supervision of the 
DND Undersecretary for Home Defense and cooperating agencies shall designate their liaison officers 
as well as provide the necessary technical personnel that may be needed to be detailed to the center. 

The Committee is hereby authorized to call on any and all agencies and instrumentalities of the 
government for assistance in the performance of its formation.

EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 419 

CREATING A TASK FORCE ON HUMAN SETTLEMENTS 


WHEREAS, all Filipinos have a right to a quality of life that reflects the optimization of wealth 
and welfare, and to belong to and actively participate in a national community which promotes the 
realization of their individuals potential; 

WHEREAS, the promise and benefits of national progress will be attained only if the accelerating 
growth of human settlements is directed and ordered towards meeting the requirements of national 
development that consistently foster improvement of the quality of life; 

WHEREAS, an effective solution to the many problems confronting the country requires the 
focusing of national efforts and resources towards the development of an integrative program on 
human settlements; and 

WHEREAS, one of the objectives of Proclamation No. 1081 is to effect social, economic and 
political reforms, and thus bring about the creation of a New Society in our country; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, and in order to effect desired changes and reforms in the social, economic 
and political structure of our society, do hereby order: 

SECTION 1. It is hereby declared that, for the purpose of promoting national development 
and enabling Filipinos to fully utilize benefits generated by national progress, a competent study be 
conducted on the nature, policy issues and strategies related to a comprehensive and integrative human 
settlements program in the Philippines. 

SEC. 2. It is hereby further declared that a national human settlements program be formulated in 
conjunction with the aforementioned study, to consist of the following: 

(a) Overall framework plan for the nation, which would pinpoint priority areas for 
human settlement projects, and serve as a general scheme for development. 

(b) Project identification, preparation and development of human settlement 
prototypes, together with recommendations on planning and building design, management 
and a funding scheme for the human settlements program. This aspect of the plan will draw 
heavily from the proposed in-depth study to be conducted by the Task Force. It will include, 
but not limited to, the following aspects: 

(1) Metro Manila Bay projects, which will include a development scheme and a 
zoning plan for the Manila Bay reclaimed land areas to be allotted for various uses, such 
as provision for pollution control and the specification of areas where the tourists can 
swim pollution-free, together with a specification and integration of all multi-sectoral 
requirements. 
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(2) Frontier and slum resettlement projects with particular reference to the Tondo 
reclamation project. It will devise a set of guidelines to be used in determining the necessity 
for either slum relocation or slum improvement/rehabilitation projects. 

(3) Human settlement areas for integrated area development, which will include, but 
not be limited to, the areas northeast (Marikina-Infanta Road) and south (Laguna-Cavite- 
Batangas) of Metropolitan Manila. 

(4) Tourist development areas, to include the Looc Estate and other sites to be 
determined by the Task Force. 

(c) A national housing program for human settlements, specifying therein the 
organization, funding, construction, building and local materials development strategies and 
projects. 

SEC. 3. To achieve the aforementioned purposes and objectives, there is hereby created a Task 
Force on Human Settlements. 

(a) The Task Force shall be composed of the President of the Development Academy 
of the Philippines as Chairman and the following as members: 

(1) The Deputy Director-General, National Economic and Development Authority 

(2) Director, Environmental Planning Center 

(3) Director, Bureau of Lands 

(4) Director, Bureau of Forest Development 

(5) Director, Bureau of Public Works 

(6) Director, Bureau of Public Highways 

(7) General Manager, Metropolitan Waterworks and Sewerage System 

(8) General Manager, People’s Homesite and Housing Corporation 

(9) General Manager, National Housing Corporation 

(10) General Manager, Government Service Insurance System 

(11) Administrator, Social Security System 

(12) Chairman, Development Bank of the Philippines 

(13) Undersecretary for Tourism 

(14) Dean, U.P. Institute of Planning 

(15) Commissioner, National Water and Air Pollution Control Commission 

(16) Director, National Manpower and Youth Development Council 

(17) Undersecretary of Social Welfare 

(b) The specific functions, duties and powers of the Task Force area as follows: 

( 1 ) To assess current or proposed human settlement project; 

(2) To set guidelines for the formation of sectoral programs which constitute an 
integrative human settlement program; 

(3) To contract with international and local specialists in planning, academic and 
authorities and institutions, research and consultancy services in specified areas related to 
the Philippine human settlement problems as may further the attainment of the objectives of 
this act; 

(4) To establish and supervise a Task Force working staff which shall keep records, 
abstracts, collate, and synthesize existing studies on human settlements for the Task Force. 
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The Task Force working staff shall be drawn from the Development Academy of the 
Philippines. The Executive Director of the Development Academy of the Philippines shall 
serve as head of the Task Force working staff; 

(5) To train and employ architects, engineers, social scientists, researchers, statisticians, 
field researchers and such other persons as may assist the Task Force in fulfilling its functions 
and duties; 

(6) To determine the qualifications and fix the compensation of its Board, Task Force 
working group and other personnel which it is hereby authorized to hire for administrative 
operations; and to appoint, discipline and remove its employees; Provided , That except as 
to the technical staff and such other positions as are highly technical, policy-determining 
or primarily confidential in nature, all positions in the Task Force shall be subject to the 
coverage of the plans of the Wage and Position Classification Office; 

(7) To adopt rules and procedures for its government; 

(8) To apply for, receive and accept from sources within and without the Philippines, 
for its own use and not for sale, grants or donations of equipment, materials or services. 
Such grants or donations shall be exempt from gift taxes and shall be deductible from the 
net taxable income of the grantor, or donor, and the donee, upon certification of the Task 
Force: Provided , however . That any grant or donation received in accordance with this act 
shall be disclosed to the President through the annual report; 

(9) To call upon any department, bureau, office, agency or instrumentality of the 
Government for such assistance as it may require in the performance of its duties and 
functions; 

(10) To promote and publish information, studies and investigations on all aspects of 
Philippine human settlements; and 

(11) To undertake and perform such other activities as are needful and desirable to 
promote the attainment of the aforementioned purposes and objectives. 

SEC. 4. A Board of Consultants is hereby also created to advise the Task Force to be headed by 
Architect Antonio Kayanan. 

SEC. 5. The Chairman of the Task Force shall - 

(a) Preside over meetings of the Task Force; 

(b) Receive gifts or donations in whatever form and from whatever source; 

(c) Administer, obligate, and disburse appropriations gifts, or donations upon 
approval by a majority of the members of the Task Force; and 

(d) Hire and maintain such working group, staff or personnel as may be necessary to 
carry out the purposes and objectives of the Task Force. 

SEC. 6. The Chairman of the Task Force may constitute continuing ad hoc committees consisting 
of the members of the Task Force and such other experts as are necessary to assist the Task Force in the 
discharge of its functions. 

SEC. 7. The Task Force shall submit its report as soon as possible. 

SEC. 8. This Executive Order shall take effect immediately.

AMENDING EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 129 DATED MAY 6, 1968, ENTITLED “PROVIDING 
RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING OFFICIAL TRAVEL ABROAD OF OFFICIALS 
AND EMPLOYEES OF THE GOVERNMENT BOTH NATIONAL AND LOCAL, INCLUDING

CREATING THE CONSULTATIVE COUNCIL ON MUSLIM AFFAIRS 


WHEREAS, it is the aim of the New Society to achieve national unity of all communities through 
the involvement of all sectors in the activities of government; 

WHEREAS, the Muslims of the Philippines constitute an important sector of our society and 
should be involved in the policy formulation of the government; 

WHEREAS, the government considers it essential in the attainment of the goals and programs for 
Muslim Mindanao to have periodic consultation with a representative body of Muslims; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by the Constitution as commander-in-Chief of all the Armed Forces of the 
Philippines, the pursuant to Proclamation No. 1081, dated September 21, 1972, and General Order 
No. 1, dated September 22, 1972, as amended do hereby create a Consultative Council on Muslim 
Affairs. 

The President shall preside in the meetings of the Council, the members of which shall include: 


1. All former Muslim members of the House of Representatives and the House of Senate. 

2. All former Muslim Delegates to the Constitutional Convention. 

3. All retired Muslim AFP officers with the rank of Colonel or higher and retired Muslim 
Ambassadors. 

4. The following individuals shall be among the members of the Council:

5. All incumbent CNI Commissioners, Muslim governors, city mayors, Muslim CFI judges and 
justice of the Court of Appeals, AFP Muslim Officers with the rank of Colonel or higher and 
such other Muslim officials as may be designated by the President, shall be ex-officio members 
of the Council. 

6. The Presidential Task force for the Reconstruction and Development of Mindanao shall act as 
the Secretariat of the Council during its meetings. 

The Council shall meet once every two months; however, the President may convoke 
the Council as often as he deems necessary. 

7. The members of the Council shall be entitled to transportation expenses and allowances to 
and from their residences during their attendance of Council meetings chargeable against the 
funds of the Philippine Amanah Bank. 

8. The Council shall have the following functions: 


a. Advise the President of Muslim affairs; 

b. Act as the representative body for the Muslim communities; 

c. To report to the President developments in Muslim Mindanao; and 

d. Such other functions as may be assigned by the President.

WHEREAS, there is need to continue staff support to the Career Executive Service Board which 
was created under the Integrated Reorganization Plan. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by the Constitution, do hereby extend the term of the Presidential Commission on 
Reorganization up to December 31, 1974. 

The Executive Secretary shall issue the necessary directives for the detail or the extension of the 
detail of such technical personnel as may be needed by the Commission, under the same conditions as 
prescribed in Executive Order No. 281, as amended. 

The Commission is authorized to disburse and defray all expenses for its operation from July 1, 
1974 to December 31, 1974, from funds as may be available from the Office of the President.

WHEREAS, the Philippine Government has long exerted efforts to uplift the living conditions of 
Muslim Filipinos as part of the over-all program of national development; 

WHEREAS, the Islamic conference, a confederation of Islamic nations throughout the world, has 
recognized these efforts of the Philippine Government and has offered to assist in these efforts; 

WHEREAS, the Philippine Government welcomes such assistance and believes that maximum 
benefit can be obtained from it if handled by one agency exclusively charged to do so; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND, E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by the Constitution do hereby create the Filipino Muslims Welfare and Relief 
Agency to be given primary responsibility for the disposition of any assistance extended by the Islamic 
Conference for the benefit of the Filipino Muslims.

CREATING A STUDY COMMITTEE ON STATE HIGHER EDUCATION 


WHEREAS, the state higher education system accounts for more than P200 million of the budget 
of the national government; 

WHEREAS, the organization, location and fields of emphasis of the state higher education system 
need to be evaluated in the light of developmental requirements; 

WHEREAS, there is need to rationalize the state higher education system to make it responsive to 
the needs of national development; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, 
by virtue of the powers vested in me by the Constitution, do hereby create a Study Committee on State 
Higher Education which shall undertake a thorough study and assessment of the State University and 
College system including other state-supported higher educational schools, and make recommendations 
for the formulation of a policy framework to govern state higher education. 

Specifically, the Committee shall: 

1. analyze the performance of the government higher education system and its relevance to 
development goals; 

2. prepare a long-term perspective plan for the Philippine public higher education system, 
including the estimate of resources needed and financial implications of the perspective plan; 

3. identify and recommend policy measures affecting the higher education system, including 
the role of the public and private sectors in education and the role of the University of the 
Philippines System in relation to other state colleges and universities. 

The Committee shall be composed of a Chairman, Vice-Chairman and three (3) members as 
follows: 


Chairman Secretary of Education & Culture & concurrent 

Chairman of the National Board of Education 

Vice-Chairman NEDA Director-General or his representative 

Members: Budget Commissioner or his representative 

Presidential Commission on Reorganization 
Chairman or his representative 
Education Development Projects Implementing 
Task Force Executive Director or his 
representative. 
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The Committee shall have the power to: 

a. Adopt and prescribe the guidelines that will govern the study proper; 

b. Solicit, when necessary, such assistance from both government and non-government entities as 
may be required in the discharge of its functions; 

c. Defray all expenses of the study including compensation of all the personnel; and 

d. Perform such other acts as may be necessary and proper for the discharge of its functions and 
responsibilities. 

The Committee shall be assisted in its work by an Advisory Group, which is hereby constituted, 
consisting of a representative from each of the following: 

1 . Philippine Association of State Universities and Colleges 

2. Philippine Association of Colleges and Universities 

3. Catholic Educational Association of the Philippines 

4. Association of Christian Schools & Colleges 

5. Association of Colleges of Agriculture of the Philippines 

6. Ad Interim Board for Technician Education 

7. Fund for Assistance to Private Education 

8. University of the Philippines 

9. Mindanao State University 

The Advisory Group shall advise the Committee in the task of formulating the policies that will 
govern the higher educational system. 

The Educational Projects Implementing Task Force (EDPITAF) shall provide the technical 
and administrative support service for the Committee. The Committee may contract the services of 
competent persons and may request the detail of personnel from the Department of Education and 
Culture, the National Economic and Development Authority and other government agencies as may be 
necessary to assist the Committee in the performance of its functions. The EDPITAF personnel assigned 
to the Committee as well as those contracted and detailed personnel shall be granted such allowances 
for the duration of the project at such amounts as may be determined by the Committee. The Executive 
Director of the EDPITAF shall be the Plead of the Technical Staff which shall be composed of the 
aforementioned personnel. 

The Secretary of Education and Culture and the Director- General of the NEDA are hereby 
authorized to allocate within their available funds such amounts as are appropriate and necessary for 
the operation of the Committee. 

All government offices and instrumentalities thereof are hereby enjoined to extend all support and 
cooperation to the Committee in the performance of its functions. 

The Committee shall submit its report to the NEDA Board upon the expiration of this order. 

This Order shall take effect immediately and shall be in full force and effect for six months from 
the date of the issuance hereof.

Any provision of law, decree, executive order, or rules and regulations to the 
contrary, notwithstanding, the provisions of Section 514, Title III, Book I of Republic Act No. 1937, 
as amended, fixing the basic rate of export duties and collecting the same from the F.O.B. value of 
wood products, as well as those of Executive Order No. 425, series of 1974, levying, assessing and 
collecting a premium duty on the difference between the current price and the base price of the same 
commodities, are hereby temporarily lifted: Provided , That said provisions may later on be restored by 
the President of the Philippines, as the circumstances may warrant, upon the recommendation of the 
National Economic and Development Authority. 

SEC. 2. This Order shall take effect and shall be implemented immediately.

CREATING PREPARATORY COMMITTEES FOR THE THIRD MINISTERIAL MEETING 
OF THE GROUP OF 77 OF THE UNITED NATIONS CONFERENCE ON TRADE AND 

DEVELOPMENT (UNCTAD) 


WHEREAS, the Philippine Government has offered to host the Third Ministerial Meeting of the 
UNCTAD Group of 77 to be held in Manila in February 1976; 

WHEREAS, the hosting of the abovementioned Meeting is beneficial to the Philippines in many 
ways, namely: promote cooperation among developing countries, particularly during this period when 
the international economic system is being reformed and heavily subjected to strains and stresses; 
provide the developing countries an opportunity to see first-hand the progress achieved under the New 
Society; promote trade and tourism; and strengthen the position of Manila as an important conference 
center in Asia; 

WHEREAS, it is extremely important that such a meeting of considerable magnitude and 
importance be efficiently organized and that all agencies concerned, governmental and non- 
governmental, should cooperate to ensure its success: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby order the creation of the following committees for the Third 
Ministerial Meeting of the UNCTAD Group of 77 in order that the meeting may be organized and run 
efficiently and bring the desired benefits to the country: 

1. Committee on Conference Matters . The Committee shall be in charge of preparations 
for conference facilities, including the conference site. It shall be under the Chairmanship 
of Assistant Executive Secretary Roberto V. Reyes and Vice-Chairmanship of Ambassador 
Leticia R. Shahani, Assistant Secretary for United Nations Affairs and International 
Conferences. 

2. Committee on Substantive Matters . The Committee shall be under the Chairmanship 
of Undersecretary of Foreign Affairs Manuel Collantes and Vice-Chairmanship of 
Ambassador Hortencio J. Brillantes, who is hereby designated Senior Consultant thereof. 
The Secretary of Foreign Affairs shall establish a system of per diems and allowances for 
secretariat and other services. 

The Chairman of each Committee is hereby empowered to request any agency of the Philippine 
Government to assist in the discharge of the Committees’ duties and responsibilities and to appoint 
such personnel including consultants it may require for the purpose. 

This Order shall take effect immediately.

WHEREAS, it is the government policy to accelerate the sports program and the development of 
sports in the country;

SECTION 1. The articles specifically listed hereunder are classified under Section 104 of Republic

AMENDING THE COMPOSITION OF THE AGRARIAN REFORM COORDINATING 
COUNCIL CREATED UNDER EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 347, SERIES OF 1971. 


WHEREAS, the reorganization of the Department of Agriculture and Natural Resources into 
the Department of Agriculture and the Department of Natural Resources, has caused a change in the 
composition and membership of the Agrarian Reform Coordinating Council created under Executive 
Order No. 347, Series of 1971;

WHEREAS, the United Nations is sponsoring HABITAT: The United Nations Conference on 
Human Settlements in Vancouver, Canada, 1976, to highlight the growing need for life-enhancing 
human settlements and consider solutions to the many problems that degrade the quality of life in 
human settlements; 

WHEREAS, the Philippines is one of the leaders in the world today in human settlements 
development, a distinction recognized by no less than the Secretary-General of HABITAT; 

WHEREAS, in order to highlight the country’s achievements in human settlements planning and 
development and contribute to the collective human settlements technology of the world as well as the 
success of HABITAT, it is desirable that the Philippines have as effective and thorough a participation 
in HABITAT as possible including the preparatory regional and other meetings, conferences, seminars, 
workshops and the like; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, 
by virtue of the powers vested in me by law, and in order to attain the objective of insuring the most 
effective Philippine participation in HABITAT: The United Nations Conference on Human Settlements, 
do hereby order:

SECTION 2. The Committee shall have the following powers and functions: 

a. To prepare and submit to the President for approval the plans and proposals for Philippine 
participation in HABITAT, including proposed country and position papers, exhibits, delegation 
members, and other participation matters. 

b. To call upon any department, bureau, office, agency or instrumentality of the government for 
such assistance as it may need in the performance of its duties and functions. 
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SECTION 3. To provide the technical and staff support to the National Preparatory Committee, 
the staff of the Task Force on Human Settlements is hereby designated as Coordinating Secretariat of 
the Committee with the Project Director of the Task force as Committee Executive Officer.

time such lease is entered into. The rental rates, terms and conditions of the contract of lease, and 
disposition of the income therefrom, shall be in accordance with the provisions of Section 37 and 64 (a) 
of Commonwealth Act No. 141, as amended by Republic Act No. 2694.

WHEREAS, the reorganization of national government departments, bureaus, offices, and 
agencies has already been completed, implemented, and is now operational; 

WHEREAS, the government-wide reorganization included the sector on government-owned or 
controlled corporations only on a very limited basis; 

WHEREAS, there is now a proliferation of government corporations engaged in major industrial, 
commercial, infrastructure, and social projects and activities which affect the pace and quality of 
national development; 

WHEREAS, the multiplicity of government corporations and their comprehensive involvement in 
national affairs create a very complex situation which demands a more rational approach towards the 
organization, management, and supervision of all government corporations; and 

WHEREAS, there is a need to provide central policy direction, coordinative and monitoring 
mechanism for government corporations in order to maximize their resource inputs and allow them to 
vigorously implement the government’s socio-economic projects. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by the Constitution, do hereby order and direct the following: 

SECTION 1. There is hereby created a Presidential Committee to Study Government 
Corporations to be composed of the Chairman of the Presidential Commission on Reorganization, 
Commissioner of the Budget, Secretary of Economic Planning, Secretary of Finance, and Secretary of 
Justice. The President shall designate the chairman from among the members. To facilitate the work 
of the Committee, the Presidential Commission on Reorganization and the Budget Commission shall 
provide it with the necessary technical and administrative staff support. 

SEC. 2. The Committee shall conduct and prepare a comprehensive study, review and assessment 
of all government-owned or controlled corporations and to recommend policy measures that would 
improve the overall organization, management and supervision of all government corporations. 
Specifically, the Committee shall inter alia perform the following: 

(a) Define explicitly the government’s philosophy or policy on the role and objectives of 
government corporations in the overall scheme of national development and their relationship 
vis-a-vis private enterprise; 

(b) Formulate criteria on the “entry and exit” of government corporations on specific fields of 
endeavor; 

(c) Provide specific guidelines for determining the appropriateness or suitability of adopting the 
corporate structure as against other forms of organization; 

(d) Provide a clearer definition, systematic scheme of classification, and a framework for the 
possibility of standardizing the powers and authority of government corporations; 
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(e) Devise a suitable mechanism or arrangement for the efficient and effective supervision and 
coordination of all government corporations as would avoid overlapping of functions and 
further ensure the public accountability of government corporations; 

(f) Lay down the framework for the integration of the various activities of government 
corporations on such matters as the creation of subsidiaries, investments, capital transfers, 
resource allocation and issuance of bonds or securities; 

(g) Provide benchmarks or indicators for the appropriate and accurate evaluation of corporate 
performance as well as ensure a continuing system of feedback and information on 
government corporations; 

(h) Establish guidelines for internal operating policies to ensure that these are compatible among 
government corporations and with policies applicable to the national government structure; 

(i) Propose criteria for use in the composition and selection of members of boards of directors of 
government corporations; and 

(j) Recommend policies and measures for the rationalization of existing government 
corporations, including proposals for the merger, abolition and reorientation of such 
corporations as well as proposals for appropriate revisions in existing corporate charters as 
may be indicated by the findings. 

SEC. 3. The inherent autonomy of government corporations to decide on basic policy and 
other substantive matters in accordance with their charter including the management of their day- 
to-day operations shall be observed and upheld. Government corporations shall refer to and include 
all government-owned or controlled corporations, whether performing proprietary or governmental 
functions including government entities granted with corporate power and personality. Excluded from 
the study in the Committee are state colleges and universities which are already being studied by the 
Presidential Committee to Study State Eligher Education, as well as local governments which are being 
studied in connection with the formulation of the Local Governments Code. 

SEC. 4. The Committee is empowered to create study groups or panels of experts as may be 
necessary; to call on any government entity, official or employee for assistance; to secure all pertinent 
documents, financial records, or papers; and to perform such other functions as would facilitate its 
work. All government corporations are specifically directed to extend the necessary cooperation and 
assistance to the Committee in the performance of its task. 

SEC. 5. An appropriation of P300,000.00 is authorized for the incurrence of operating and 
necessary expenditures in connection with its study of government corporations. The Committee is 
directed to submit its report and recommendations on or before December 31, 1976.

CREATING A NATIONAL COMMISSION ON COUNTRYSIDE CREDIT AND COLLECTION 

WHEREAS, it is the policy of the State to pursue a massive and sustained food self-sufficiency 
program, a rational dispersal of industries in the rural areas, a redirection of credit resources from the 
urban centers towards the countryside, and a mandatory allocation of at least twenty-five per cent 
(25%) of the loanable funds of all banking institutions for agricultural credit in general, of which at 
least 10% shall be made available to agrarian reform beneficiaries. 

WHEREAS, in order to accelerate rural development and growth, credit resources have to be 
generated and expanded through effective financial intermediation and sound lending operations so 
that the same could be channelled to, and utilized in, priority agricultural, industrial production areas; 

WHEREAS, on the other hand, increased credit resources in banks and other financial 
intermediaries could be generated and increased only if the vital importance of credit, insofar as it 
relates to the country’s economic development, is inculcated in the minds of the citizenry through a 
continuing campaign that will involve all sectors of society and all levels of the government-national, 
provincial, city, municipality and barangay. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, 
by virtue of the powers in me vested by law, do hereby create a National Commission in Countryside 
Credit and Collection, which shall take charge of strengthening and rationalizing the country’s rural 
credit system. 

1 . The Commission shall be composed of the following: 

(a) Governor, Central Bank of the Philippines, Chairman 

(b) Secretary, Department of Agrarian Reform, Vice-Chairman 

(c) Secretary, Department of Industry, Member 

(d) Secretary, Department of Local Government and Community Development, Member 

(e) Secretary, Department of Agriculture, Member 

(f) Secretary, Department of Education and Culture, Member 

(g) Secretary, Department of Public Information, Member 

2. It shall be the primary and direct responsibility of the Commission to formulate such policies, 
measures and programs as may be necessary to foster credit consciousness in the rural areas, to develop 
better paying habits and attitudes among beneficiaries of credit and intermediaries; to contribute to the 
improvement in the collection effort in government-assisted financing program; and the undertaking of 
studies for the inclusion of bank credit consciousness and responsible use of credit in school curricula. 

3. The Central Bank of the Philippines shall provide staff, financial material and such other 
support and assistance which may be required by the Commission in the performance of its functions. 

4. The Commission is hereby further authorized to call upon any department, bureau, 
office, agency or instrumentality of the Government, including Government-owned or controlled 
corporations, for such assistance as it may need in the discharge of its functions and responsibilities; 
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Provided, however, that the Commission may contract with corporations, associations or individuals 
on any aspect of its work as it may deem necessary to accomplish its objectives. 

5. The members of the Commission in the discharge of their responsibilities shall receive an 
emolument to be determined by the Monetary Board but which shall not exceed one thousand pesos 
for any single month. The amount necessary to pay said emolument shall be disbursed from such 
financial assistance as the Central Bank may provide. 

This Order shall take effect immediately.

1. The first paragraph of said Executive Order is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“1. The Commission shall be composed of the following: 

(a) Governor, Central Bank of the Philippines, Chairman 

(b) Secretary of Finance, Vice-Chairman 

(c) Director General, National Economic and Development Authority, 

Member 

(d) Secretary, Department of Education and Culture, Member 

(e) Chairman, Board of Investments, Member 

(f) Secretary, Department of Local Government and Community 
Development, Member 

(g) Secretary, Department of Public Information, Member 

2. Subparagraph 2, paragraph 2 of said Executive Order is hereby amended by changing the 
word “Committee” with the word “Commission”. 

3. Said Executive Order is further amended by adding the following paragraphs after the last 
paragraph thereof: 

“5. The Thrift Incentives for Progress through Industry and Discipline (TIPID) 
movement which is designed to instill in students the virtue of thrift and importance of 
savings in banks, shall be carried out on a nationwide scale. 

“6. The members of the Commission, in the discharge of their responsibilities, shall 
receive an emolument to be determined by the Monetary Board but which shall not exceed 
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PI, 000 for any single month. The amount necessary to pay said emolument shall be 
disbursed from the financial assistance which the Central Bank shall provided.”

CREATING A PERMANENT COMMITTEE FOR THE JOINT PHILIPPINE-ROMANIAN 
SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL COMMISSION 


WHEREAS the Republic of the Philippines and the Socialist Republic of Romania, desiring to 
strengthen the friendly relations existing between them and recognizing the advantages to be derived by 
their respective peoples in promoting and developing mutual scientific and technological Cooperation 
on April 12, 1975; 

WHEREAS Article VII of the Agreement states that “the Contracting Parties agree to establish 
within six months from the last notification of approval of the Agreement, a Joint Commission for 
Scientific and Technological Cooperation composed of an equal number of representatives of the 
Contracting Parties and which will meet alternatively in the Philippines and Romania;

The Agency for the Development and Welfare of Muslims in the Philippines shall be charged with 
the following duties and responsibilities. 

1 . Identify priority areas for the application of assistance from the Islamic Conference. 

2. Inform Islamic Conference, through the Department of Foreign Affairs, of these priority areas 
and the type and extent of assistance needed. 

3. Coordinate the mobilization of in-country resources needed for the priority areas identified. 

4. Utilize the assistance extended by the Islamic Conference in the priority areas identified, 
including victims of natural calamities. 

5. Monitor the progress of work in these priority areas. 

6. Inform the Islamic Conference, through the Department of Foreign Affairs, of the status of 
relief and development efforts in these priority areas. 

The Office of Islamic Affairs in the Department of Foreign Affairs shall serve as the secretariat of 
this Agency. 
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The Agency may call upon any and all other agencies of the Government for assistance in the 
implementation of its duties and responsibilities.

PRESCRIBING REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE DISCHARGE OR SEPARATION BY 
ADMINISTRATIVE ACTION OF OFFICERS IN THE REGULAR FORCE, AND RESERVE 
OFFICERS ON EXTENDED TOUR TO ACTIVE DUTY, IN THE ARMED FORCES 

OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me by the Constitution and existing laws, I, 
FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, do hereby prescribe the following rules and 
regulations governing the discharge or separation by administrative action of officers in the Regular 
Force, and Reserve Officers on extended tour of active duty for six months or more, in the Armed 
Forces of the Philippines. 

1. DISCHARGE OR SEPARATION FROM THE SERVICE 

1. Officers of the Regular Force, Armed Forces of the Philippines and Officers of the Reserve 
Force, on extended tour to active duty for six months or more shall be administratively discharged 
or separated from the service only upon the approval of the President. Unless otherwise specifically 
provided by law, such discharge or separation shall be in accordance with the regulations and 
procedures set forth in this Order and in implementing regulations not inconsistent therewith. 

2. a. When an Officer of the Regular Force, Armed Forces of the Philippines, or a Reserve 
Officer on extended tour of active duty for six months or more commits any act of misconduct of such 
nature and gravity as to warrant his discharge or separation from the service, his name and record 
shall be referred by the Chief of Staff, Armed Forces of the Philippines or the Commander of the Major 
Service to which he belongs, to the AFP Efficiency and Separation Board, as hereinafter provided, for 
the determination of his fitness or suitability for retention in the service. 

b. The Chief of Staff, Armed Forces of the Philippines, and the Major Service Commanders 
shall from time to time or as the need arises, cause the review of the personal records and efficiency 
of officers under their command and refer to the AFP Efficiency and Separation Board those whose 
qualifications and efficiency are unsatisfactory. 

c. When an officer’s elimination from the Regular Force or the Reserve Force, as the case 
may be, is made mandatory by operation of the provisions of Republic Act No. 291, as amended, 
or other pertinent laws, his name and record shall likewise be referred to the AFP Efficiency and 
Separation Board. It shall be the sole function of the Board in such cases to determine whether the 
officer’s separation was due to misconduct, willful failure, intemperate use of drugs or alcoholic liquor, 
or vicious or immoral habits. 

3. Any officer discharged or separated from the service for reasons other than his own 
misconduct, willful failure to perform his duties, the intemperate use of drugs or alcoholic liquor, or 
vicious or immoral habits, shall be entitled to such gratuity, pension, separation pay, or retirement 
benefits as may be authorized by law. 
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II. THE AFP EFFICIENCY AND SEPARATION BOARD 

4. a. The Armed Forces of the Philippines Efficiency and Separation Board shall be and is 
hereby established which shall expeditiously pass upon the discharge or separation of all officers of 
the Armed Forces of the Philippines on the grounds specified in paragraphs 2a, 2b and 2c hereof. The 
members of the Board shall be appointed by the Secretary of National Defense, who shall designate the 
Chairman thereof. 

b. The members of the AFP Efficiency and Separation Board shall serve for a term of two 
years unless sooner relieved by the Secretary of National Defense. Before entering upon the discharge 
of their duties, the members shall take their oath of office. 

5. a. The AFP Efficiency and Separation Board shall be composed of six voting members, one 
member to be appointed from each of the four Major Services, one from the General Headquarters, 
Armed Forces of the Philippines or from any of the AFP-Wide Separate and Support Units, and one 
officer of the Judge Advocate General’s Service. As far as practicable, the members shall be senior in 
permanent grade to any officer being considered for discharge or separation by the Board, and all shall 
not be below the permanent grade of Colonel or Captain in the Navy. 

b. The Chief of Staff, Armed Forces of the Philippines shall designate an officer of suitable 
rank who is a member of the Philippine bar to serve, without vote, as counsel for the Board. Said officer 
shall assist the Board in the examination of witnesses and evidence pertaining to cases referred to it. He 
shall have power to issue subpoena and subpoena duces tecum, when directed by the Chairman of the 
Board, in connection with cases pending determination before said Board. 

c. The Chief of Staff, the Vice Chief of Staff, the Deputy Chief of Staff, and the Deputy 
Chief of Staff for Personnel of the Armed Forces of the Philippines; and the Commander, Deputy or 
Vice Commander, Chief of Staff and Assistant Chief of Staff for Personnel of any Major Service, shall 
not be eligible for appointment as a member of the AFP Efficiency and Separation Board. 

d. No member shall serve in the AFP Efficiency and Separation Board for more than 
two consecutive terms. Only officers with sufficient competence, prudence, impartiality and judicial 
temperament shall be appointed as members of the Board. 

e. The Board shall act with utmost dispatch in each case. To promote expeditious action in 
every case referred to it, the Board shall adopt such summary proceedings as are consistent with the 
minimum requirements of administrative due process, avoiding technicalities tending to unreasonably 
delay the disposition of cases; Provided that in all hearings and deliberations, the member belonging to 
The Judge Advocate General’s Service must be present. 

f. The proceedings and decisions of the Board shall be confidential. A majority of all the 
members shall constitute a quorum. All decisions should be reached by a majority vote of the members 
present. 

g. An administrative assistant who is an officer on active military duty shall be designated 
by the Chief of Staff, Armed Forces of the Philippines, to serve as Secretary of the Board. He shall be in 
charge of all clerical personnel and shall attend to all other administrative requirements of the Board. 

6. In determining an officer’s suitability to remain in the service, the AFP Efficiency and 
Separation Board shall weigh his proficiency, experience, accomplishments, attitude, ability, 
and his character and general value to the service. Due weight shall be given to such findings and 
recommendations of a Selection Board, pursuant to Republic Act 291, as amended, as may have 
a bearing on the officer’s present fitness for retention in the service. No weight shall attach to any 
political, social, financial, or any other factor not military in nature. 
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7. Any officer under consideration for discharge of separation pursuant to this Order shall be 
notified of such fact. He shall be permitted counsel of his own selection. The officer shall have the 
right to appear before the Board personally or through counsel, and to present any fact, argument, 
or witness in his behalf or any matter pertinent to his case. He shall be informed of all the evidences, 
charges, and reports against him and shall be given full opportunity to refute the same. 

8. a. The Board shall recommend specifically in each case that the officer be retained or that 
he be separated from the active service, subject to the limitation in paragraph 2c of this Order. It shall 
submit a complete report of the case and the record of investigation to the Chief of Staff, AFP who 
shall review its findings and recommendations. 

b. The following recommendations of the Board shall be forwarded to the President thru the 
Secretary of National Defense for final decision: 

(1) Separation from the service concurred in by the Chief of Staff, Armed Forces of the 

Philippines. 

(2) Retention/Separation not concurred in by the Chief of Staff, Armed Forces of the 

Philippines. 


c. If a recommendation for retention is concurred in by the Chief of Staff, AFP, the case shall 
be considered closed and the officer shall be notified thereof in writing. 

d. The Chief of Staff, AFP may remand a case to the AFP Efficiency and Separation Board 
for such further action or proceedings as, in his opinion, is necessary for a full, fair and impartial 
investigation. 

e. In all cases, the investigation report shall specify the particular provisions of paragraph 2 
of this Order under which the Board took cognizance of the case; whether the recommendation 
for separation is based on the officer’s own misconduct, willful failure to perform his duties, the 
intemperate use of drugs or alcoholic liquor, or vicious or immoral habits; and such other matters as 
the Board may deem pertinent. 

f. If the AFP Efficiency and Separation Board determines that an officer’s separation is not 
due to the foregoing causes, and he is eligible for retirement, the Board shall recommend his retirement 
under the applicable provisions of Republic Act No. 340, as amended. 

m. MISCELLANEOUS 

9. The Secretary of National Defense shall promulgate from time to time such rules and 
regulations, not inconsistent with the foregoing provisions, as may be necessary to carry out the 
purpose and intent of this Order. 

10. Executive Order No. 302, s-58, as amended by Executive Order No. 209, s-70, is hereby 
rescinded. All cases pending before the difficult Efficiency and Separation Boards established under 
Executive Order No. 302, s-58, as amended, shall be transferred to the AFP Efficiency and Separation 
Board for completion of investigation. All cases pending before the Board of Review established under 
Title III of the said Executive Order shall be transmitted to the Chief of Staff, AFP for purposes of 
review in accordance with the provisions of paragraph 8 of this Order.

EXTENDING THE TERM OF THE PRESIDENTIAL COMMISSION ON REORGANIZATION 
CREATED UNDER EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 281, SERIES OF 1970 


WHEREAS, it has been declared policy to pursue a continuing program of administrative reform 
that would assure and sustain the reinvigoration of the bureaucracy; 

WHEREAS, full implementation of the Integrated Reorganization Plan (IRP), as amended, as 
enjoined to be effected pursuant to Letter of Instructions No. 449, is about to be completed; 

WHEREAS, there is now therefore need to evaluate, follow-up and monitor the extent 
and effectiveness of the implementation of the IRP, as amended, particularly as this pertains to 
administrative decentralization and regionalization, to ensure that implementation has been effected 
not only in form but also in substance; 

WHEREAS, there is need to provide continued staff advice and assistance to the Office of the 
President in assessing proposals for further organizational changes and adjustments emanating from 
the various government agencies to assure consistency with the major thrusts and principles of the 
reorganization; 

WHEREAS, there is a need for the Presidential Commission on Reorganization (PCR) to 
provide continued technical and administrative support to a desired extended study of government 
corporations pursuant to Executive Order No. 464; and 

WHEREAS, it is desirable for the PCR to continue providing staff assistance and consultative 
advice to the Civil Service Commission in the assessment of proposals for exemptions from the civil 
service pursuant to P.D. No. 868, to the Career Executive Service Board in the administration of the 
career executive service, and to the various agencies of the government with respect to reorganization 
matters; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by the Constitution, do hereby extend the term of the Presidential Commission on 
Reorganization up to December 31, 1977. 

The Presidential Executive Assistant shall issue the necessary directives for the detail or the 
extension of the detail of such technical personnel as may be needed by the Commission, under the 
same conditions as prescribed in Executive Order No. 281, as amended. 

The Commission is authorized to disburse and defray all expenses for its operations from 
January 1 to December 31, 1977 from funds as may be available from the Office of the President. 
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Done in the City of Manila, this 27th day of December, in the year of Our Lord, nineteen hundred 
and seventy-six.

EXTENDING THE TERM OF THE PRESIDENTIAL COMMITTEE TO STUDY GOVERNMENT 
CORPORATIONS CREATED UNDER EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 464, SERIES OF 1976 


WHEREAS, it is desirable to subject the Presidential Committee to Study Government 
Corporation’s (PCSGC) preliminary findings and policy proposals concerning the administration of 
government corporations as a discrete variable in the developmental process to wider scrutiny by 
experts or relevant institutions in the government and private sector; 

WHEREAS, the scope and volume of the study by the PCSGC has increased due to the inclusion 
of other entities which were heretofore excluded due to legal technicalities but which have subsequently 
been included since the government exercises effective control thereof, and that they therefore have 
to be taken into account for a proper and complete appraisal of the government corporate sector’s 
contribution to national development; 

WHEREAS, there is a need to adjust the work schedule of the PCSGC to absorb the increased 
workload and to realign the terms of reference of the PCSGC to include general overseeing of the 
implementation of its recommendations as may be adopted; and 

WHEREAS, it would therefore be desirable to extend the time frame for the study of government 
corporations pursuant to Executive Order No. 464 in order to allow a more exhaustive and 
comprehensive in-depth study of government corporate entities which have increasingly become a 
major and critical sector of governmental administration. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FERDINAND E. MARCOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by the Constitution, do hereby extend the term of the Presidential Committee to 
Study Government Corporations up to December 31, 1977, subject to the following: 

SECTION 1 . The Committee is directed to submit its report and recommendations on or before 
June 30, 1977 and to oversee the installation and implementation of such of its recommendations as 
may be approved and adopted by the appropriate authorities for the period covering July 1, 1977 to 
December 31, 1977. 

SEC. 2. An appropriation of P600,000 is authorized for the incurrence of operating and necessary 
expenditures in connection with its study of government corporations. 

This Order shall take effect immediately.

EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 479 

FIXING THE AMOUNT OF ASSISTANCE TO PRIMARY GOLD PRODUCERS 


In implementation of Presidential Decree No. 1070, providing assistance to primary gold 
producers, and upon recommendation of the Monetary Board of the Central Bank, the amount of 
assistance is hereby fixed as follows: 

A primary gold producer whose annual production exceeds 75,000 ounces shall, upon 
application, receive an assistance equivalent to 70% of the positive difference between its cost of 
production (excluding depreciation, depletion, amortization of rehabilitation costs, and main office 
overhead) per ounce and the proceeds of sale, during each quarter, per ounce of its gold production: 
Provided, That the assistance shall in no case exceed P300 per ounce; and Provided , further, That such 
assistance shall not exceed the amount by which PI, 050 exceeds the sales proceeds per ounce. 

A primary gold producer whose annual production does not exceed 75,000 ounces shall, 
upon application, receive an assistance equivalent to 75% of the positive difference between its 
cost of production (excluding depreciation, depletion, amortization of rehabilitation costs, and 
main office overhead) per ounce and the proceeds of sale, during each quarter, per ounce of its gold 
production: Provided , That the assistance shall in no case exceeds P300 per ounce; and Provided , 
further, That such assistance shall not exceed the amount by which PI, 125 exceeds the sales proceeds 
per ounce. 

The assistance hereinabove provided shall apply to gold produced commencing January 1, 1977 
until December 31, 1981.
